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Correlation Does Not Imply Causation 

The lessons of Florida beaches, anti-drug education, and chain gangs

There are things that you know, or at least 
think you know, in a way as solid as you 
know rocks are. Many have to do with one- 
self and one’s perceptions of the world, but 
those are not relevant to this conversation. 
Instead, this is about nonpersonal pieces of 
information/opinion that, based on experi- 
ence, morality, and knowledge, one would 
casually claim as nearly indisputable - state- 
ments such as, “Slavery is bad,” “Education 
is good,” “Treating one another fairly is desir- 
able,” and, “Segregation based on race, reli- 
gion, ethnicity, and sex is wrong.” Obviously, 
there are variants on those statements or 
examples that don’t comfortably (if at all) fit 
their parameters. But please accept that there 
are no tricks here; just take those statements 
for what they most blatantly state. 

In 1973, for a very few months, I lived 
in Florida - on the Gulf Coast in Charlotte 
Harbor across the Peace River from Punta 
Gorda, about 50 miles south of Sarasota. 
Living there was very strange and discon- 
certing in so many ways. The population 
seemed divorced from the environment in 
a way I can’t recall ever having encountered 
before. Sure, people quite commonly live in 
contempt of or out of harmony with their 
environments, but this was more extreme. In 
a way, it felt like most of the population and 
the geological space occupied radically differ- 
ent planes of existence. Three or four years 
ago, covering this topic, I wrote the following 
in “Page Two”: 

“Although still largely underdeveloped, 
and seeming a couple of decades behind the 
times, there was still a feeling that Florida was 
already a state under siege. Cruising around, 
especially along the coast, was revealing. 
Evidence of developer and homebuyer greed, 
and concurrent disinterest in the state’s eco- 
logical integrity, was everywhere. Huge hous- 
es on the water with docks were the most 
desirable, so development after development 
sprawled along spiderwebs of man-made 
canals built to serve the mandatory power 


boat(s). Very few communities had much in 
the way of developmental or environmental 
regulations. Those that did were the rich- 
est communities, whose residents wanted 
to limit development, restrict beach access, 
and control crowding. Captiva and Sanibel 
Islands in particular, I remember, were strin- 
gently restricted, with dense natural fauna 
along the road shielding the elaborate beach 
mansions from view. ” 

Water, or at least the proximity of one’s 
house to water, was the most desirable 
situation. But almost no one really cared 
about water. Even those who regularly boat- 
ed or fished did so evidencing some kind 
of Sunday-go-to-church sense of obligation. 
Most of the houses felt unbearably new, as 
though saturated with some kind of artificial 
“reality” texture like those spray cans of 
“new car smells” or the commercially creat- 
ed, enticing smells of cooking food that fast- 
food joints pump out to attract costumers. 
They were almost uniformly starkly attrac- 
tive, with attractive, plastic-covered furniture 
and valuable objets d’art kept behind glass 
in cabinets. Any activity these houses’ occu- 
pants engaged in, other than golf, was just 
another aspect of the decor - although some- 
times one would find family photos bravely 
breaking through this prepared mosaic, evi- 
dencing a less constricted and real life. It 
was especially depressing to encounter a 
bevy of family photos that succumbed to the 
carefully constructed aesthetic texture rather 
than disrupting or departing from it. 

The suffocating ideological atmosphere was 
not due to hard right-wing conservative poli- 
tics but rather the unexamined assumption 
of them. Many of the families were retired 
military, with a surprising number of them 
boasting a child conceived almost as an anti- 
dote to retirement; usually this child was at 
least a decade or two younger than his or her 
nearest sibling. 

I’m pretty sure I’ve written about some of 
my more distorted personal experiences that 


occurred because I was so deeply clueless as 
to how to function in that society. When I 
saw Tom Laughlin’s Billy Jack, I thought I had 
discovered this country’s Jean-Luc Godard. 
Back in Boston, I literally dragged a number 
of the most politically active radicals I knew 
to see it. Fortunately, they found it a hysteri- 
cally ridiculous political satire. Given that I 
had sweated through much of the screening 
fearing physical torture and social censure, 
this was quite a relief. 

It took next to no money to survive back 
then. I was able to support myself by working 
once or twice a week at a warehouse, loading 
and unloading for a few hours. One of my 
roommates ran the local youth center, so we 
hung out there. 

Through some folks I met there, I ended 
up working for maybe a week with the 
Florida drug-abuse education folks, putting 
on presentations at local high schools. The 
specifics are cloudy, but I remember that 
one of the eccentricities of this group was 
that the powers that be had somehow decid- 
ed the best people to talk young people out 
of doing drugs were ex-cons who had served 
serious time for drug-related crimes. The 
ones I worked with were very much of that 
population of ex-offenders who would have 
never spent a day behind bars if it weren’t 
for this country’s ridiculous, unrealistic, 
and overly harsh drug laws. None of them 
was the sort of career or even casual crimi- 
nal whose drug offenses are simply those 
they are busted for, among the vast array of 
crimes committed. Even more painful was 
that most of them had been busted for pot- 
related crimes. Florida’s status as a national 
center for vast criminal operations import- 
ing much harder drugs was still a few years 
away (Naples was still a very worn-out and 
rundown community compared to the cen- 
ter of wealth it would soon become). People 
who would have never been criminals if 
laws had been reasonable were now marked 
for life as ex-cons. 


Oops! 

In last week’s News feature, “Living 
Maya,” a photo on p.42 misidentified 
the person. The correct identity is Ed 
Barnhart. The Chronicle regrets the error. 


Fortunately, the state’s drug-abuse program 
considered a criminal drug record a plus in 
terms of employment; in that regard, it was 
different from almost every other employer 
in the state. Any record of non-pot-related 
criminal activity, however, was just as lethal to 
job applicants as it was everywhere else. The 
program’s hierarchical structure actually privi- 
leged grander dealing and growing convictions 
when it came to employment. Thus the per- 
son running this group actually had its most 
impressive rap sheet, having been busted only 
once - but for, literally, tons of marijuana. 

In preparation for our week in the schools, 
we had a gigantic group dinner at one of the 
ex-cons’ homes on an island (or a key) about 
30 minutes away by boat. After gorging on 
paella rich in fresh seafood, we stumbled out 
past dunes to the beach to sit around a camp- 
fire as we both metaphorically and literally 
prepared for the week’s work. 

Many of the stories ran to bizarre experiences 
they’d had with police, in the courts, or in pris- 
on. Most of the storytellers spent at least some 
time contemplating the much more criminal 
element they briefly encountered when arrested 
and while being tried but whom they ended up 
living among when actually imprisoned. 

Mostly, I was quiet while listening to these 
stories, being more suburban, bleached-white 
than Wonder Bread. In rural areas and in 
Harlem, I had interacted with very different 
populations but was always more an observer 
than a plunged-in-deep participant. 

Eventually they got around to talking about 
some of their different chain-gang experi- 
ences. Here was an area in which I felt con- 
versationally comfortable. Not only had I seen 
Cool Hand Luke a number of times but also 
was a fan of the 1932 hit film I Am a Fugitive 
From a Chain Gang, based on a true story 
and still a remarkably powerful film because 
of Paul Muni’s harrowing lead performance. 
Chain gangs also were still commonly seen

Place 1: Lee Leffingwell 

Incumbent Leffingwell’s unspectacular, con- 
sensus-building approach to policy - while 
criticized in some quarters as insufficiently 
activist - has in fact made him one of the most 
productive council members - environmentally 
engaged and politically pragmatic and enabling 
effective programs that enable greener redevel- 
opment, reduce solid waste, conserve water 
and energy, and preserve shoreline open space 
along Lady Bird Lake. He has labored to 
improve mental-health-care programs, sought 
ways to improve public safety while eliminating 
staffing inequities, and worked to turn Capital 
Metro in a more progressive direction. 

Leffingwell disappointed us on some issues 
in his first term - a too-easy surrender on 
Advanced Micro Devices, questionable support 
for the Northcross neighborhood against the 
Wal-Mart project, a too-modest water conserva- 
tion plan - and a number of smaller issues left 
many enviro/progressives feeling let down, if 
not betrayed. Some of us believe that a more 
proactive council could have derailed the Wal- 
Mart, but we are unpersuaded that Leffingwell 
should bear the blame for 
that complex defeat. 

Leffingwell also 
fought to reclaim 
power from city 
staff: defending 
the city auditor, 
increasing over- 
sight of the spend- 
ing, pushing for 
single-member dis- 
tricts, and other reforms. 

As a whole, Leffingwell’s term has been pro- 
gressive and successful, and offers no substan- 
tive reasons to replace him with a less experi- 
enced alternative. 


Place 3: No Endorsement 

While we traditionally prefer to recommend 
a candidate in each race, after several discus- 
sions, we simply could not come to a consen- 
sus on the two major Place 3 candidates. 

Incumbent Jennifer Kim has demonstrated 
“heart in the right place” advocacy of commu- 
nity values, a scrappy independent voice, and a 
good voting record on affordable housing, small 
business, and Asian-American concerns. And 
she’s supported environmental protection and 
responsiveness to neighborhoods. But Kim has 
not proven effective at advancing new council 
policies that make a real difference. She’s not a 
good team player, she’s been somewhat aloof 
from citizens, and she lacks political instincts 
and skills. As a result, she has lost the trust and 
respect of most council colleagues and of staff 
and community members who previously sup- 
ported her and has failed to build the relation- 
ships and demonstrate the consistency of vision 
that an elected official must have to carry water 
on important issues. 

Randi Shade deserves serious consideration, 
but her campaign has not clearly defined her 
platform beyond the need for “change.” Her 
positions are similar to Kim’s, so the question 
returns to effectiveness. Shade has called for 
joint council-nonprofit initiatives to help peo- 
ple living in poverty - and she has a long track 
record of working within public and private 
institutions to help the most vulnerable folks. 
Her strongest asset is her reputation for build- 
ing consensus and hammering out workable 
solutions in government, business, and non- 
profit groups. But Shade is unproven as a poli- 
cy-maker and has no voting record on city 
boards or commissions. 

We’ll be considering our cards carefully and 
playing our Place 3 hands on May 10 - and we 
urge Austin voters to do the same. 


Place 4: Laura Morrison 

Robin Cravey, Cid Galindo, and Laura Morri- 
son are all highly experienced, and all have 
worked directly with council and staff on work- 
able policy initiatives. 

Overall we believe Morrison’s solid engineer- 
ing and business background make her a prag- 
matic choice. As former president of the Austin 
Neighborhoods Council, she has listened 
thoughtfully to the concerns of Austinites in 
every part of town and helped them to advance 
their interests. She has earned a reputation for 
fairness, balance, and respecting multiple 
points of view. Morrison’s leadership on the 
city’s McMansion task force demonstrated her 
talent for tailoring city policies to reflect valid 
citizen concerns. In sum, we believe that as a 
consensus-builder who’s strong on progressive 
issues, and with pragmatic experience across 
the entire city, Morrison is the best Place 4 
addition to the currently sitting council. 

Austin Community College 
Board of Trustees, Place 1: 

Tim Mahoney 

Harrison Keller says ACC needs to form part- 
nerships with school districts to ensure that 
high school students are more strongly chal- 
lenged and prepared before they ever get to 
postsecondary education. Keller is the research 
director for the House of Representatives, hired 
by none other than Speaker Tom Craddick, and 
has authored papers for the Texas Public Policy 
Loundation pushing the notion of tying public- 
school funding directly to student performance. 
He insists he is no ideologue - but his associ- 
ates are ideologues of the worst sort, and we’ve 
seen the Lege use variants on his concepts to 
punish educators rather than help them. 

Tim Mahoney’s history in liberal politics 
squares better with our general outlook, but he 
failed to inspire us. Mahoney speaks generally 
of community outreach and selling the idea of 
ACC to Austin and prospective students, giving 
a picture of someone running for office not 
because he is driven by a goal but because he 
wants to serve and this was what was available. 
The Chronicle offers up a tepid endorsement of 
Mahoney - we believe he at least aims in the 
direction we’d rather go, though he may not 
have the plan for how to get us there. 


Austin ISO Board of Trustees, 
District 3: Christine Brister 

Of the four seats on the AISD board of trust- 
ees up for re-election, only this one, in North 
Central Austin, is contested. Of the two candi- 
dates running to replace the outgoing Johna 
Edwards, Christine Brister has served on several 
AISD advisory groups, while the less experi- 
enced Jerry Garcia is a statistics maven running 
on his life experience. Blister’s long record of 
districtwide involvement, plus her strong grasp 
of both general trends for AISD and issues for 
specific campuses, means she will be better 
qualified to hit the ground running, and she 
seems to know what she’s getting herself into. 

AISD Bond Proposals 

Proposition 1: YES. $187,797,315 for growth 
and overcrowding relief and to support aca- 
demic achievement. 

Proposition 2: YES. $73,920,504 for health, safe- 
ty and security, environmental improvements, and 
other district needs. 

Proposition 3: YES. $82,000,000 for education, 
special programs, and expansion. 

There is no question that AISD schools are 
overcrowded and that student numbers are con- 
tinuing to rise. Aging facilities and computers 
must be replaced; other renovations must be 
made to keep the district in health and safety, 
disability, and energy-usage code compliance. 
Propositions 1 and 2 reflect unavoidable costs, 
mandated by federal, state, or city agencies, or 
provide funding to replace crumbling infrastruc- 
ture or to build more classrooms. If they don’t 
pass, the district will instead have to pay for them 
out of the maintenance and operations budget. 

The three parts of Proposition 3 - a long- 
awaited performing arts center, expansion of 
Anderson High, and land for another antici- 
pated high school - are more a matter of 
choice. Voters should decide whether this list 
resolves urgent problems or whether Prop. 3 
can wait for another day . . . again. If all three 
propositions pass, they will add an additional 
maximum of $17 per year per $100,000 of 
appraised property value. 

The Chronicle strongly endorses Propositions 
1 and 2, and Proposition 3 only a little 
less strongly. ■

when one drove through the South, though 
they were more often found working in small 
cities, cleaning up trash or painting municipal 
buildings, than stretched along the side of a 
road digging ditches. 

At the first break in the conversation, I 
ventured forth my time-tested, carefully dyed, 
fully vetted, East Coast liberal opinion as to 
the inhumanity of that form of punishment. 

The leader of the group turned to me. So 
very, very sweetly that I still remember his 
kindness, without mocking me in any way, 
he filled me in on what everyone else there 
already knew. Chain gangs were far worse in 
the movies than in actuality. The Hollywood 
vision of near-surreal, nightmare-vicious pris- 
on camps in the middle of swamps guarded 
by Neanderthals more brutal than any con was 
almost as uncommon in the real world as was 
the Land of Oz. Instead, working on a gang 
was a sought-after privilege providing fresh air, 
sunlight, and physical activity under looser 
and far more benign conditions. Better still, 
gangs comprised mostly prisoners from nearby 
jails. These were often locals who came from 
the very same areas that they now worked. 

During the workday, more often than not, 
a hidden bottle of hooch or two would be 
uncovered, having been secreted away by 
friends. In many cases, if friends came by, 
prisoners were allowed time to stand around 
talking to them. Although not explicitly stated, 
it was strongly suggested that in some cases 
conjugal visits with wives or girlfriends (some- 
times with girlfriends instead of wives) were 


not out of the question if smoothed out by 
money and gifts for the guards. 

There is perception and reality. There is not 
always a way to distinguish between them - 
but unquestioning acceptance of one’s own 
perceptions as reality is often, at best, mislead- 
ing. As the world grows smaller because of 
technology, privileging the way we think things 
should be over the way they are becomes an 
ever-greater handicap. Combined with the 
certainty of those convinced that good and 
evil, right and wrong, the truth and an opinion 
are all distinct and easily knowable absolutes 
(which they, of course, know that they can dis- 
tinguish and know), this take is a potentially 
apocalyptic blend. The greatest crimes against 
humanity usually accompany a world-view 
that empowers one group while demonizing 
and dehumanizing others. Genocide against 
kind, known neighbors is difficult; against evil, 
scheming people just looking for the opportu- 
nity to destroy, it is not only easy but necessary. 
Principled disagreement leads to constitutional 
government, but dishonest, manipulative lies 
and demagoguery almost demand the most 
militant response of violent repudiation. 

This is how Hutus can massacre Tutsis; how 
Serbs, Croats, and Muslims can be peaceful 
neighbors for a half-century but turn into 
blood enemies in less than half a decade; 
how Israelis can force their Arab neighbors 
into ghettos and how they respond by suicide 
bombings, which are both conducted by and 
deadly to innocents. 


The mundanity of evil is birthed in the unex- 
amined assumption that one’s own community 
is righteous while those belonging to another 
are consciously evil. Witnessing any significant, 
dehumanizing demonization is watching the 
soil being prepared for unspeakable atrocities. 
When President Bush declared Iraq, Iran, and 
Korea the “axis of evil,” he was not just verbally 
chastising them but setting the stage for poten- 
tial violence while feeding the worst inclinations 
of some Americans. I fear jingoistic, isolationist, 
xenophobic, nationalist, racist ideology with 
much less dread than I do people who deny the 
humanity of those with whom they have issue. 
The more one labels one’s enemies as evil, the 
more the situation demands violence rather than 
disagreement, genocide instead of censure. 

The current fantasy-baseball, anti-illegal-immi- 
grant stance of all too many comes across as the 
foundation for pogroms in the name of national 
identity. Listening to the 9/11 hobbyists, the 
anti-One-World-Govemment truth-seekers, label 
their enemies as consciously evil while celebrat- 
ing the preparation for violent resistance makes 
me fear them far more than I do the federal gov- 
ernment, even the overtly mendacious, uncon- 
stitutional current administration. 

Not really knowing anything about chain gangs 
but having unassailable opinions, corroborated 
by one’s gut feelings, is of small consequence 
when those things come out of the conversation 
of a night smelling of the ocean and illuminated 
by a small fire. But too often perception is privi- 
leged as being reality; any questioning of percep- 
tion is taken as an assault on knowable good and 


quantifiable civilization, and the motives of some 
are not simply in contrast to one’s own but moti- 
vated by self-aware evil. Consider Shakespeare’s 
description: “All the world’s a stage/and all the 
men and women merely Players/They have their 
Exits and their Entrances/And one man in his 
time plays many parts.” In the context of such 
world-views as just described and given too many 
current circumstances, this stage is now set for 
what should be unimaginable - but all too many 
players are thinking this is the path to redemp- 
tion and restoration. 

To all my 9/11-truth-seeking friends: 
Stacking up even more circumstantial evi- 
dence does not prove the circumstantial evi- 
dence already stacked. 

A tip of the old Hatlo Hat to a recent lun- 
cheon companion who noted, “Correlation 
does not imply causation.” 

Cover-ups do not prove conspiracy. Regarding 
President Kennedy’s assassination - and not 
arguing for or against a conspiracy - Norman 
Mailer noted that there definitely was a vast, 
massive, govemmentwide cover-up. Such a sig- 
nificant number of different government agen- 
cies had so many rogue operatives and rogue 
operations at the time that they often had no 
idea as to what they were up to, including the 
chance that they were involved in the assas- 
sination. This would implicate the agency even 
if it had no knowledge of such. Thus, an insane 
and extensive cover-up took place - most of it, 
if not all, independent from knowledge about 
the assassination itself. ■

Housing in East Austin 

Dear Editor, 

There are two reasons why so much affordable housing is 
being “dumped” in East Austin [“Postmarks,” May 2]. The first 
is (obviously) the availability of affordable land, and the second 
is transportation. 

Bus riders complain enough about the range and frequency 
of buses, but the fact is that the bus “system” is a lot worse in 
West Austin than in East Austin. We could perhaps double the 
Cap Metro sales tax and improve the buses in West Austin to East 
Austin service levels, but it would be much better for bus riders to 
just double the service levels in East Austin (and North and South 
Austin, too). 

We could also double the road budget, widen Manor Road, and 
upzone the properties alongside for condos and McMansions, 
which would presumably raise surrounding property values enough 
to pay for the increase in the road budget. That way the neighbor- 
hood would be helping to pay for its own destruction. 

Any neighborhood that compares itself to Hyde Park or Tarrytown 
is being disingenuous at best - those aren’t typical Austin neigh- 
borhoods. 

The trailer park planned for along 183 really needs to go where 
it’s going - there isn’t any place else that is both so isolated from 
surrounding residents and so close to a bus route. The property 
on Manor Road could go anywhere along the north/south bus 
routes or even be incorporated into one of the new transit-orient- 
ed developments. 


However, East Austin neighborhoods deserve their share of 
growth, and they should seriously consider the advantages of 
affordable housing with people who ride the buses. The neighbor- 
hoods getting affluent newbies with fast cars and big trucks who 
will soon be demanding road improvements haven’t been all that 
happy about it either.

Are There Any Investigative 
Reporters Lett? 

Dear Editor, 

Why a lack of follow-up on the so-called suicide of Austin 
Independent School District teacher and Palestinian activist Riad 
Hamad? After months of being subjected to harassment and 
surveillance by the FBI and Homeland Security, Hamad was found 
floating in Lady Bird Lake bound in duct tape. 

A close friend of Hamad’s told talk-radio host Alex Jones that 
he viewed Hamad’s body after the autopsy, as part of the Islamic 
law procedure of cleansing the remains before burial. He said 
Hamad’s body appeared as if he had been “attacked by an animal 
in the jungle.” Hamad was cut from the shoulder to the stomach; 


his arms were cut, and his face was bruised, and the rear of his 
skull was bashed in. 

Hamad’s friend also stated that witnesses had seen men with 
“foreign accents” carrying Israeli firearms at Hamad’s residence 
several weeks prior to his death. Could this have been a political 
assassination? Any real investigative reporters left in Austin? Get 
on it, please!

[News Editor Michael King responds: See “ The Uneasy Death 
of Riad Hamad ,” p.26. For the record , Imam Ibrahim Dremali , 
interviewed by Alex Jones , did not know Hamad before the burial 
preparations. Dremali did not say Hamad’s body was “cut from the 
shoulder to the stomach” other than criticizing the repairs of the 
standard autopsy incisions (essentially “Y” cuts to the torso for 
internal examination ), and he did not say “the rear of [Hamad's] 
skull was bashed in,” only that he believed the autopsy brain 
examination had not been adequately repaired for burial purpos- 
es. And only Jones claimed , without substantiation , that “armed 
men with foreign accents” had visited Hamad’s home, which was 
raided Feb. 27 by FBI and IRS agents pursuing an investigation of 
the Palestine Children’s Welfare Fund.

Difference in Interpretation 
Is Not a 'Lie' 

Dear Editor, 

Michael King posits that “truth is a frequent 
casualty” in local City Council races, then 
proves his point with at least two falsehoods 
[“Point Austin,” News, May 2]. If I were to jump 
to unsubstantiated conclusions, I’d call them 
King-sized lies. But perhaps they were innocent 
errors. Either way, they should be corrected. 

King writes that Gus Garcia, Brigid Shea, 
Robin Rather, Ann Kitchen, and myself “lied” in 
a letter we wrote that council candidate Randi 
Shade supported compromise with Stratus/ 
Freeport-McMoRan, the megapolluters develop- 
ing the 4,000-acre Barton Creek development, 
rather than passing the voter approved Save 
Our Springs Ordinance. I would agree that Ms. 
Shade’s comments to Brian Rodgers and then 
on camera (which Shade graciously admitted 
were accurately transcribed) are not clear as 
to whether she supported compromise with 
Stratus/ Freeport before or after passing SOS. A 
difference in interpretation is not a “lie.” 

What is indisputably wrong is King’s claim 
that we were addressing Ms. Shade’s “politi- 
cally incorrect opinion ... about a film.” Ms. 
Shade’s relevant comments were clearly talking 
about the real world. And whether she meant 
compromise before or after passing SOS, either 
path would have led to far more pollution and 
development in the Barton Springs Watershed. 

On this point, Shade was wrong, and it 
should matter to voters. She stated, “Because 
really, when you saw the original proposal, less 
land would have been developed than what did 
get developed.” The most offensive part of the 
Stratus/Freeport 1990 development plans was 
its proposed 3 million square feet of office 


and retail. At the time, Freeport also claimed 
a five- or six-year build-out. It is now 18 years 
later, and virtually none of the commercial 
and retail has been built. Flad the community 
compromised, it would have given a green light 
to paving the Flill Country with high-density 
Flouston-style sprawl. 


King also wrongly claims that I have been “on 
record multiple times dismissing the entire cur- 
rent council as environmentally regressive and 
corrupt.” Regressive, yes; owing their seats to 
bundles of developer campaign cash, yes; but 
corrupt, no, I never said that. Prove it, or please 
issue a retraction.

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What we've learned thus far

Get ready for the run-offs. 

After Saturday’s vote (be there or be square), 
you might think you’ve escaped the election- 
eering gauntlet at least until this fall, but don’t 
exhale too soon. The City Council Place 4 race, 
with three very strong candidates and six in all, 
will inevitably produce a June 14 face-off, 
although it’s anybody’s guess which two of 
Laura Morrison, Cid Galindo, and Robin 
Cravey will be left standing on Saturday. To 
judge only from the increasingly polarized 
Place 3 rhetoric, a run-off also looks quite pos- 
sible between incumbent Jennifer Kim and 
Randi Shade, with lesser-known Ken Weiss 
perhaps peeling away just enough votes to 
keep the higher-profile candidates under 50%. 

So we all have another month of Austin- 
weird mudslinging to entertain us - where the 
mud slung is occasionally real mud, or at least 
polluted groundwater mixed with mutual accu- 
sations of being seen in public with (or with- 
out) people of the wrong (or right) professional 
persuasion - e.g., “developers,” “political con- 
sultants,” “insiders,” “outsiders,” “environmen- 
talists,” “the special interests,” “neighborhood 
activists,” etc., etc. I’ve put all those terms in 
dubious scare quotes, because Austin’s politi- 
cal language is a lot like that of Humpty 
Dumpty, who famously declared, “When I use 
a word, it means just what I choose it to mean, 
neither more nor less.”

AISD Superintendent Pat Forgione, anticipating the possible closure of 
Johnston High School next year under state sanctions, met with the mem- 
bers of the Eastside community on Tuesday night to urge them to help him 
create a new vision for the school. Over the next 45 days, AISD will be drafting 
a plan for an alternative at Johnston. That deadline is firm, because by June 
15, Education Commissioner Robert Scott should have test scores in hand to 
make the decision about whether the school is rated “acceptable” or “low per- 
forming.” A low-performance rating could lead to closure or the replacement of 
school district personnel with a nonprofit management team. Forgione would 
prefer to see the Texas Education Agency accept his plan and allow the district 
to continue to have oversight of the campus. - Kimberly Reeves 


Council Member Mike Martinez is spotlighting the city’s role in reducing 
disparities between the Hispanic population and other Austinites by bring- 
ing a resolution to establish a Hispanic Quality of Life Initiative before 
council on May 8. If adopted, it would instruct the city manager to research 
a community scorecard from which to build programs to serve the 460,000 
Hispanics living in the greater Austin area. Martinez modeled the initiative 
on the city’s African American Quality of Life program, launched in 2005 to 
improve conditions for the city’s African-Americans by a series of metrics, 
including economic development, health, and neighborhood sustainability. 

Thursday will be a big day for 
Martinez, who is also bringing 
his new streamlined billboard 
ordinance for public comment 
and possibly a council vote 
(see “Billboard Battle Continues,” 
May 2). If passed, the ordinance 
will introduce mandatory billboard 
registration and ban mobile 
billboards pulled by motorized 
vehicles. - Richard Whittaker 

Ralph the Cactus Planter 

will get his day in federal court! 

As we reported in “Naked City,” 
April 18, the converted Oldsmobile 
’88 in front of the Planet K 
store on 1-35 in San Marcos was 
cited as a junked vehicle by the 
city, but store CEO Michael Kleinman said it was art, not trash. Since then, 
in an unusual move, U.S. District Judge Sam Sparks has reconsidered his 
own March 7 decision upholding the legitimacy of the original citation. In his 
new opinion, issued April 30, Sparks said there were First Amendment 
issues to be addressed and allowed artists Scott Wade and John “Furly” 
Travis to be added as plaintiffs. He also rejected San Marcos’ motion to dis- 
miss, calling some of the city’s behavior before his court “a stunning display 
of deadpan effrontery.” Sparks will hear the case on May 30. Ralph (weigh- 
ing more than a ton, with all fluids removed, the doors welded shut, and 
having been filled with soil and painted) is not expected to be in atten- 
dance. - R.W.

That’s a good principle to remember when 
attempting to understand local political rheto- 
ric, because a given term can often have two 
different, even precisely opposite, meanings, 
something rather difficult to manage in ordi- 
nary workaday language. But the basic meth- 
odology is easy to grasp: A given word or 
phrase means one thing when used in connec- 
tion with a candidate you support and some- 
thing quite different when applied to a candi- 
date you oppose. 

It’s as simple as “black” and “white.” 


A Campaign Lexicon 

In the interest of confounding you even 
more, I’ve put together a very basic lexicon of 
Austin campaign rhetoric. It’s hardly exhaus- 
tive, but once one understands the principles 
involved, the careful lexicographer can spot the 
logical legerdemain operating in every cam- 
paign commercial or press release. 

“Developer”: While this term literally con- 
notes an investor/manager who might arrange a 
broad variety of building projects across the city 

- maybe even in your “neighborhood” (see p.20) 

- in local political discourse it has only one, 
extremely negative meaning: someone who built 
(or proposed) an evil construction project that 
will inevitably 1) cost more than you can afford, 
2) obscure your front porch from a Capitol-view 
corridor, 3) “pollute the aquifer,” or all three. A 
“developer” is never the guy who built your

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house or apartment, and should a “developer’s” 
name turn up in your candidate’s list of donors, 
he becomes simply a “supporter.” 

“Neighborhood”: Just as “developer” is 
always and everywhere a negative term, 
“neighborhood” is always and everywhere a 
positive term. Your candidate “supports the 
neighborhoods”; his or her opponent “oppos- 
es the neighborhoods.” This remains true even 
of those “neighborhoods” in those other, 
unpleasant parts of town (e.g., “over the aqui- 
fer”), which are filled with people of whom 
you disapprove. If their “neighborhood asso- 
ciation” (or even your own) has proposed or 
supported something you oppose, they’re not 
really the “neighborhood” - they’re “special 
interests” (see below) attempt- 
ing to “gentrify/destroy” the 
“neighborhood” and the “pub- 
lic interest” (ditto). Better yet, 
start your own, competing 
“neighborhood association” - 
now you’re the “neighborhood,” 
and they’re not. 

“Public interest”: Proposals 
supported by your candidate. 

“Special interest” : Proposals 
supported by your candidate’s 
opponent. 

“Public safety”: When used 
by your candidate (or Statesman 
editorialists), the term “public 
safety” is a cost-free “public 
interest” that magically 
expands when we need more, 
because we like it; when used by your candi- 
date’s opponent, it is an unconscionable 
budget-busting taxpayer burden supported 
only by the greedy “special interest” “public 
safety” unions. 

Master Class 

You get the idea. In the right mouth (or press 
release), virtually any term can take on these 
chameleonic qualities, meaning one thing at 
one moment and an entirely opposite thing a 
moment later. Start (like Humpty Dumpty) 
regularly using words this way, and before you 
know it, they’ll mean anything you like, any 
time you like it. 

Take, for example, the word “Democrat.” A 
few weeks ago, in an effort to discredit Place 
4 candidate Galindo, a group of “Concerned 
Travis County Democrats” distributed a let- 


ter suggesting that Galindo is not, as he 
claims, an “independent” who now supports 
Dem presidential candidate Barack Obama 
but is instead a stealth Republican who 
voted in the 2004 GOP primary and, even 
worse, in 1995 donated to the campaign of 
then- GOP Sen. “Phil Graham” (you’d think 
a bunch of big-shot Democrats would 
remember how to spell “Gramm” - no doubt 
they also prefer to forget Gramm was himself 
once a Democrat). 

Somehow, these Dem stalwarts (in what is 
officially a nonpartisan election) neglected to 
mention that their own preferred candidate, 
Morrison, has been no great shakes as a 
Democratic firebrand - and that, if that’s now 
the defining standard, they 
should all have long since lined 
up to endorse and vote for 
Cravey, a frontline Democratic 
activist for many years. 
Curiously enough, several 
names of these “concerned 
Democrats” are also listed as 
supporters for the fall election 
of Precinct 3 county commis- 
sioner candidate Karen Huber. 
No disrespect to Huber - but as 
I recall, she was a declared, 
true-red, and contributing 
“Republican” before she became 
a true-blue “Democrat.” 

Or is that no longer the point 
of political action in the first 
place - to persuade other peo- 
ple, especially those who have disagreed with 
you in the past, to come over to your side of a 
public-spirited argument? Apparently not, at 
least among the practitioners of Austin’s con- 
ventional political discourse, where the “new 
politics” of Obamamania seems not yet to have 
filtered down to many of the old, politics-as- 
usual professional politicos. 

“The question is,” said Alice, “whether you 
can make words mean so many different things.” 
“The question is,” said Humpty Dumpty, 

“ which is to be master - that’s all.” 

There you have it - what we’ve learned 
thus far about the widespread rhetorical prin- 
ciples underlying the Austin campaign dic- 
tionary of political terms. I suppose it’s just 
too much to wish for, that those who reflex- 
ively share the linguistic perspective and 
methods of Humpty Dumpty might one day 
also suffer his eventual fate. ■

Moving On

Send the robocalls to voice mail, and stuff 
the mailers where the sun don’t shine: 

Believe it or not, there’s news out there off 
the campaign trail. 

City Hall watchers were jolted by an unex- 
pected, if not entirely surprising, announce- 
ment last week: Assistant City Manager Laura 
Huffman is leaving the city to direct the 
Texas chapter of the Nature Conservancy. 

“I am writing to officially submit my letter of 
resignation from the City 
of Austin, effective May 
16, 2008,” Huffman wrote 
City Manager Marc Ott 
Tuesday, April 29, calling 
her time “a wonderful and 
rewarding experience.” 

Despite conservancy 
offices in San Antonio, life- 
long Austinite Huffman will 
continue to reside here. 

Wonder if she’ll try to 
speed up that Austin-San 
Antonio rail connection 
before she leaves? 

Huffman first worked 
for the city from 1990 
to 1994, initially in the 
auditor’s office, then for 
the city manager. She then left for the party- 
school environs of San Marcos, where she 
served as assistant city manager until 2002, 
before returning to Austin as assistant city 
manager under a mentoring Toby Futrell. 

As her profile rose at City Hall, the politically 
connected Huffman was widely considered 
Futrell’s heir apparent. However, in early 
January 2008, Huffman was pointedly not 
selected as one of five city manager semi- 
finalists, and on Jan. 17, Ott was named to 
the position. Huffman says city politics played 
“really no role” in her decision, which she 
described as six weeks in the making. “I have 
known Marc for a while professionally. I think 
the world of him. I think he’s doing a beautiful 
job of transitioning into this community and 
this organization.” But, she says, the Nature 
Conservancy offered “an opportunity to work 
on something that’s so significant and so 
important to me, I couldn’t pass it up.” The 
Nature Conservancy preserves land and green 


space through land acquisition (often direct 
purchases) and conservation easements. 
Huffman takes over from an acting direc- 
tor installed when previous Director Carter 
Smith left to head the Texas Parks & Wildlife 
Department. Says Nature Conservancy 
spokeswoman Niki McDaniel: “She’s got a 
great background and a broad range of experi- 
ence. She’s very committed to conservation.” 

Huffman’s is the second high-profile resigna- 
tion at the city in as many weeks; Chief of 
Staff Kristen Vassallo recently resigned to 
spend more time with her family. It’s the latest 
in a series of changes and reassignments 
among top city leadership (follow closely): ACM 
Mike McDonald has been detailed to oversee 
police contract negotiations, 
while ACM Bert Lumbreras 
oversees McDonald’s public 
safety departments; David 
Lurie stepped into Lumbrer- 
as’ old position as communi- 
ty services ACM; Ott also 
tapped Fort Worth’s Robert 
Goode as newly created 
transportation services ACM. 
Ott plans on filling the chief 
of staff position and will con- 
duct a national search to fill 
Huffman’s position - but it’s 
increasingly clear the 
Tobyocracy that ran City Hall 
from the third floor won’t be 
replaced any time soon. 

TODAY'S AGENDA 

City Council has a meeting today, Thursday, 
May 8, its last before Saturday’s polls irrevoca- 
bly alter its makeup. A late addition is a Mike 
Martinez-sponsored resolution (with Lee 
Leffingwell) to establish a Hispanic Quality 
of Life initiative (see “Naked City,” p.19, for 
more). A resolution from Betty Dunkerley and 
Sheryl Cole requires all new homes and 
duplexes adopt “visitability” standards for the 
disabled. (Maybe the Real Estate Council of 
Austin can put up a website to knock that too!) 
Hoping to stave off unpleasant surprises (good 
luck with that), Martinez and Leffingwell direct 
the city manager to start zoning all of Austin’s 
unzoned plats. Also, during the evening’s pub- 
lic hearings, Martinez’s once-bitten, twice-shy 
billboards ordinance returns (see “Billboard 
Battle Continues,” May 2), looking less like the 
scenic roadway roadkill it originally resembled.

What a difference a day makes! One day after his sleepover in the Williamson 
Co. Jail, state Rep. Mike Krusee, R-Round Rock, picked up the prestigious 
Pioneer award at an Envision Central Texas luncheon May 2. The group’s annu- 
al Community Stewardship Awards fling honored the lawmaker and one- 
time toll-road kingmaker for having “left familiar territory and taken a different 
path that reflects the ECT vision.” Well, the path to jail wasn’t what ECT had in 
mind, but if Krusee (shown above, award in hand, with Georgetown officials) 
had already realized his ambitious dream of a commuter rail system between 
Austin and his hometown of Round Rock, he might have avoided a DWI charge 
late the night of April 30. DPS officers say they spotted him behind the wheel 
of his BMW, swerving between lanes on the U.S. 183 frontage road. On a 
sober note, the Chronicle’s Katherine Gregor, a finalist for the Raising Public 
Awareness award, lost to KLRU TV’s popular Downtown series. - Amy Smith 

Development team proposals are in for the major Downtown redo of the 
Green Water Treatment Plant site. Now begins council’s unnecessarily 
fast-tracked process to culminate in a June 19 selection (for more on the 
fast-tracking, see “Developing Stories,” March 7). Between May 12 and 28, 
council has scheduled up to five meetings for public presentations. It won’t 
help that Assistant City Manager Laura Huffman is leaving the city May 16 
(for the Nature Conservancy of Texas). So the question is: Which community 
values do we prize most on our citizen-owned land? The fancy plaza offered 
up by the Forest City team? The practical HEB proposed by the folks from 
Stratus Properties? The assisted senior living included by those at Trammell 
Crow? The solar-power generation promised by the Simmons Vedder 
Partners team? The community emphasis of Catellus Development? No one 
has asked Austinites. The city can still correct its steering by inserting an 
initial master-planning phase. The community deserves to be meaningfully 
involved in shaping this project, before one developer’s scheme gets set in 
concrete. Thankfully, that’s what at least two of the most sophisticated mas- 
ter developers - Forest City and Catellus - have recommended to the city. 
May the city take heed. - Katherine Gregor 

The Austin Board of Realtors has launched an advertising misinformation 
campaign to undermine a new energy-efficiency policy for homes proposed by 
the Austin City Council - a policy they are simultaneously helping to design. On 
an innocuous-sounding new website, www.keepaustinaffordable.org - supported by 
a radio ad campaign - the Realtors make untrue, alarmist statements 
designed to turn public sentiment against minimal required upgrades for ener- 
gy-wasting homes, probably at the time of sale. In December, in support of the 
Austin Climate Protection Plan, council established a task force to start devel- 
oping “an ordinance relating to energy efficiency upgrades and retrofits.” That 
28-member task force - on which Realtors have many seats at the table - has 
just begun meeting, according to Matt Watson of Mayor Will Wynn’s office. No 
recommendations have yet been developed or even discussed in detail by the 
task force. But in a glaring display of bad faith, the board and the Texas 
Association of Realtors Political Action Committee (which has admitted paying 
for the campaign) are already working to subvert the process. Typical of the 
extensive misinformation on the website: “The Austin City Council is consider- 
ing a plan that would make it even more costly to live in Austin, preventing 
many Austin residents from ever being able to sell their home or buy another 
within the city limits.” Note: These are the same guys who tell you you’ll never 
sell your house unless you remodel your kitchen. - K.G. 

In a bittersweet turn of events, the Central Texas Justices of the Peace and 
Constables Association named controversial Williamson County Constable 
Gary Griffin their Constable of the Year at the April 30 meeting in 
Rockdale, just over a month after lotto-millionaire Robert Chody defeated him 
in the March 4 primary. “It is ... ironic,” Griffin acknowledged to the Chronicle. 
“I am extremely honored that the association recognized all the hard work 
I’ve put in over the years as constable.” Griffin’s work ethic is what won him 
the award, but as most constables probably know, Griffin has gone beyond 
the call of duty to protect, as well as serve, the office of constable itself - by 
paying $70,000 of his own money to fund a lawsuit against the Williamson 
Co. Commissioners Court for cutting his constable’s budget midyear, which 
the suit claimed was unconstitutional. Griffin also publicly denounced WilCo 
District Attorney John Bradley’s position (published on the Texas District & 
County Attorneys Association website) that constables should be abolished in 
Texas altogether. Was the association, having the motto, “Together we stand, 
divided we fall," aware of the anti-constable perspective still afoot and 
Griffin’s part in battling it? “Yes, we are. We have supported legislation to 
keep constables in the office,” an association rep said. - Patricia J. Ruland 


BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Farmers around the world know it’s common courtesy not to kill another farm- 
er’s livestock, but in Colorado, it’s not only courtesy, it’s the law - namely, the 
“open range” statute, passed in the 1880s and still binding today. So Austin- 
based businessman Jeff Hawn has hit headlines nationwide and is heading 
to court over allegations he had hired guns slaughter his neighbor’s herd of 
domestically raised bison after they got onto his 
land in Park County, Colo. In a suit filed April 
17, in Park Co. Combined Court, rancher 
Monte Downare claims that Hawn hired 
hunters to kill the bison and that their 
carcasses were left to rot over a wide 
area, including land not owned by Hawn. 

And in addition to Downare’s private 
suit, Hawn and the hunters could face 
criminal charges. The Park County 
Sheriff’s Office and district attorney are 
meeting Thursday to discuss the evidence. 

Hawn’s Colorado lawyer was contacted for 
comment but did not return the call. - R.W. 

As if coal plants weren’t busy enough worsening cli- 
mate change and smog, they also happen to be the largest single source of 
mercury pollution in the U.S., which is why the Sierra Club and Public 
Citizen went on the offensive this week, announcing a seven-state legal 
action to hold nearly 30 new and under-construction coal plants accountable 
for failing to include necessary mercury pollution controls. A potent neurotox- 
in, mercury is being increasingly linked to autism and a range of other ill- 
nesses and birth defects. The Sierra Club points to U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency data showing that one in six women has enough mercury 
in her body to put a baby at risk. “There are affordable technologies widely 
available today that can substantially reduce mercury and other toxic pollu- 
tion,” said the club’s environmental law director, Pat Gallagher, in a state- 
ment. “In their rush to build new coal plants, developers have turned a blind 
eye to these technologies and correspondingly the health of children every- 
where.” In Texas, notices of intent to sue were filed Monday against LS 
Power’s Sandy Creek plant and TXU’s two-unit Oak Grove coal plants, both 
northeast of Austin, alleging violations of the Clean Air Act. This comes on 
the heels of a federal appeals court ruling in February that tossed out lax 
Bush administration mercury regulations for coal plants. On Wednesday, the 
Lone Star Sierra Club held events at salons in Austin and Dallas to collect 
hair samples for mercury testing. Yours truly participated; results are expect- 
ed in two weeks. See www.lonestar.sierraclub.org. - Dan Mottola 

Gov. Rick Perry’s April 30 decision to make his former chief of staff, Deirdre 
Delisi, chair of the Texas Transportation Commission has been met with 
muted optimism and even downright hostility from two members of the all- 
important Senate Committee on Nominations. Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, 
was cautiously receptive to naming Delisi (the daughter-in-law of Perry loyalist 
Rep. Diane White Delisi, R-Temple) and North Texas Tollway Authority Vice 
Chairman William Meadows to the oversight board for the Texas Department 
of Transportation. He said he hoped it signified an end to the “us versus 
them mentality at TxDoT.” But GOP freshman Sen. Glenn Hegar, R-Katy, con- 
demned Perry’s choice and said he would vote against confirming Delisi. He 
called her a “political yes-man with little or no practical experience involving 
transportation issues other than carrying out the governor’s myopic vision 
that relies solely on building more toll roads.” - R.W. 

Could the days of Republican dominance in Texas be coming to an end? As 
we’ve noted before, the GOP’s majority in the Texas House of Representa- 
tives is down to a slender five (out of 150) seats. Another big prize for the 
Democrats would be cracking the complete stranglehold the Republicans 
have over every single statewide elected office - and on Monday, a poll by 
Rasmussen Reports indicates that Houston state Rep. Rick Noriega actu- 
ally has a real shot at unseating incumbent U.S. Sen. John Cornyn. 

Another Rasmussen poll shows what would have been pure fantasy just a 
couple of elections ago: Texas could actually be in play in the presidential 
race. In a telephone survey of 500 likely Texas voters on May 1, Cornyn 
polled at 47%, Noriega at 43%; the margin of error is plus/minus 4 points. 

In the presidential race (with the same sample and margin of error), Sen. 
John McCain polls at 49% vs. Sen. Hillary Clinton’s 43%, and 48% vs. Sen. 
Barack Obama’s 43%. - Lee Nichols

Another Forum • •• or Two 



Waiting at Cityl Hall 


The City Council candidate forums just keep on coming. Last 
Thursday’s “last” one - the Crime and Safety forum at City 
Hall - was abruptly superseded by a Northeast neighborhoods 
forum on Sunday night, and by the time you read this, we will 
have endured a KXAN-TV “debate” (among a dozen candidates) 
on Wednesday. Depending on who’s counting and what’s being 
counted, there will have been somewhere between 30 and 50 


forums by Saturday’s election day - with likely run-offs still to 
come. Under the circumstances, the candidates might be for- 
given for slipping into automatic pilot for their generally “one- 
minute answers” allowed on occasions that inevitably cram 
the entire, overstuffed group into a couple of hours. 

The Crime and Safety forum, sponsored by neighbor- 
hood groups most directly involved with the Austin Police 
Department’s outreach programs, is usually a pretty lively 
affair, although Thursday’s middling attendance might have 
been suppressed somewhat by the simultaneous immigrants’ 
rights march through Downtown, which briefly rerouted traffic 
away from City Hall just as the forum began. For whatever rea- 
son, this one was mostly a drone. Questions concerned 
speed limits, panhandling, police response and staffing, door- 
to-door solicitation, and gun rights, the sort of minefield that 
had the candidates tap-dancing to balance individual rights 
with public safety, the right to bear arms with the need for 
safe public spaces. There were ritual obeisances on all sides 
to the Second Amendment, though Place 1 incumbent Lee 
Leffingwell pointed out that City Hall’s status as a part-time 
municipal court prevents guns there, and challenger Jason 
Meeker declared most forcibly that we should be limiting the 
presence of guns, not looking for ways to multiply them. Place 
3 candidate Ken Weiss seized the opposite ground, reiterat- 
ing his response to the forum questionnaire that the law 
should allow weapons where they’re “needed most, like gov- 
ernment buildings, schools, churches, hospitals, financial 
institutions, and other places.” Considering the metal detec- 


tors in the entryway, we presume the candidate wasn’t pack- 
ing this particular evening. 

Sunday evening’s forum, held at a Windsor Park Methodist 
church, was sponsored by a new group calling itself the 
Northeast Austin Business and Community Alliance, 

which formed primarily in response to a pending proposal for 
a low-income housing project in the 5900 block of Manor 
Road (currently the site of a private park). There’s been a 
substantial neighborhood outcry against the project, which 
would require a zoning change, and the most prominent forum 
questions (posed by emcee David Kobierowski) concerned 
whether the candidates would submit to “the neighborhoods’” 
will on such matters. Most said they are inclined to support 
“the neighborhood” but need more information on this partic- 
ular project - which presumably will be forthcoming as it 
moves to the Planning Commission and the City Council over 
the next few weeks. Those with the most City Hall experience 
- e.g., Leffingwell and former Planning commissioners and 
Place 4 candidates Cid Galindo and Robin Cravey - pointed 
out that identifying in a given case who in fact speaks for 
“the neighborhood” (not to mention the interests of the whole 
city) is not always immediately obvious. 

Also of note: Place 3 incumbent Jennifer Kim declared her 
support of the proposed November charter amendment to 
end the tax-incentive waivers for the Domain retail project - 
effectively reversing her Dec. 6 vote for a council resolution 
(passed 7-0) that would end future retail incentive programs 
but honor the existing Domain agreement. - Michael King 


Place 3 Kim goes attack-dog 


WHO SIGNED 
FOR THE SIGN? 

More (possible) campaign advertising she- 
nanigans in the Place 1 race: First, a large 
campaign sign for Jason Meeker appeared 
(without permission) in front of the office of 
Lee Leffingwell’s campaign manager, Mark 
Nathan. That didn’t sit well with Nathan - 
who also pointed out that the sign lacked lan- 
guage identifying it as political advertising 
and identifying who paid for it. But Meeker 
says the sign isn’t even his: “I can’t accept 
responsibility for the sign you are describing,” 
Meeker says. “I didn’t print the sign or even 
order it. All the signs my campaign is printing 
and endorsing do include the proper legal lan- 
guage and have my name and my treasurer, 
Allan McMurtry.” Then Nathan spotted some 
similar signs, but this time with a sticker 
affixed at the bottom reading, “Pol. Adv. paid 
by Rick Culleton.” 

Culleton, of course, is the former treasurer 
of the Meeker campaign who’s been embroiled 
in similar advertising snafus and has hired 
former Meeker campaign manager Jason 
Stanford to produce pro-Meeker TV spots - 
which Meeker, Culleton, and Stanford all claim 
has been done independently of Meeker’s 
campaign (thus avoiding the city’s $300 cap 
on City Council campaign contributors). Of 
course, that raises the question: If Culleton is 
using signs that exactly mimic Meeker’s offi- 
cial ones, is an illegal coordination between 
Meeker and supposedly independent contribu- 
tors occurring? “These were not made by me 
or my people,” Meeker insists, and he specu- 
lates that Culleton scanned a Meeker bumper 
sticker to create the signs. Stanford says he 
has no knowledge of the signs, and Culleton 
did not return a phone call. Nathan doesn’t 
buy it and speculates that this is an illegally 
coordinated campaign. “I’m not sure how any- 
one can draw any other conclusion. ... Rick 
Culleton either doesn’t know what he’s doing 
or doesn’t care.” - Lee Nichols 


When the cops publicly call you out for 
“a prefabricated lie,” it just hasn’t been a 
great messaging week. Down the home- 
stretch of her campaign for re-election, 

City Council Place 3 incumbent Jennifer 
Kim has issued a barrage of attacks 
against lead challenger Randi Shade. The 
series of nasty mailers and an anonymous 
robocall - all with false or questionable 
assertions - have done nothing to warm 
up Kim’s image. 

The abrupt turn toward the negative 
coincided with Ignite Consulting taking 
over the campaign. Asked whether the 
shift in messaging came from Kim or his 
Ignite team, partner Elliott McFadden 
said, “It’s a collaborative process.” He 
added, “Shade’s entire campaign has been 
negative. The idea that we should just sit 
here and take it and not point these things 
out - we’re not the ones that started it. 
Everything we’ve done up to now is posi- 
tive.” Shade’s campaign has focused on 
the incumbent’s record, asserting her inef- 
fectiveness on council. McFadden pointed 
out that Shade herself has no track record 
in city governance or issues advocacy. (In 
third place, but potentially able to force a 
run-off, is Ken Weiss.) 

The recent series of Kim mailers 
aggressively attacked Shade and her cam- 
paign manager, Mark Nathan. Also a cur- 
rent adviser to Lee Leffingwell, Nathan 
previously worked on the campaigns of 
Betty Dunkerley, Will Wynn, Sheryl Cole, 
and Mike Martinez. A Kim mailer with a 
ghoulish shadow image of a puppet 
charged that Nathan (and by association, 
Shade) is controlled by “puppetmaster” 
developers. Nathan says his only develop- 
ment project clients were Spring and the 
Hyatt/ Fairfield PUD - both of which Kim 
voted to support. But McFadden said, “I 
think it’s a real conflict of interest. A guy 
who’s an adviser to a majority of the sit- 


ting council, who’s also a developer lobby- 
ist? I’m flabbergasted!” 

The other two incendiary mailers claim 
Shade holds positions which the candidate 
in fact repudiates. A review of primary 
sources supports her assertions. In both 
mailers, Ignite Consulting cited incorrect 
information from secondary sources, with- 
out checking (or perhaps caring to 
research) what Shade actually said. A Jan. 
24 Austin American-Statesman editorial 
stated that both Shade and Galindo “prom- 
ised - in writing - to increase public safety 
staffing.” (The Statesman subsequently 
endorsed Kim.) So Kim claimed in her mail- 
er (and again in a May 5 e-mailer) that 
Shade promised to increase the public 
safety payroll, with expensive management 
positions. But in fact, the Jan. 15 letter 
from Shade referenced by the Statesman 
states only, “I will do everything I can to 
get more police officers, firefighters and 
paramedics on our streets.” Said 
McFadden, “If the newspaper got it wrong, 
that was not our fault.” 

In an unusual move, the combined public 
safety associations issued a release May 5 
criticizing Kim’s claims and directly calling 
the sitting council member a liar: “The dirty 
politics exhibited by Council Member 
Jennifer Kim’s campaign, including this 
recent prefabricated lie, only serves to fur- 
ther illustrate why Austin’s Public Safety 
Associations have wholeheartedly 
endorsed Randi Shade for City Council.” 
McFadden responded, “To stand up and call 
her a liar is outrageous!” 

A third mailer attacks Shade on clean 
water, claiming she had stated at a candi- 
date forum that she thought the city should 
have compromised with developers instead 
of passing the SOS Ordinance. What 
Shade in fact said was “how sad it made 
me to see [SOS] result in legislative action. 
... And that there wasn’t a better compro- 


mise that made everybody a winner” (see 
“Point Austin,” May 2). McFadden said he 
based his mailer on a letter sent out by five 
community activists. “If they got it wrong, 
then that’s fine,” said McFadden. “If Shade’s 
saying that’s incorrect, I’ll accept that.” 

The same dubious anti-Shade asser- 
tions were communicated in a controver- 
sial automated call to voters that began, 
“Hi, this is your neighbor Lisa.” (Hear the 
robocall on YouTube: www.youtube.com/ 
watch?v=kEFYcqbklyl.) Kim first denied then 
later admitted (to News 8 Austin reporter 
Heidi Zhou) that her campaign was behind 
the anonymous calls. Shade said the robo- 
call “appears to violate a Texas Public 
Utility Commission statute requiring auto- 
mated phone messages to clearly state 
the identity of the person or party initiating 
the call.” Nathan said his partner, Marcus 
Stanford, had checked on Monday with 
Gary Mann, an attorney at the PUC, and 
had been told the calls were not in viola- 
tion - but that Kim’s campaign would 
clearly identify itself in future calls. 

It’s unusual for a council campaign to 
become so nasty in tone - particularly a 
campaign by a sitting council member. 
“When you have a campaign that goes this 
dirty and appears to break rules in the pro- 
cess, I think it becomes clear to the peo- 
ple on the fence that Kim’s not the kind of 
person they want on City Council,” said 
Casey Walker, who sits on the city Solid 
Waste Advisory Commission. He said he 
decided to endorse Shade only after receiv- 
ing the weekend mailers. 

Added Walker (himself a Place 1 candi- 
date in 2005): “You know to expect that sort 
of anti-developer attack and toll road attack 
and populist attack - but you don’t expect 
that kind of personal attack and outright 
meanness.

Politics Makes Strange Bedfellows Department: Listed as a major $1,000 contributor to the pre- 
sumably left-wing Better Austin Today Political Action Committee, on its most recent cam- 
paign finance report, is none other than Jim Skaggs - a board member of the Travis Republican 
Advisory Council PAC. Yet the most vocal BATPAC fliers are purist progs like Bill Bunch and Brigid 
Shea. So what’s up with taking money from Skaggs? Since retiring as CEO of high tech giant 
Tracor, Skaggs has infamously been the region’s most vocal opponent of mass transit - while serv- 
ing on multiple key transportation committees and the Envision Central Texas board. In engineering 
the narrow defeat of the 2000 light rail referendum, Skaggs and other transit-haters weakened 
central city support by persuading anti-growth progressives, enviros, and liberal-voting neighbor- 
hoods to “get in bed with the devil” (as Jean Mather of South River City Citizens joked to the 
Statesman at the time). With another transit vote for Austin on the near horizon, it appears Skaggs 
may be using the same strategy. Even more deliciously, his donation effectively offset a BATPAC 
expenditure in the same period to Costello & Co. That would be Sal Costello, founder of 
TexasTollParty.com, who brags on his blog that he helped kill hundreds of millions in Central Texas 
road tolls since 2004. The very same toll roads that Skaggs has pushed over rail transit, of 
course. No wonder BATPAC sings a decidedly off-key City Council race Kumbaya. - Katherine Gregor 


Oh, to Be the Bike Candidate 

Bicycling enthusiasm in Austin is at an all-time high, and it’s carried over into the City Council 
races. Not only have cyclists come out in droves to campaign events this year, but two council con- 
tenders, Robin Cravey and Allen Demling, are vying to be “the bike candidate.” Both received 
endorsements from the transportation-oriented League of Bicycling Voters, as did incumbent 
Jennifer Kim, and all three took to the streets for last Friday’s Civic Bike Cruise through Downtown, 
along with about 75 other riders. 

This was Cravey’s second campaign ride, having kicked off his candidacy with a Downtown 
cruise. Cravey touted his more than 20 years as a bike commuter, his work as a council aide to 
help pass the original Bicycle Plan, and his desire to see that plan completed. Cravey’s vision: a 
transportation system based on “more shoe leather, bikes, and public transit.” Demling - who 
says he makes the heroic 32-mile round-trip bike commute from East Austin to work in Northwest 
Austin about 10 times per month - vows to make Austin “the number one bicycling city in the 
country” if elected. “Roads are not meant to carry cars; they’re meant to carry people,” he says. 
Before Friday’s ride, Kim said her years living abroad in Germany, Japan, and Korea taught her that 
separate bike facilities work, allowing bike transportation to be a way of life. She advocated 
acquiring more right-of-way for separated bike lanes, possibly using space occupied by power line 
poles as new lines are buried. She pledged to “make sure [the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization] is spending money on bike and pedestrian projects, not just toll roads.”

Yes, we have elections ... 


Beyond the excitement and rancor of Austin’s City Council 
races and the to-and-fro over school bonds, across Travis 
County there’s also a whole slate of council, municipal utility 
district, and school district board elections, plus a few hundred 
million dollars in bond propositions, being settled on May 10. 
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Some Travis County ballots include small portions of Round Rock 
and Leander, among other places. 


MAYORAL ELECTIONS 

While Austin waits another year for mayoral fireworks, there 
are several offices being contested elsewhere. The three-way 
fight in West Lake Hills (so acrimonious that all three candi- 
dates are quick to insist they’re running a positive campaign) 
is one of a handful. 

• In Rollingwood, Mayor Pro Tern Dale Dingley and council 
newcomer Barry M. Bone are vying to replace the outgoing 

Hollis Jefferies. 

• Things are a little simpler over in Round Rock (which has a 
little sliver in Travis Co.), where former Place 2 Council 
Member Alan McGraw is uncontested in his effort to replace 
Mayor Nyle Maxwell. McGraw, who stood down from council 
in January to run for the top seat, is being replaced by retired 
plant manager-turned-rancher George White. 

• Incumbent Jan Yenawine will be back in for another term as 
mayor of our lake-dwelling neighbors in the Village of Volente. 

BOND PROPOSALS 

The Austin Independent School District isn’t the only local 
political entity looking for bond money to deal with the ever- 
growing demand on its infrastructure. 

• Travis County MUDs 12, 13, and 16 need a combined total 
of $363 million in bonds, with $112 million of that going for 
parks and recreation and the rest for water, wastewater, and 
drainage facilities. 

• Cities are facing some of the same pressures, and the 
same scale of costs. In 2001, near-northeast Pflugerville 
had 16,335 residents; by 2008, that had soared to 40,003, 
giving the town the highest growth rate in Central Texas. That 
population explosion means pressure on overstretched local 
government facilities. “Our City Hall was built in the 1980s as 
a doctor’s office,” said Mayor Jeff Coleman. City staff is split 
between that location and five auxiliary sites. “A new City Hall 
is needed to bring everybody together.” The proposed 
45,000-square-foot, $11 million building would not just be 


home for council chambers and city staff; it would be part of 
a new city plan for Pflugerville. Facing the new 5-acre reten- 
tion pond that will become the heart of a 15-acre park, its 
grounds will be landscaped to connect up to the city’s trails. 
There are also bond proposals for a $16 million recreation 
center with a double gym and nine-lane swimming pool and 
$7 million to quadruple the size of the existing public library. 
“We’re planning so we’re not behind the eight ball for the next 
25 years,” said Coleman. 

SCHOOL BOARDS 

It seems that the smaller the school district, the more candi- 
dates for its board of trustees. While AISD has four seats up 
for re-election, only one is contested (Christine Brister against 
Jerry Garcia in District 3). That seems like poor citizen partici- 
pation compared to some of the surrounding school districts. 

• Three seats on the board of Manor ISD are up for re-elec- 
tion, but without geographical districts, it’s a six-way at-large 
scrabble in which voters can vote for none, one, or two of the 
candidates (it was supposed to be three, but a glitch on the 
ballot means the school district is seeking legal advice about 
a solution). Two incumbents, Vice President Desiree 
Cornelius-Fisher and trustee Karen Mazerac, are back in 
the race for another term, but trustee Pamela O’Brien has 
decided to stand down after 12 years of service to Manor 
schools. Even with the loss of a longstanding board member, 
there should be some continuity, since her husband, Mike 
O’Brien, is on the ballot. 

• Meanwhile, over in Leander ISD, the fight by board 
President Jim Sneeringer to keep his Place 6 seat from chal- 
lenger Nathan Deckinga would normally be the big story. But 
that may be overshadowed by Place 7, where six-year incum- 
bent Pamela Waggoner is fighting off three challengers. Win 
or lose, she goes on to be November’s Republican challenger 
to Rep. Donna Howard, D-Austin, in House District 48.

West Lake Follies Attraction and repulsion 



Sewage, guns, and allegations of corruption 
aren’t necessarily what most people expect a 
modern Central Texas election to be about, 
yet the race to become the next mayor of 
West Lake Hills has all three. The fight is 
between three candidates, but only two actu- 
ally want to win. Current Mayor Mark Urdahl 
is on the ballot, but only because he failed to 
get his name removed. His predecessor, 
Dwight Thompson, who served as mayor 
from 1996 to 2006, is back and says he 
wants one last term. And Dave Claunch, 
chairman of the West Lake Hills 
Wastewater Commission, wants to keep 
Thompson from getting his old job back. 

The city is perhaps the most affluent in 
Travis County: According to Travis Central 
Appraisal District figures, in 2007 the aver- 
age homestead in the Eanes Independent 
School District that surrounds West Lake 
Hills was worth almost three times the aver- 
age in Austin ($747,201 to $287,079). But 
the community lacks a sewage system. Until 
2001, the city’s roughly 1,000 homes and 
200 businesses depended upon septic 
tanks. In 2001, the council under Thompson 
created a Wastewater Project, which 
Claunch says has become the subject of 
“divisive bickering.” 

The problems began with Phase 1, provid- 
ing sewers to 319 houses and estimated at 
$6 million. The bill finally ran to $11 million, 
and, with debt service, Claunch estimates it 
will eventually cost taxpayers $25 million. 
“Mayor Thompson expanded the scope of the 
project on the fly,” said Claunch, blaming a 
lack of oversight and public accountability. 


But if Phase 1 was expensive, Phase 2 has 
stalled. Thompson blames the delay and the 
resultant $500,000 price hike thus far on the 
current council. But Claunch argues that the 
problem was a deal the city had attempted to 
foist on businesses, requiring them to donate 
easements on their land and pay higher rates 
than residents. “The commercial-property 
owners feel like they’re a giant ATM that the 
city can go to and drain,” said Claunch. He 
points to a new deal approved by council on 
April 24, charging businesses 10-15% above 
residential rates and acquiring the donated 
easements, as a sign that he is a consensus- 
builder - unlike Thompson. “I want to create 
an environment where the people are not 
repulsed by city government but rather attract- 
ed to it,” he said. 

Thompson blames the current divisiveness 
on Urdahl and says that his experience makes 
him better qualified to bridge differences and 
guide the next phase of sewer construction. 

“It still has to be implemented and completed 
in an efficient way,” he said. He has commit- 
ted himself to serving only one term, “to pave 
the way for new leadership,” adding, “My term 
limit is voluntary.” 

So where is Urdahl? On the campaign trail, 
backing Claunch. Urdahl became the giant 
killer in 2006 when he beat Thompson 
55%-45% and intended to stand down after 
one term, but when he heard that Thompson 
was running again, he filed to take him on. 
Later, he reconsidered his decision and tried 
to withdraw, but because he e-mailed the 
paperwork to the city administrator and did 
not submit a notarized withdrawal request in 


time, he stays on the bal- 
lot. But he’s sticking with 
the second half of 
William Tecumseh 
Sherman’s declaration 
“If nominated, I will no 
run; if elected, I will 
not serve.” In an April 
15 letter to residents, 
he asked voters to 
respect his wishes and, 
without naming names, 
wrote, “A vote for me will 
be more effectively spent 
electing someone else.” He 
is now going door-to-door, 
boosting Claunch. 

There’s also a homegrown war of 
negative campaigning and proxies. 

On July 1, 2006, Thompson was 
arrested at Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport for trying to take a 
loaded handgun through security; the 
offense was initially filed as a felony, but the 
Travis Co. District Attorney’s Office refiled it 
as a misdemeanor. Thompson, who said he is 
“like everyone else that’s made a mistake,” is 
fighting the charge, and on April 24, his law- 
yers obtained a continuance pushing the 
hearing back to June - well after the election. 

However, as Thompson opponents (like the 
Texas Toll Party’s Sal Costello, who claims 
some credit for removing the former Capital 
Area Metropolitan Planning Organization vice 
chair from office) have pointed out, this is the 
second time Thompson made this “mistake” 

- he was earlier caught trying to take a gun 


camp is the West Lake Hills Spectator web- 
site, run by former Thompson-era Council 
Member Kit Webster (who, even though he 
served on the council for 12 years, calls him- 
self “a reluctant politician, or actually no poli- 
tician at all”). Webster has savaged Urdahl 
over a criminal complaint that Urdahl allegedly 
tried to intervene in the investigation of a 
September auto accident involving Council 
Member Cindy Probst. Although he does not 
attack Claunch directly, on the Spectator he 
calls him “an Urdahlian.” 

Claunch, however, takes this in stride. “It’s 
always a good time in West Lake Hills,” he said.

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ACC Campus on Round Rock Ballot 


After a whirlwind courtship, Austin Com- 
munity College and Round Rock-area resi- 
dents may finally tie the knot if voters on 
Saturday approve annexation of prime city 
and Williamson Co. property into the educa- 
tion district. With hat in hand, ACC 
President Stephen Kinslow came calling 
during a public hearing Jan. 31, offering a 
more chivalrous proposal than previously 
floated. Under the plan, ACC would buy the 
land as a good-faith gesture and break 
ground on a flagship campus almost imme- 
diately, if annexation passes. 

The relationship between the two entities 
got off to a rocky start, when ACC initially 
pitched taxpayers a property-tax hike for 
the exalted privilege of being included in 
the district. A trial survey documented 
much resistance to citizens paying almost 
10 cents per $100 valuation, so discus- 
sions were suspended, according to 
Raymond Hartfield, who co-chairs 
ACCtion 4 Education. 

Playing hard to get may have paid off for 
Round Rock residents. Hartfield said ACC 
then promised to buy 62 acres at the corner 
of University Boulevard and County Road 
112, on which it would build its biggest 
campus to date, housing more than 10,000 
students. After all, ACC reasoned, the dis- 
trict already enrolls more than 5,000 stu- 
dents annually at ACC, so it wouldn’t be dif- 
ficult to fill the large campus in fast-growing 


Round Rock. Moreover, the new campus 
would open its doors months before the 
first tax bill came due, according to 
Hartfield. The sweet talk worked. 

Community activists marshaled a petition 
drive garnering more than 8,000 signatures, 
twice the required number, by extolling such 
benefits as easy access to quality educa- 
tion for a fraction of the cost. Indeed, all 
Round Rock ACC students would start get- 
ting the 60% tuition reduction once the 
issue passes. And, the business community 
could better entice new ventures to the city 
with a labor-pool-in-training at hand, says 
Hartfield. He indicated that the medical 
industry is eager to have a full-fledged nurs- 
ing school located near the city’s three 
major hospitals, for example. 

All is not bliss, however - some residents 
oppose tax increases that fund others’ edu- 
cation. Let them get grants, said one recent 
letter to the editor in the Round Rock 
Leader. Sensitive to “social burdens” that 
saddle busy single parents, Hartfield coun- 
ters that, for many, commuting to far-flung 
campuses is not an option. “Sit in your 
homes, and wallow in your family values, 
and tell me that’s not a fact,” the gentle- 
manly Hartfield said. He also noted that 
some opponents erroneously claim ACC 
could build a campus anyway and didn’t 
really need the tax boost.

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The Uneasy Death of Riad Hamad 


According to Austin Police Department Sgt. 
Joe Chacon, the death of Austin schoolteach- 
er and peace activist Riad Hamad remains 
under investigation. Chacon says homicide 
investigators are “open to all possibilities” 
but that the initial investigation reflects that 
Hamad appears to have committed suicide. 
Hamad had been reported missing by his fam- 
ily on Monday night, April 14, and (partly by 
means of a cell-phone GPS search authorized 
by his wife) his car was found Tuesday after- 
noon in a parking lot off South Lakeshore 
Boulevard, on the south side of Lady Bird 
Lake. A land and water search turned up noth- 
ing more, but a little after 2pm on Wednesday, 
passersby on the hike-and-bike trail on the 
opposite (north) side of the lake, just east of 
the 1-35 bridge, spotted a body floating near 
the shore. Hamad’s eyes were covered in duct 
tape, his legs and his hands also bound - 
fueling Internet-amplified rumors that he had 
been murdered. According to a report that day 
by KXAN-TV news, “Park-goers who saw the 
body said the death did not look accidental. 
They said the man’s face was wrapped with 
duct tape, and his arms appeared to be tied 
in front of his body.” 

On Thursday, April 17, APD released a state- 
ment saying, “The bindings of his hands and 
legs and placement of the tape were consis- 
tent with Hamad having done this to himself.” 
Chacon told the Chronicle that additional evi- 
dence - including a security videotape of the 
parking area where Hamad’s car was found 
and statements from persons who knew him 
that “he had been experiencing suicidal 
thoughts” - also support a finding of suicide 
but that police are waiting for completion of 
the entire investigation, including the full 
autopsy and toxicology report, which will take 
several weeks. “For all intents and purposes, 
as far as we know right now,” Chacon said 
this week, “this was a suicide.” 

An autopsy was performed by Travis County 
Chief Medical Examiner David Dolinak, gen- 
erating yet another controversy over official 
autopsy procedures. On April 17, when 


Hamad’s body was transported by a funeral 
home from the medical examiner’s office to 
the Islamic Center of Greater Austin on Manor 
Road, said Imam Ibrahim Dremali, it was in 

a “barbaric” condition, one that he had never 
seen in 20 years of preparing bodies for buri- 
al. Dremali said the body was seeping blood 
from one incision and was inadequately 
sutured, and in spots the flesh was torn as 
though “an animal might have attacked him.” 
He said two experienced colleagues working 
with him “panicked” at the sight of the corpse 
and left the room, and he had to use towels 
and tape to clean Hamad’s body and to pad 
the brain cavity and the torso, in order to 
make it presentable for burial. Later, he 
demanded and received a meeting with 
Dolinak and APD Chief Art Acevedo. 
Afterward, Dremali and Dolinak each told the 
Chronicle that they believe the meeting was 
useful and should lead to better medical 
examiner practices, but Dremali said he “can- 
not accept” the apology offered by Dolinak for 
any misunderstanding or mistakes. “I believe 
they were sending us a message,” he said, 
“and that’s what I told the people here [at the 
mosque], that they believe they do not have 
to respect the bodies of Muslims.” 

Asked about Dremali’s charges, Dolinak 
said that although there may have been some 
misunderstanding over his office’s expectation 
that the funeral home would be doing the 
final, cosmetic preparations of the body, he 
insisted, “We did absolutely nothing on our 
part to show any intentional disrespect.” He 
said they followed standard autopsy proce- 
dures and that he simply can’t say what 
Dremali may have experienced in similar situ- 
ations before. “In most cases, all the final 
preparations [of the body] occur at a funeral 
home,” he said, “but as in any religion, there 
is a whole spectrum of practices, depending 
on the family’s wishes. We’ll certainly try to 
work with [local Muslim clerics] better on the 
next case.” Dolinak also could not confirm 
what Dremali described as apparent facial 
bruising on the body. 


Hamad, who was originally from Lebanon but 
had lived in Austin for more than 30 years, 
taught business education and keyboarding at 
Small Middle School, was a graduate student at 
UT (already with several degrees), and was very 
active in Austin-based charity work aimed at 
easing living conditions in the occupied territo- 
ries of Palestine - most specifically via the 
Palestine Children’s Welfare Fund, through 
which he sold Palestinian crafts to raise funds 
for destitute Palestinian families. He was also 
very outspoken about international politics, 
objecting strongly to 
Israeli and U.S. policy 
in the Middle East. 

Partly as a conse- 
quence, he had been 
investigated by federal 
authorities, who asked 
questions of some of 
his neighbors, and in 
February, the FBI and 
Internal Revenue 
Service raided his 
South Austin home 
and seized 40 boxes 
of materials related to 
his charity work, report- 
edly pursuant to an 
investigation of alleged 
“wire fraud, bank fraud, 
and money laundering.” 

Although no charges 
had been brought, the 
raid greatly disrupted Hamad’s charity work. 

Because of this background and the circum- 
stances of his death, there was immediate but 
unsubstantiated Internet speculation that 
Hamad had been assassinated, perhaps by U.S. 
or Israeli authorities. Imam Dremali also reject- 
ed outright the tentative APD finding of suicide. 

“I don’t believe it,” he told me. “Islam expressly 
forbids it, and this man had two wonderful chil- 
dren and everything to live for.” Beyond this gen- 
eral suspicion, Dremali declined to speculate 
who might have murdered Hamad. (In an April 
22 radio interview with Austin conspiracy-mon- 
ger Alex Jones, Dremali declined to join in 
Jones’ ghoulish fantasies of Hamad’s possible 
torture, beating, gunshot or stab wounds, and 


instead confined himself only to describing the 
visible condition of Hamad’s body.) 

No federal indictment had been issued 
against Hamad, but according to Sgt. Greg 
Moss, APD missing persons investigator, 
Hamad’s wife mentioned the FBI investigation 
as having placed great emotional stress on 
him and as a reason for being particularly con- 
cerned when he went missing - that he might 
be tempted “to do harm to himself.” 

Apparently, the last phone call Hamad made, 
from his cell phone on the night of April 14, 
was to his Palestine 
Children’s Welfare 
Fund colleague 
Paul Larudee in 
California. According 
to Larudee, Hamad 
somewhat oddly 
revisited matters he’d 
already addressed 
by e-mail. He also 
seemed anxious to 
get off the phone, 
said Larudee, but 
that was typical for 
Hamad. In a letter 
posted online, 
Larudee said he told 
Hamad of a recent 
large donation (after 
the FBI raid, Larudee 
had taken on a larg- 
er role in administer- 
ing the charity, and Hamad had carefully hand- 
ed over all administrative details in the last 
few weeks). Hamad responded only, “Well, 
that’s nice. Gotta go.” 

Larudee subsequently told a Houston 
Indymedia radio interviewer that whatever the 
police investigation eventually concludes, “I 
don’t believe it will put an end to the specula- 
tion.” Larudee believes Hamad “deliberately 
decided to throw suspicion on his perceived 
enemies.” He added that whatever actually 
happened to Hamad, “He refused to allow the 
government to take away control of his life. ... 
I don’t agree with his decision, because he 
could have done a lot more. But I still think 
he was a hero.” - Michael King

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Villa Muse Rolls 
the Credits 

Villa Muse in Austin, R.I.PThe proposed 
2,000-acre mixed-usage development in 
eastern Travis County, with a film studio at 
its heart, is officially dead. The developers 
broke off negotiations with the city of Austin 
on Monday. In a statement, Villa Muse CEO 
Jay Podolnick said, “We feel the time has 
come to just agree to disagree.” 

Mayor Will Wynn said that he was “very 
disappointed” with this decision, especially 
since the city had been working so hard to 
come to some arrangement with Villa Muse. 

The developers wanted their project 
released from the city’s extraterritorial 
jurisdiction - the zone, extending five miles beyond 
city limits, within which developers must apply for 
city approvals or exemptions. In a 4-3 vote on March 
6, City Council rejected the request, but the city and 
the developers had kept up negotiations. 

The final breakdown came over how to finance the 
construction of infrastructure like roads and schools. 
According to Jerry Converse of Villa Muse’s law firm 
Fulbright & Jaworski, city staff suggested putting the 
development into a city-run public infrastructure 
district. But Garry Kimball of Villa Muse financial 
advisers First Southwest Co. called PIDs “untested 
and fairly inefficient” and said the plans would have 
increased taxes on Villa Muse residents by 25%, 
making it a riskier investment. Converse said the 
ETJ release would have given investors “assurances 
of being repaid their investments,” which a PID could 
not provide. But city staff said the developer’s alter- 


native, to establish an independent municipal utility 
district, could mean uncontrolled building in the 
city’s desired development zone. 

Wynn said he could not understand why the 
developers took this path, since the city had offered 
everything from joint public financing of utilities to 
delaying annexation by decades to assist them. “If 
all this project needs to be successful is to not be 
in this ETJ, then there are tens of thousands of 
acres of lands immediately adjacent to this property 
that aren’t in the ETJ,” he said. 

So where now for Villa Muse? Converse said 
there are negotiations with other Texas cities (Fort 
Worth and Bastrop are rumored) and plans to break 
ground elsewhere before the year’s end. Meanwhile, 
while Villa Muse did not own the property in Travis 
County, they hold options to buy it. Converse does 
not know what they plan to do with those options.

CAMPO DECISION TREE TAKES ROOT 


“It’s a very significant point in the 
history of transportation planning in 
this community,” heralded Sen. Kirk 
Watson. After five months, the Transit 
Working Group this week unanimous- 
ly endorsed a new, improved Trans- 
portation Investment Decision Tree. 

By strengthening the evaluation crite- 
ria for assessing all proposed transit 
and road projects regionally, and set- 
ting a standard that proposed proj- 
ects be evaluated uniformly on their 
merits, the new decision tree has the 
power to transform regional transpor- 
tation planning. All projects requiring 
federal funds or approvals (e.g., envi- 
ronmental) must be accepted into 
the long-range plan of the Capital 
Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization. To get there, said 
Watson, who is the CAMPO chair, 
they’ll now have to pass muster by 
an Investment Decision Tree analy- 
sis, which will require that the follow- 
ing questions be addressed: 

1) Is the process transparent and 
accountable? 

2) What is the purpose of the proj- 
ect? Can it create the following bene- 
fits? If so, how? 

3) What does the project cost? 

Under No. 2, the specific benefits 

cited as desirable should bode well 
for public transit: mobility, economic 


development/community, environmen- 
tal and public health, social equity/ 
quality of life. Another 11 criteria 
address other cost, funding, financing, 
timeline, legislative/electoral, and 
cost/benefit issues. 

The downside to this new method: 
The complexity of the evaluation pro- 
cess, and the detailed information it 
requires, make it nigh to impossible 
for the city of Austin’s streetcar pro- 
posal (or the city of Elgin’s “Sausage 
Link”) to make it through CAMPO in 
time for a November referendum. 
Mayor Will Wynn set that goal 
last year, but most recently, he’s 
expressed firm commitment to put- 
ting the city’s urban rail circulator 
project through a full Investment 
Decision Tree vetting - however long 
that takes. The advantage: When vot- 
ers do see a rail proposal, they’ll 
know the hard details on its precise 
costs and benefits. 

Expressing frustration with the 
now-evident procedural impossibility 
of a November election was TWG 
member and transit advocate Rep. 
Mike Krusee, R-Round Rock. 
Referencing current Downtown traffic 
gridlock, Krusee said, “I think it’s a 
shame, because the crisis is upon 
us now.”

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FAMILY QUESTIONS PIERCE'S ARREST 


Maurice Pierce was arrested by Austin Police just after midnight May 3, 
on an outstanding warrant from Collin County, where he is charged with aggra- 
vated assault on a police officer in connection with an April 16 traffic stop. 

Pierce was one of three men charged with the infamous 1991 yogurt 
shop murders and spent 3V2 years in Travis County Jail before District 
Attorney Ronnie Earle dismissed the charges against him in 2003, saying 
the state lacked evidence to prosecute. 

In the pending case, Pierce was pulled over in April by Plano cops, who 
say he was speeding. Once he was stopped, however, they allegedly learned 
that he was wanted on an outstanding warrant out of Irving. Instead of com- 
plying with officers, Pierce allegedly sped off, injuring one of the officers in 
the process. Austin Police got word of the warrant, for first-degree felony 
assault, and suspected Pierce might be on his way to Austin, said APD Cmdr. 
Sean Mannix. Because of the severity of the charge, APD alerted the Lone 
Star Fugitive Task Force - which includes not only local cops but also fed- 
eral marshals - which tracked Pierce to his sister’s house in North Austin. 
Officials arrived at the house late Thursday night, found Pierce hiding in a 
closet, and, after scuffling with their suspect - Mannix said police had to use 
a Taser to gain control - took Pierce into custody around lam. 

Pierce’s family argues that the police used excessive force with Pierce: 
They swarmed the home and entered without announcing their presence, 
startling Pierce’s sister, Renee Reyna, who walked into her living room carry- 
ing a toddler, only to find that she was surrounded by police pointing guns 
at her. She and the rest of her family were ordered out of the house while 
police looked for Maurice. When they brought him out of the house, he was 
bruised and bloodied. Officials told Reyna’s family that police struck Pierce 
several times with multiple Tasers; Pierce said that he was kicked and 
punched multiple times by at least one officer while still inside the house 
and after he was taken into custody. Moreover, Pierce disputes the account 
of the Collin Co. officers who issued the warrant for his arrest. According to 
his family, Pierce, who has been living in the Dallas area with his wife and 
daughter since his release from jail, was pulled over in April and was told he 
was being arrested but was not given a reason. He panicked and fled the 
scene - but Pierce insists he did not injure any officer and says the incident 
should have been recorded by police cameras, according to Reyna. 

On May 4, according to the Travis Co. Sheriff’s Office, Pierce was trans- 
ported back to Collin Co. to face the charges against him. - Jordan Smith 


Armed and Ready for Nature 


If a land commissioner claims 
he had a gun in a national park, 
and no one was there to see it, did 
it really happen? Jerry Patterson, 
who heads up the Texas General 
Land Office, has tried to turn the 
broadly supported transfer of the 
Christmas Mountains to the federal 
government into a Second 
Amendment cause celebre. Now he 
says that he broke federal law by 
taking a gun into Big Bend 
National Park, and he’s admitting 
it in a press release. 

“When I’m in a state or national 
park, I’m armed,” Patterson said, 
though in a national park, all private- 
ly owned guns must be unloaded 
and locked away in a vehicle. When 
asked why Patterson was using GLO- 
headed notepaper to claim he had 
broken federal law, his staff simply 
confirmed he had taken a gun with 
him while hiking in Big Bend during 
the last weekend in April. 

It’s no coincidence that 
Patterson made this claim just 


when the Department of the 
Interior is considering allowing 
guns into national parks - a 
change opposed by every major 
park employee organization, includ- 
ing the Association of National 
Park Rangers, the Coalition of 
National Park Service Retirees, 
and, in a letter to Secretary of the 
Interior Dirk Kempthorne, seven

former NPS national directors. The 
rule change proposes allowing 
people with concealed firearm per- 
mits to carry a gun into a national 
park if they are legal in the sur- 
rounding state, but ranger groups 
say this change will make parks 
more dangerous. Currently, there’s 
a greater chance of being hit by 


lightning than being the victim of a 
violent crime in a gun-free park. 

In the release, Patterson said, 
“Texans who can lawfully carry a 
firearm in state parks can now 
carry in federal parks, including 
Big Bend National Park.” However, 
Texans should ignore that advice: 

It could get them arrested. At the 
time of the release, the Department 
of the Interior was on day three of 
a 60-day public-comment period 
on changing the rule, but current- 
ly, anyone found carrying a gun 
in a national park is liable to 
“$5,000 in fines and/or up to 6 
months in jail.” Anyone hoping 
for a Patterson vs. NPS Second 
Amendment court showdown is 
out of luck. NPS staff said just 
because someone claims they 
committed a crime doesn’t mean 
they actually did it or could be 
arrested without evidence.

Child Fatality Report 

The Travis County Child Fatality Review Team 

released its annual report in April, documenting the 
causes of death in 2007 of Austin-area children ages 
17 and younger. Much of the new data is consistent 
with the averages over the 12 
years since the CFRT began 
reporting child fatalities, but 
some numbers do stand out. 

The number of accidental 
deaths, for instance, stood at 
19, down dramatically from last 
year’s 38, though consistent 
with most years prior. 

Of particular concern are 
those accidental deaths due to 
asphyxiation, which came to 
seven total. While that’s down 
from 2006, when 17 children 
died of suffocation, it is still 
above other years, and is 
already matched this year by seven additional asphyxi- 
ation deaths just since January. In response, the 
Center for Child Protection has launched public 
awareness efforts to educate parents about “safe 


Parent education needed 

sleeping” techniques, such as putting infants to bed 
on “firm, unobstructed sleep surfaces” and avoiding 
sleeping with children when under the influence of 
drugs, prescription or otherwise. 

Another disturbing trend: Four 
teenagers, all boys, committed 
suicide in 2007, doubling the 
number from the year before. 
Overall last year, the total num- 
ber of child fatalities was 125 
(down from 140 in 2006). As in 
the past, the majority of those 
deaths (92) resulted from natural 
causes such as premature birth, 
congenital defects, cancer, and 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome. 
Three child deaths were ruled 
homicides, slightly below the 
yearly average of five. The ethnic 
imbalance (which is also socio- 
economic) bears noting: Hispanics accounted for 43% 
of all child deaths, while Anglos accounted for 26%, 
African-Americans 20%, and Asians 10%.

Just got the word from the Austin Police Department 

that they’ve decided they will not be embracing the legal 
changes enacted by the Lege last year when it comes to 
making minor pot possession a cite-and-release offense. 

To refresh: Legislators last year passed House Bill 
2391 (by Rep. Jerry Madden, R-Richardson, and carried 
by Sen. Kel Seliger, R-Amarillo) as a means to ease jail 
overcrowding, making a host of minor criminal violations 
eligible for citation and release, as opposed to a direct 
ticket to the county jail for adults in their “home county” 
at the time of the violation - including possession of up 
to 4 ounces of pot. The Travis Co. Sheriff’s Office immedi- 
ately embraced the new law. In 2006, some 7,000 people 
were booked into jail for offenses listed under the new 
law; making 
those defen- 
dants eligible 
for cite-and- 

release would save the county about $1.2 million. Last 
fall, APD said they were still “reviewing” the new law to 
decide whether it would be jiggy with APD policy. 

That review is apparently complete, and the verdict is 
in: It’s a no-go for pot cite-and-release within city limits. 
According to APD Cmdr. Sean Mannix, the department 
decided against following the provisions of the law 
because APD actually operates in three counties - Travis, 
Williamson, and Hays, where portions of the city now lie - 
and in two out of the three counties, officials have decided 
not to honor the new law. Thus, only Travis has “embraced 
the practice,” Mannix said. In order to “maintain a consis- 
tent” policy citywide, APD has decided to side with WilCo 
and Hays (which together cover only a small portion of the 
city) and to diss Travis County.

STOP SUBSIDIZING BIG OIL 

In 2006, the CEO of ExxonMobil exclaimed 
that, gosh, his corporation was rolling in so 
much profit that he simply didn’t know how to 
spend it all. 

Well, one place worthy of major investment 
would have been research and development 
on alternative fuels to help America break its 
dependency on ever more expensive and ever 
more polluting oil. But, no go. Two years later, 
with oil more than $100 a barrel and Exxon’s 
profits topping $40 billion a year, the ratio- 
nale for such an investment is even stronger. 
Yet, the oil giant recently rejected a congres- 
sional request that it start putting 10% of its 
earnings into alternative energy development. 

OK, maybe we don’t even want Big Oil 
mucking around in solar, wind, hydrogen, and 
other renewables, since they would try to 
monopolize production and engage in the 
same kind of gouging they do with oil prod- 
ucts. But here’s one small step Congress 
could take toward new energy resources: 
Repeal the $1.8 billion annual tax subsidy 
that the Bushites gave to the oil industry in 
the 2004 tax bill. Instead of continuing to put 
this freebie in the pockets of the Exxons, let’s 
invest these tax dollars in a renewable-energy 
future - $1.8 billion would roughly double 
what Washington now spends for R&D on 
alternative sources. 

Besides, with $100-a-barrel oil and the Top 
5 corporations banking $123 billion in yearly 
profits, why are we taxpayers subsidizing 
them? We already pay a king’s ransom at the 
pump, so let’s cut off this tax giveaway they 
never should have gotten in the first place. 

But you can never overestimate oil company 
greed. Industry executives and lobbyists are 
now whining to Congress that, since oil prices 
might come down someday, they should be 
able to keep this subsidy as a cushion. 

Hey, build your cushion the old-fashioned 
way - with your rip-off profits.

The Revolution Will Not Be Motorized 


Is Austin finally giving bicyclists a little respect?

“It’s no longer just a bunch of weirdos in 
Lycra or anti-establishment punks. More 
Austinites are choosing to ride bikes for more 
than just recreation, and it is becoming very 
clear that the streets are not ready for it,” said 
Kris Elkinton, a full-time bike mechanic at 
Austin’s Bicycle Sport Shop. He doesn’t own a 
car. “Now that I ride with my 2-year- old daugh- 
ter, pretty safe conditions no longer cut it. I can 
never fully use the bike lanes without having to 
avoid debris, parked cars, trash cans, or disre- 
pair, and the lanes end when approaching most 
high- traffic areas as if to say, ‘Okay, we got you 
this far; now you’re on your own!”’ Through 
his job, Elkinton has observed a marked rise in 
transportation-bicycling interest this year, moti- 
vated most strongly, he says, “by the increasing 
price of gas and goods.” 

Bicycles also offer a remedy for some of 
Austin’s other ills, like traffic congestion and 
worsening smog. But bicycling around Austin 
still ain’t easy, especially for a novice. To entice 
nonbicyclists and predominantly recreational 
cyclists to begin pedaling for transportation, 
utilitarian bicycling must appear simple and 
safe. Despite signs of a growing groundswell in 
transportation cycling and bike culture among 
younger folks, not to mention a growing politi- 
cal force demanding bike reforms, few would 
claim that bicycling around Austin today is 
either simple or safe. 


Fortunately, the city has recently responded 
in a welcome way, by kicking off a landmark 
update to Austin’s Bicycle Plan, the city’s 
10-year- old road map to institutionalize bicy- 
cling as a viable mode of transportation. Based 
on two pro-bike City Council actions last 
month, the bike plan update appears to have 
the enthusiastic support of a sitting council 
that previously hadn’t really gone out of its way 
to back bikes. In addition to voting in support 
of efforts to elevate Austin’s official League of 
American Bicyclists bike-friendliness ranking 
from silver to gold, council voted to base the 
bike plan’s update in large part on the recently 
completed recommendations of the Street 
Smarts Task Force - another very significant 
bike-mobility effort that aptly responded to 
demands that the city find ways to make 
cycling safer and more mainstream. Moreover, 
last week council also passed a resolution, 
sponsored by Council Member Sheryl Cole, to 
coordinate interdepartmental efforts to build 
off-road, interconnected bikeways through 
Austin’s parks and green spaces. 

In initiating both the bike plan update and 
Street Smarts Task Force, the city intends to 
create more transportation bicyclists. The next 
question is how to best prioritize the array of 
recommended reforms to that end. How should 
staff apply new infrastructure ideas cherry- 
picked from other bike-friendly cities, and how 
can bicycling be better promoted to citizens? 
Who should be targeted when planning new 
bike projects, and which types of projects will 


yield the best results: on-street bike lanes that 
get riders directly to their destination alongside 
traffic or meandering off-street paths that cater 
to traffic-shy, inexperienced cyclists? 

And then there’s funding. Can the plan’s 
goals be accomplished in a timely fashion with 
the bike program’s current project budget, 
roughly $2 million a year, or should a budget- 
ary boost be used to build lots of infrastructure 
connectivity soon, making subsequent expen- 
ditures even more valuable? Seattle’s bike pro- 
gram will spend about $5 million per year on 


bike projects over the next nine years, thanks 
to a property-tax levy tied for multimodal 
transportation improvements approved by vot- 
ers in 2007. Austin’s bike money comes pri- 
marily from bond funds. 

One question planners already know the 
answer to is why people avoid transportation 
cycling: safety. In fact, the two most commonly 
cited factors are dangerous barriers, such as 
highway intersections and bridges, and fear of 
riding alongside fast-moving traffic. 

Such persistent issues were taken into 
account in the city’s original Bicycle Plan, 
passed in two phases in 1996 and 1998. 


Annick Beaudet, now the Public Works 
Department’s Bicycle and Pedestrian Program 
project manager, was on staff in 1997 when, she 
says, the plan was regarded as national best 
practice, “hike any comprehensive plan, the 
Bicycle Master Plan is meant to be updated 
every five to 10 years,” said Beaudet, who com- 
mutes to work by bike and cycles competitively. 
In terms of recommended infrastructure, the 
old bike plan is about 35% complete, based on 
linear miles of bike lanes, she said. That figure 
doesn’t include complicated barrier-removal 


projects to navigate cyclists through impedi- 
ments like highway interchanges or large under- 
takings like the Pfluger Bridge over Lady Bird 
Lake. Notably, Beaudet has been a strong force 
in moving the plan forward. As for its effective- 
ness, she said, “I believe transportation bicy- 
cling in the central city has skyrocketed.” 
According to census data, bike commuting rose 
from 1.2% in 1990 to 1.7% in 2000 citywide 
and from 2.5% to 3.5% in the central city. When 
the 2010 census is taken, Beaudet expects bike 
commuting levels to be dramatically higher. The 
plan’s goal was to have 4% of citywide commut- 
ers biking by this year and 8% by 2015.

“Because I ride a bike, I’ve made the best friends of my entire life. Being a part of the local 
bike culture has shown me a fantastic side of this city that I probably would have overlooked oth- 
erwise. I also know that I wouldn’t have been able to pursue the lifestyle and career I have if I 
would have been paying for a car over the last 11 years.” Elkinton is perhaps most recognizable 
by his blue Xtracycle (a mountain bike that’s been elongated and transformed into a so-called 
sports utility bike). He rides several times a week with his 2-year-old daughter in tow. The entire 
bike/trailer setup is nearly 11 feet long, about the same as a car. Elkinton and daughter Charis 
are pictured here at the newly christened Butler District Park, a favorite play destination next to 
Palmer Events Center. 

In his spare time, Elkinton and a fellow Xtracycle-riding mechanic started Guerrilla Cyclewerx, 
which offers on-the-spot bike repair services at music shows and outdoor events for a modest 
fee.

Setting Wheels in Motion 

To get there, the updated bike plan will be 
redesigning its strategy. The biggest difference 
will be the way the bike program decides which 
projects to undertake first, Beaudet explained. 
Her staff will use a new, more specific prioriti- 
zation matrix to expedite projects geared 
toward the “least-common-denominator or 
beginner cyclist.” In general, she said, the bike 
plan is being refreshed rather than overhauled 
to reflect a larger Austin, new 
best practices, and new city 
policy. The updated plan will 
include a revised bike-route 
map and new street-posted 
maps delineating bike routes, 
she said. She also says she 
has realized that famously 
bike-friendly cities like 
Portland, Ore., credit their 
high ridership not just to 
good infrastructure but to 
the fact that they “promote the heck out of it.” 
But the most important aspect of the bike plan 
update is certainly its inclusion of the pivotal 
Street Smarts recommendations. 

With the goal of making Austin a “world 
class bicycling city,” the work of the Street 
Smarts Task Force was a truly historic under- 
taking that allowed representatives from every 
local cycling stakeholder group (including the 
stronger than ever transportation-cycling- 
focused League of Bicycling Voters) to initiate 


a productive discourse with representatives 
from the medical community, the Austin 
Police Department, City Council staff, and 
the Texas Department of Transportation. 
Formed in response to bike-community out- 
rage over a mandatory helmet law proposed 
in 2006, the broad-based task force drafted a 
comprehensive set of guidelines that articu- 
lates virtually all of the long-held goals of 
local transportation bicyclists. After 10 
months of work that began last March, Street 
Smarts’ subcommittees on 
infrastructure, law enforce- 
ment, and education and 
promotion democratically 
ratified a set of compre- 
hensive recommendations. 
Some key suggestions 
include growing the city 
bike program’s staff and 
budget, substantially 
increasing bicycling educa- 
tion and promotion, get- 
ting parked cars out of marked bike lanes, 
addressing conspicuous gaps in existing bike 
lane infrastructure, and installing showers, 
lockers, and secure parking around town to 
encourage bike commuting. Other infrastruc- 
ture recommendations include “bike boxes,” 
which establish a space for cyclists at some 
traffic-light-controlled intersections in front 
of cars and behind crosswalks to aid visibility, 
and “sharrows” - signs and street markings to

indicate that it’s legal and appropriate for cyclists to take the 
full lane on a two-lane road where a bike lane can’t be 
installed. Task force Chair Sara Krause noted that the Law 
Enforcement Subcommittee’s recommendations include, 
among other things, APD -backed efforts to improve data gath- 
ering and analysis on bike/auto collision hot spots around 
Austin - another longtime plea from the cycling community 
Krause highlighted the Education and Promotion 
Subcommittee’s recommendation that Austin borrow some

common-courtesy tactics employed in Tucson, Ariz. Recounting 
a recent trip there, Krause said, “Share the road slogans and 
bike symbols were plastered all over bus benches and bill- 
boards, and bicyclists could grab pamphlets all over town that 
explained how to ride in traffic and at intersections and 
included a complete bike-route map.” Krause said that even in 
inclement weather, she saw lots of locals biking. 

In a presentation to City Council introducing the task force’s 
recommendations, Krause cited a University of Minnesota 
study that partially focused on Austin and found that building

You can’t 
wait to get outside and on the road to the next 
place.” Rucker, who bike-commutes year-round from 
Hyde Park to her job at UT, has several extremely 
sweet cycles, like the one she’s pictured alongside 
here - a handmade fixed-gear bike with custom 
wood handlebars and rear rack. I’ve admired 
Rucker’s bikes on her website, www.onechick.com, 
where she also skillfully photographs and blogs her 
frequent two-wheeled adventures around Austin. The 
site offers an unparalleled glimpse into the burgeon- 
ing local bike culture, including nighttime group rides 
often drawing hundreds of riders, unofficial “alley- 
cat” street races, bike carnivals, and much more. 

Rucker’s recipe for summer bike fun: “Ride down 
with your friends to Barton Springs for a free swim at 
9pm; jump in, and splash about; get out, and jump 
directly onto your bike; ride around Downtown; race 
your friends; stop for a beer or margarita; be happy!”

bike facilities resulted in a greater 
transportation modal split. In other 
words, more people chose to bicycle 
vs. drive - findings Krause suggest- 
ed were proof that bike investments 
pay off. The task force’s infrastruc- 
ture recommendations - a total of 
101 of them - will cost an estimat- 
ed $55 million, with another $1 
million recommended annually for 
education and promotion. Since the 
task force went before 14 city 
departments, the hope is that each 
department will help achieve Street 
Smarts’ objectives. Some examples 
of likely collaborations include a 
possible Austin Energy rebate for 
employers that install showers for 
commuters, using bike boulevards 

- proposed in the original plan to 
restrict automotive through-traffic 
to create designated bikeways on 
residential streets parallel to busy 
roads (think 46th Street or Nueces) 

- for neighborhood traffic-calming 


efforts, and including bicycle crite- 
ria in the city’s site-development 
review process. 

The symbolically pro-bike City 
Council vote directs the city man- 
ager to investigate how to include 
the Street Smarts Task Force’s rec- 
ommendations into the Austin 
Bicycle Plan update. Before that 
rubber meets the road, however, 
funding commitments will need to 
be made - and with budgetary 
shortfalls on the horizon, the coun- 
cil’s true support for cycling as a 
dynamic transportation mode in 
Austin will remain uncertain until 
it puts cash behind these ambitious 
two-wheeled plans. The council is 
expected to officially enact the 
updated Bicycle Plan in December. 
It can’t be denied, however, that at 
the moment, bicycle progress in 
Austin is moving along at an 
impressive pace - cyclists just hope 
the wheels don’t come off. ■ 


LANE WIMBERLEY, 

43, SOFTWARE ENGINEER 

“Our unwitting addiction to cars as our sole 
means of transportation has been far too costly. 
Look at what our addiction to cheap oil has gotten 
us. Look at how many people die each year in car 
accidents. Do you think people would treat each 
other face-to-face in public like they treat each 
other - or bicyclists - when they’re in cars?” 
Wimberley has bike-commuted year-round for more 
than nine years. His longest commute to a former 
job was 10 miles each direction. He road races 
competitively, is a member of the League of 
Bicycling Voters, and chaired the Infrastructure 
Subcommittee of the city’s Street Smarts Task 
Force. “I feel that this city would do well to commit 
resources toward cycling as viable transportation 
commensurate with our desire - nay, need - to alle- 
viate congestion, improve quality of life and public 
health, and stimulate the local economy.” 

Two of his memorable bike-commute experiences: 
finding thousands of quarters mysteriously strewn 
across the street one morning and riding past a cou- 
ple having sex along a hike-and-bike trail.

Tombstone (Mine) 


BY MICHAEL VENTURA 

A while back John called and asked that I 
contribute to “our tombstone.” I said, “What?” 
He said something about “we’re putting out 
our tombstone,” and he wanted me to contrib- 
ute to the notes. Again, “What?” 

This John is John Densmore of the Doors. 
We met in the Eighties at a Robert Bly men’s 
conference, and we’d come to know each 
other well, performing together, and taking 
yearly drives into Baja until we were shot at one 
midnight in Ensenada - or that’s the story we 
sometimes tell. Truthfully, though guns were 
drawn and pointed and there was much con- 
fusion, I can’t honestly say that anyone fired. 
Anyway, to return to the phone call, gradually 
Densmore made it clear that a “tombstone” is 
what a band calls its CD box set. 

This is by way of announcing the “official” 
debut of my own tombstone: www.michaelven 
tura.org - actually, www.michaelventura.org has 
been up (is Cyberspace “up”?) about two years, 
but now there’s enough stuff on it to make it, 
in musician’s usage, a tombstone. 

It was, at first, a project I viewed with 
squeamish reluctance. Born not quite mid- 
way through the last century - 1945, the 
year the Allies liberated Auschwitz, Truman 
bombed Hiroshima, and Charlie Parker and 
Dizzy Gillespie made their first bebop jazz 
recordings - I was one of the last writers I 
know to give up the typewriter. My caring col- 
leagues at The Austin Chronicle finally pushed 
me into the Electronic Age with the gift of a 
MacBook 10 years ago. Now, sitting here in 
my L-shaped workspace of adjacent wood TV 
trays, there are two HPs and a Mac, all lap- 
tops, sometimes running all at once. I’m writ- 
ing on Cover My Back (this HP’s name), while 
something’s displayed for reference purposes 
on the Cadillac (a wide-screen HP), and the 
Tardis (the Mac) is doing something else (of 
its own volition, or so it seems). It’s cozy and 
busy and gives me the feeling that I’m work- 
ing very hard indeed, firmly contemporary 
in spite of my advanced age. An illusion. We 
are children of the era that shapes us, and 
the world that shaped me into a writer is the 
world of 1945-60, when my task became, in 


a way, simple, or at least direct: Just get it on 
paper, whatever “it” happens to be. 

There is one exceptional advantage to the 
writer’s life, expressed best by Big Boy Medlin 
when we collaborated on a screenplay. We were 
trying to work, but all I could talk about was 
my troubled relationship with a magnificent 
and troubling woman, until Big couldn’t take 
it anymore, and he held out his thumb. “See 
this thumb?” I saw it. “If you don’t stop talking 
about that woman, I’ll ram this thumb into my 
right eye.” Then Big said: “Hey, what you’re 
going through now, you can use it in your work. 
Aluminum siding salesmen, they can’t do that.” 

In a similar or adjacent fashion, friends 
prodded me to create www.michaelventura.org, 
but it took awhile. Eight years ago, Duke 
called from New Jersey. His name’s not Duke; 
nobody else calls him that, but I like to. Duke 
is a man of ideas, and when he focuses on an 
idea, he’s a man of irresistible enthusiasm. His 
idea that night was I should put my stuff on a 
website. I recoiled. He knew I would - we’ve 
been friends since we were 18. Why I recoiled, 
it’s hard to say. The page is my reality. The 
page is where I do what I do. Even after all this 
time, a screen doesn’t feel quite like a page. I 
learned to type at age 12 on a manual Smith 
Corona, and in my early 20s, I was a typesetter. 
I have a typesetter’s touch, too hard for com- 
puters; I’ve broken more than one by wearing 
out the keyboard. I type hard enough so that, 
for instance, the lettering on this HP has been 
beaten off eight keys. “Have my stuff hanging 
up in Cyberspace? Duke, I dunno.” For me, 
writing for the page is like recording jazz: I 
write it, it gets on the page, then goes wherever 
the page goes, and it’s out of my hands. I enjoy 
that. A website felt both too permanent and 
too present. Still, Duke’s idea stuck with me. 

I think of the column as a jazz gig. Every two 
weeks I take my axe, I go to this little joint, I play 
all night, then have a few drinks, and it’s over. 
What happens to the result afterward is none 
of my business. (Editor’s note: More than 300 
of Ventura’s biweekly Chronicle columns since 
1996 are available in the Chronicle Archives at 
austinchronicle.com.) What with all the research 



that’s sometimes necessary, it’s more compli- 
cated than that - but that’s the feel of the act 
of writing. So it took some time to warm to the 
idea of lots of this stuff hanging around me in a 
space called MichaelVentura.org. 

The trouble with us 20th century types is 
that when you use the word “space” we visual- 
ize, well . . . some kind of space. “Cyberspace” 
evokes for me a space perhaps in outer space, 
or in the ether, nowhere and everywhere, a void 
in which all the articles on MichaelVentura.org 
hover, hang, nailed to a virtual wall like paint- 
ings in a museum. Once I dreamed that all 
the paintings in Manhattan’s Metropolitan 
Museum of Art floated off their fastenings and 
out the doors, down Fifth Avenue, illuminated 
by streetlamps and by the headlights of aston- 
ished cabbies ... the paintings floated down 
past Washington Square, past the Bowery, 
down to the docks, until finally they became 
sails - Brueghel sails, Monet sails - fitted to 
a many-masted clipper like the ships in that 
poem of Hart Crane’s, and out to sea they 


voyaged, away from undeserving and deserv- 
ing eyes alike. The shrink, she said, “What in 
holy fuck am I supposed to do with a dream 
like that?!” “It’s not a dream; it’s a vision!” 
And the shrink and I argue on (in memory), 
while you and I get back to the subject of this 
paragraph, which is: the hovering movement 
of that dream, that’s how I see Cyberspace, 
and that’s what I see my writings doing in 
Cyberspace. Brueghels and Monets make far 
more gorgeous hoverers and are immeasurably 
more important than anything I do, but that’s 
the image I gradually warmed to. 

There’s nothing I take more seriously than 
my writing, but it’s the writing I take seriously 
- as a “body of work” I don’t think about it 
much. It’s a kind of defense mechanism: If 
I took my “body of work” too seriously, I’m 
afraid I’d freeze up. (Let’s face it, I’m preten- 
tious enough as it is.) To build a website meant 
looking at my body of work, and it was a long 
time before I could face that. Friends kept 
nudging me. Jazmin said I owed my body of

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work something more - a notion that, to put it 
mildly, I resisted. Then about three years ago, 
Spider Johnson showed up, we got to talking 
about a website, and, as is Spider’s way, he sat 
right down, and within a few minutes there 
existed a thing called www.michaelventura.org. Oh 
my God. (No kidding, that was my reaction.) 
Later I was introduced, online, to Web design- 
er Art Freeman (check out his masterpiece 
design, www.daiv.awonderfultribute.com). For me, 
Art designed an elegant, easy to use writer’s 
library. I don’t know if Art was aware of it, but 
his design made me face my work as a whole. 

Later still, Anne Walsh showed up. We’ve not 
met - she lives back East - but somehow Anne 
found what little there was of www.michaelven 
tura.org, and she really made me face my work, 
though that may not have been her intention. 
Most of the 200-plus articles and excerpts that 
now hover in the site’s ether wouldn’t be there 
but for Anne’s generous efforts. As I’d proofread 
something she’d typed, written 10 or 20 or 
more years ago, I’d see myself change. The elab- 
orate and often elegant sentence structures of 
my late 30s became jagged (in a way that I like) 
by my mid-40s; I became less concerned with 
sonority and more with punch (there’s more 
to punch these days); I deal less with abstrac- 
tions (though I like abstractions) and more with 
details (which is, as Dave says, where God and 
the Devil hide); and in between the lines, I see 
that over the years I take myself less seriously as 
a writer and more seriously as a man. 

So thus it is that this tombstone exists, and 
I’ll continue to add to it, because it fascinates 
me. It’s like reading someone else. Sometimes 
I go, “Who the fuck does this guy think he 
is?” Sometimes I laugh, “How many god- 
damn epiphanies can one schmuck have!” 
And sometimes I go, “Hey, that’s pretty god- 
damn smart, not bad, fella.” And sometimes I 
cheer this guy on, “Pretty good jab, man, hit 
’em again.” So, OK, writers are mucho self- 
involved. But it’s like this Ventura writer is a 
different self, as in the Juan Ramon Jimenez 
poem that begins, “I am not I.” 

Some thought I should charge a fee for the 
site or run commercials on it - but I just can’t. 
As Brando says to Ben Johnson in One-Eyed 
Jacks , “That’s not my style, Bob.” One kindly 
soul suggested I stick “Visit www.michaelven 
tura.org” at the end of each column. I kind of 
gagged. So it’s just there, floating in the ether. 
And I’ll add to it regularly, as I study the work 
of this writer who happens to be me, and 
who, on the site, is younger and older and in- 
between at the same time . . . aren’t we all? ■

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Ballet Austin Save the Last dance for me 

A ballet dancer’s career, like an athlete’s, can be cruelly short. You put 10 or 15 years into 
the profession, and just when you’ve acquired the experience that will allow you to achieve 
new levels of creative expression, your body is no longer up to all the physical demands (and 
punishment) of the job. Which leaves people on the near side of 40 headed into retirement. 
So it is with four of Ballet Austin’s dancers this year. With this week’s season-closing produc- 
tion of Don Quixote in Dell Hall at the Long Center, four of the troupe’s most gifted artists - 
mainstays of the company for many seasons - are taking their leaves. In recognition of their 
many contributions to the company and the community, here are a few words about these 
performers, their career highlights, and what lies ahead for each. 


Arts Organization Staffs 

Another round of changes at the top 


The historic number of changes at the 
top of Austin’s cultural institutions contin- 
ues. Two acclaimed theatre companies are 
adding managing directors for the first time 
in their histories, and an organization that 
has been catching the ear of Austinites 
young and old of late is making a switch in 
artistic leadership. 

Austin Shakespeare has had artistic direc- 
tors throughout its 23 years - founder Jeff 
Ellinger, Noel Koran, Paul Norton, Guy 
Roberts, and, since August 2007, Ann 
Ciccolella - but until now, it’s never had a 
director on staff to steer the organization 
administratively. This week, Alex Alford was 
hired as the company’s first managing direc- 
tor. Alford, who joins the company in July, will 
be making the leap from Austin Lyric Opera, 
where he has been director of board and vol- 
unteer services. Austin Shakespeare’s produc- 
tion of Much Ado About Nothing, directed by 
Ciccolella, runs through May 25, at the 
Sheffield Zilker Hillside Theater. 

Salvage Vanguard Theater had Jason 
Neulander running the show, artistically and 
administratively, for 15 years, but with his 
retirement, the company is splitting those 
duties between two people. Taking the cre- 


ative side as interim artistic director is Jenny 
Larson, and her new partner-in-crime will be 
an old partner-in-crime: Bradley Carlin, a 
classmate from the St. Edward’s University 
Theatre Department and onetime SVT col- 
league. Carlin returns to Austin after earning 
a master’s in arts management from Carnegie 
Mellon University and serving as associate 
managing director for Anne Bogart’s SITI 
Company. SVT’s production of Jason Grote’s 
Hamilton Township, directed by Larson, runs 
May 30-June 28 at Salvage Vanguard Theater, 
2803 Manor Rd. 

As Austin Children’s Choir ended its sea- 
son last week, Kathleen Turner ended her 
five-year term as artistic director. Turner, who 
raised the profile of the choir with such proj- 
ects as the Shostakovich-centered Water 
Under Snow Is Weary (which this writer 
worked on) and The Odyssey, adapted by 
Graham Reynolds and Beverly Bardsley, says 
she had been contemplating the move for 
some time. Taking the baton will be Adam 
Roberts, who has taught at Zach Theatre and 
directed the Musical Theatre Laboratory at 
Ballet Austin Academy and the musical the- 
atre training program at the Jewish 
Community Association of Austin. - R.F. 


Art of the Pot Dishes that make dining so fine 


Fine dining to me is about more than food 
and family. Fine dining is an atmosphere of 
being well-prepared for the necessary act of 
eating. It is the feeling of a balanced knife 
while you chop. It is the weight of a glass 
and how it feels in your hand as much as 
what’s in the glass. Handmade dishes, with 
their individual character and craftsmanship, 
can add a lot to that atmosphere, and as 
Mother’s Day weekend once again brings us 
the Art of the Pot studio tour, we have anoth- 
er opportunity to experience that through the 
vastly talented community of ceramic artists 
in Central Texas. 

This year’s celebration actually began last 
week with a lecture on raku firing from the 
beloved Sharon Smith, who has been teach- 
ing at Austin Community College for 29 years. 
Art is objects, but art is also life. Smith is a 
woman whose real life is reflected in her art- 
work, her home, her travels to Peru, and her 
students, who are so devoted to her and sign 
up for her classes over and over again. She 
rejoins Art of the Pot after being a tour guest 
at Marion Haigh’s studio in 2004. 

Among this year’s guests is Josh DeWeese 
from Bozeman, Mont., who is showing in Lisa 
Orr’s studio. The sheen on his ceramics gives 
them almost a wet appearance, which should 
look great next to Orr’s mind-melting baroque 
style. Mary Fischer of Austin will put her little 
houses on display at Haigh’s studio, along 



with animated, childlike teapots by 
Bernadette Curran from Philadelphia. Ryan 
McKerley will host Rick Dunn and his acorn 
forms from St. Louis and Eric Johnson from 
Buda. Philadelphian Andy Shaw, who’s show- 
ing at Claudia Reese’s studio, uses strong 
shapes and a light stamp to create white-on- 
white dishes that are classy and subtle. The 
texture is lovingly crafted and makes each 
piece unique. - Rachel Koper

“It was a whirl- 
wind affair,” he 
says, “but such 
an incredible 
experience.” If 
you had asked him a month ago what role he 
was proudest of, Stein would have said Betto, 
the villain in Cult of Color: Call to Color. But 
now that he is in the midst of rehearsals for 
Don Quixote, he feels that Basilio, the last 
role that he’ll dance for the company, is the 
one he is the most proud of. “It, too, has 
been a challenge but a wonderful experience 
at the same time.” After this week, he will 
serve as the fitness director at the Dance 
Institute, teaching Pilates. 

Eric Midgley 
joined Ballet 
Austin in 2001, 
dancing Romeo 
to Gina 

Patterson’s Juliet 
in the premiere 
of Stephen Mills’ 

Shakespearean 
ballet. Of his 
work since, 

Midgley values 
the pas de deux 
choreographed by 
Mills and Patterson most highly. “As a 
younger dancer, I danced a lot of solo roles 
which require virtuosic technique and act- 
ing ability,” he says. “But the intimate 
duets created by these gifted choreogra- 
phers require deeper levels of intimacy, 
authentic connection, seamless subtle 
partnering, and generosity of spirit, all in 
addition to the demands of solo work.” 
Midgley has two other jobs that already 
keep him busy - freelance digital design 
and production and acting as a sleep and 
wellness consultant - but he won’t leave 
dance completely. He plans to teach, 
coach, choreograph, and perform, especial- 
ly in work by his wife, Patterson. 

Gina Patterson has the deepest history 
with Ballet Austin, starting with the role of 
Adela in House of Bernarda Alba in 1988. 
Though she spent four years with Ballet 
Florida in the late Nineties, Patterson 
returned in 2000 and retires with 16 years 
as a BA dancer. That makes it tough to 
choose one role she’s proudest of: “There 
are many that have been so rich and 
rewarding: Ophelia, Desdemona, Giselle, 
Odette/Odile.” But she is drawn to Juliet, a 
role she has danced four times with BA, 
twice with husband Midgley. “To approach 
the role at so many different ages and from 




different points 
of view as far as 
life experience, 
from the first 
time was when I 
was 20 to the 
last time when I 
was 36 and mar- 
ried, was very 
interesting,” she 
says. “For me, it 
is becoming a 
character, the 
intimacy of pas 
de deux work and the creation process, 
being in the moment, and sharing the stage 
with partners and other dancers that are 
connected physically, mentally, and emotion- 
ally to tell a story that really makes dancing 
worth the daily effort. It’s always been 
about being an artist, not just making 
steps.” For the future, Patterson looks for- 
ward to “continuing to build my choreo- 
graphic career and expand opportunities to 
coach and teach.” 

Anthony Casati 
counts himself 
“the longest con- 
secutive employee 
in the company, 
until Sunday.” 

While some danc- 
ers started before 
he did in 1994 - 
his first role was in 
Stephen Mills’ 

“Torso” - he’s the 
only one to have 
stayed 14 years 
straight. The reason? “I love this company,” 
he says. “It has been both a kind and cruel 
teacher, depending on the season and the 
director. I have been given trust and opportu- 
nity and the chance to soar or fall flat on my 
face.” Though he’s playing Espada in Don 
Quixote, Casati prefers to think of Sesom in 
Cult of Color: Call to Color as his farewell role. 
It and the title role in Hamlet are his proud- 
est achievements. “I was there when they 
were made, and there’s a lot of me in each 
of them,” he says. “I mean actual physical 
artifacts in both works: steps that have 
‘Tony’ written all over them and mannerisms 
and gestures that are there as a direct result 
of choices I made during the creation pro- 
cess. I have seen four other companies per- 
form Hamlet and seven other guys dance the 
part, and in each case I saw the source 
material and the echo of my contributions. 
That is a very gratifying thing in a field where 
everything is so fleeting and temporal.” 
Casati’s future is open: “I plan to be a ‘gen- 
tleman of leisure’ for two weeks, then I will 
open my heart to the universe and listen for 
the next big thing to reveal itself to me. I am 
open to suggestions.” - Robert Faires

DIRTY MONEY 

by Richard Stark 

Grand Central Publishing, 288 pp., $23.99 

Parker, the professional thief created 
by Richard Stark (the pseudonym used by 
Donald Westlake in his tough-guy mode), 
has been at large and in charge since his 
first documented caper, The Hunter, pub- 
lished in 1967. Over the course of more 
than two dozen novels since, Parker has 
stolen a mint, killed only when absolutely 
necessary, and escaped from countless 
precarious situations. It’s enough to make 
a crook want to go straight - nah, just kid- 
ding. His latest caper, Dirty Money , picks 
up the day after the racetrack heist in the 
last novel, Ask the Parrot, which itself took 
place only a week after the big armored-car job detailed in 2004’s Nobody 
Runs Forever. Things went sour after the armored-car job, and the gang split 
up, hotter than hell, its $2.5 million in loot stashed in a shuttered country 
church. With the police helicopters closing in, Parker bumped into an embit- 
tered former racetrack employee who hid him long enough to plan the race- 
track heist in Ask the Parrot. That book was odd in several ways - not the 
least of which was Parker teaming with a geeky amateur to pull off a job in 
the same area as his previous heist. Dirty Money is odder still in that he is 
paired with his paramour, Claire. They pose as “leaf peepers” - tourists who 
flock to the Northeast to watch the fall color display - and lodge at a quaint 
bed and breakfast called the Bosky Rounds, run by a Mrs. Bartlett (“just like 
the pear”). There’s a pesky author of true-crime books (Westlake/Stark’s 
sarcasm is never more cruel than when writers are the subject; check out 
the novel Hook, for example) and a female bounty hunter named Sandra who 
catches up to Parker and his comrades and demands a cut of the loot but 
proves to be worth her salt when the going gets tough and bloody. No, they’re 
the furthest thing from choirboys, and yet the plan to retrieve the loot, which 
involves posing as a charity church choir’s delivery van, is so outrageous, 
you’d have to be a real narc to root for the other side. - Jesse Sublett

Additionally, 
the Harry Ransom Center 
announced on Monday that it had 
acquired the archive of award-win- 
ning British author Jim Crace 
{Being Dead , Quarantine). Crace 
recently passed a month in Austin 
as a distinguished writer-in-resi- 
dence at UT’s James Michener 
Center for Writers; he was also 
doing a little fieldwork for a new 
novel set right here in the River City. 

Back in Book: Local book lovers 
had a scare in late 2007 when 
Austin institution BookWoman 
faced closure after a rent hike. 


But instead of a death rattle, 
there was a rally of support; dona- 
tions brought in enough cash to 
facilitate a change in venue, and 
after a lightning-quick turnaround 
(the store was shut down for only 
three days), BookWoman reopened 
on Feb. 17, in new digs at 5501 

N. Lamar Ste. A-105. When I 
popped in last week, I found the 
store warm and welcoming ... and 
awfully quiet. Austinites may not 
be alert to the move yet, which is 
why, in addition to the usual book 
groups and author readings, 
BookWoman is planning a belated 
opening celebration on May 31. 
Keep an eye on the website (www. 
ebookwoman.com) for more details, 
or just drop in already and say hi. 

O. Henry Twofer: These next two 
items have a shared name in com- 
mon, and that’s about it. The 2008 
edition of The O. Henry Prize 
Stories: The Best Stories of the 
Year - the long-running short-story 
collection that’s been edited since 
2003 by author and UT professor 
Laura Furman - hits stands on 
May 8, with contributing authors 
like Alice Munro, Ha Jin, and 
Edward P Jones. We’re still pushing 
through the 20 stories included, 
but we will say that when we fin- 


ished Lore Segal’s “Other People’s 
Deaths,” we immediately wanted to 
flip back and start the story over 
again. Unrelated fact: Segal has 
also written several children’s 
books; check out www.powertolearn.

of her “Why Mole Shouted,” as per- 
formed by Spike Lee and several 
members of the New York 
Knicks...

Two years ago, Nancy Pham opened 
Short N Sweet in the Chinatown shop- 
ping center anchored by MT Supermarket. 
It’s a brightly decorated Vietnamese shop 
with bubble teas (short, $2.77; sweet, 
$3.77), shakes, ice cream, candies, pre- 
served fruit, meats, seafood, snacks, 
and a limited menu of home-style dishes. 
We supped on a wonderful Spicy Hue 
Beef Noodle Soup ($6.45): a huge 
bowl of rich broth loaded with fresh rice 
noodles, tendon, fresh beef slices, stew 
beef, and even a large chunk of blood 
cake, accompanied by a plate of herbs, 
sprouts, and shredded greens to add. We 
also sampled an excellent Pork Bahn 
Cuon platter ($5.59), loaded with fresh 
rice-sheet dumplings filled with ground 
pork; topped with julienned cucumber, 
sprouts, scallion, and fried shallot; and 
served with slices of Vietnamese head- 
cheese, pork loaf, and a bowl of zesty 
nuoc cham dressing to drench it all in. 
Finish this up with a luscious Thai tea 
smoothie with tapioca pearls, and you 
have yourself a perfect meal. 


Most seem to come for the bubble 
teas and shakes, which are offered in 
many taste configurations, while kiddos 
migrate toward the ice cream selection 
(which includes a sensuous durian, mango, 
green bean, and red bean). A big draw is 
the Crazy Drink, made with your choice of 
taro, egg, strawberry, or almond puddings; 
mango, sweetgrass, or pandan jellies; and 
several dozen other ingredients. 

Not to be missed are the 40-odd con- 


tainers of preserved fruits, along with 
assorted candies and 23 different snacks 
and preserved meats, including spicy 
venison jerky and numerous manifesta- 
tions of beef jerky. There is an addictive 
sweet-spicy dried shredded squid that 
you have to try; it tastes just like Thai plaa 
meuk bing (grilled dried squid with sweet 
chile sauce). Short N Sweet isn’t that big, 
but it’s packed with yummy food finds, and 
the service is fantastic. - Mick Vann 


HIP KOSHER: 175 EASY-TO-PREPARE 
RECIPES FOR TODAY'S KOSHER COOKS 

by Ronnie Fein, 

Da Capo Press, 228 pp., $16.95 (paper) 

The title alone would be enough to entice most people to 
reach for Ronnie Fein’s new cookbook. On one hand, these two 
words aren’t usually paired together, but on the other hand, 
they’ve never seemed so perfectly matched. Some of the hot- 
test buzzwords today - “green,” “natural,” “pure,” “humane” - 
happen to also perfectly describe the essence of kosher cook- 
ing. Where traditional kosher cooking used to connote heavy 
dishes that were labor-intensive and time-consuming to make, 
the trend today is toward much lighter fare, emphasizing fresh 
ingredients and simpler cooking methods that don’t require 
hours in the kitchen. 

These days, the appeal of kosher cooking spreads beyond 
those who observe the Jewish dietary laws. Being mindful of 
what we put into our bodies is an enlightened and responsible 
way to eat, and, therefore, an approach whose popularity is on 
the increase among the general population. Who wouldn’t be 


intrigued by recipes such as Farro Salad With Grape Tomatoes, 
Green Beans and Sweet Onions, or Roasted Haddock With 
Tangerine-Paprika Panko Crust? Packed into the 228 pages of 
this soft-cover book are 175 easy-to-follow recipes, arranged 
by food groups, including a separate chapter for dairy. Along 
with a clear, informative explanation of kashruth, or the 
Jewish dietary laws, is also a description of halal, the permit- 
ted Muslim foods; the similarities between the two cultures 
and their approaches to food and eating are in fact quite inter- 
esting and not that widely known. 

Perusing all this book has to offer can be done at a glance, 
as the thoughtfully arranged table of contents lists every recipe 
in one convenient location. Helpful guides with regard to kosher 
cooking are sprinkled throughout the book, and each chapter is 
chock-full of suggested shortcuts, menu ideas, and other tips. 
Hip Kosher offers simple, quick recipes featuring fresh ingredi- 
ents, making it a welcome addition to anyone’s cookbook library, 
whether they cook kosher or not. - Marilyn Scher

Moser, and our 
very own Joan 
Crawford, Saffire 
Trinity - chose 
the lemon 
meringue pie 
made by TCA stu- 
dents as their 
top pick, with the 
Almond Joy pie 
from Texas Pie 
Co. in Kyle as 
their second 
choice, and a tie 
for third between 
the cherry pie 

from Wink and the Kahlua Crunch from Chez Zee. The audi- 
ence favorites were Lamberts’ banana cream in first place, a 
tie between the buttermilk pie from TCA and the coconut 
cream from the Woodland for second, and a tie between 
Wink’s cherry pie and the Jalapeno Dutch Apple Pie from 
R.O.’s Outpost BBQ for third.

I first encountered Zocalo Cafe’s fare at one of the Texas 
Wine & Food Foundation events. They served crispy fried 
empanadas filled with a delicious beef picadillo and a 
warm salsa that tasted homemade. I was immediately curi- 
ous to visit and try the rest of their offerings. A sibling of 
Galaxy Cafe - the local chain of casual dining establish- 
ments that brought “upscale fast food” to Austin - Zocalo 
Cafe sits near the comer of 12th and West Lynn, a loca- 
tion formerly occupied by West Lynn Cafe. The simple 
menu consists of basic Mexican favorites prepared with 
fresh ingredients, a healthy slant, and a “modem” twist. 
But while overall we are pleased with the outcome, there 
are a few issues that keep me from loving this place. 

The stark and sterile decor makes a strong first impres- 
sion. Sure, this is a casual, modern cafe, but that’s no 
excuse for a bland color scheme of white and DayGlo 
Seventies avocado that permeates the interior. There is not 
one picture on the wall, not one speck of warmth or color. 
As my mother-in-law cleverly observed, it was like eating 
in a hospital cafeteria. I understand that quick/casual 
cafes may not necessarily want diners to linger, but the 
modem sterility here strikes me as extreme. I’m not sug- 
gesting serapes and pinatas, mind you, but I was honestly 
longing for the boisterous atmosphere of a Taco Cabana. 

If you’re planning to dine with a group and actually 
want to hang out at Zocalo, I suggest that food be ordered 
in courses. If you order everything at once, it will all arrive 
at the table within minutes. The Botanas section of the 
menu offers a few enticing options to share before the 
main meal. The campechana ($6.95) features shrimp and 
bay scallops in a tangy ketchup-based cocktail sauce, 
served the proper Mexican way, with saltine crackers. All 
the botanas come with a side of two salsas accompanied 
by fresh tortilla chips made from the tasty homemade 
com tortillas (with no animal fat). Both the roasted- 
tomatillo green salsa and the smooth and savory tomato 
salsa are served warm and are absolutely wonderful, some 


of the best salsas I have had in Austin. These folks could 
definitely be a contender in the Hot Sauce Festival! 

We chose items from each menu section as our main 
courses. The tostada salad ($5.95) is a satisfying portion 
of fresh greens, avocado, cilantro, roasted jalapenos, 
tomatoes, and queso fresco served atop a crisp tostada 
smeared with house-made black beans, with a side of 
creamy chile-lime dressing. For a couple more bucks, add 
fajita meat, chicken, grilled shrimp, or mahi mahi to make 
the salad a full meal. The jicama salad ($1.95) was sadly 
disappointing. Shredded jicama and carrots with fresh 
cucumber slices and a honey-jalapeno vinaigrette sound- 
ed refreshing and right up my alley, but the salad was 
watery, and the dressing flavorless. The pulled-pork 
posole soup ($4.95) was quite the opposite, with tender 
pork, hominy, and roasted poblano chunks swimming in 
a tasty and slightly piquant broth. 

The Especiales de la Casa section was unfortunately not 
very special. The Zocalo Plate, described on the menu as the 
house specialty, offers chilaquiles (the same item appears as 
the Zocalo Breakfast on the weekend brunch). Better ver- 
sions of this dish are available all over town for much less 
than $7.95. The real house specialty should be the snapper 
with chipotle slaw ($9.95), spiced and seared to perfection, 
served on a crisp tostada with grilled tomatoes, cabbage-and- 
carrot slaw, and creamy chipotle sauce. Fresh and filling, this 
was the big hit at the table. The taco plates offer something 
for everyone, from crispy tacos to fajita, grilled mahi mahi or 
shrimp, mixed grilled veggies, and carnitas. The camitas are 
made from the same tender pulled pork used in the soup. 
They were perfect with a dash of the wonderful salsa verde. 
The green chile chicken (oddly listed under camitas) was 
flavorful but overcooked and a bit on the dry side. Nothing 
a good dose of the warm red salsa couldn’t fix. 

For dessert, Zocalo features churros (fried pastries sprin- 
kled with cinnamon sugar), the ubiquitous tres leches cake, 
and a chocolate cheesecake spiked with chile. Although 
this last offering sounded enticing, we had had enough of 
sitting around white metal tables in a painfully white room. 
Perhaps next time I’ll sit outside and give it a try.

Tearooms became popular in America dur- 
ing the temperance movement, providing an 
alternative to public houses and barrooms. 
Serving afternoon tea, light meals, and bever- 
ages, tearooms often catered mainly to women 
and were sedate and subdued in atmosphere. 
They were a mainstay of American life for more 
than a century. After World War II, European- 
style cafes became overwhelmingly popular, 


and tearooms all but disappeared; consequent- 
ly, most people have never set foot in one. 

But tearooms are making a comeback. The 
relaxing, civilized concept of afternoon tea is 
newly chic, and tearooms are enjoying renewed 
popularity from Kenya to California. The Steep- 
ing Room is a thoroughly modern version of 
the classic tearoom: quiet, cheerful, and spot- 
less. Partners Amy March and Emily Morrison 


have combined the elegance of British “high 
tea” traditions with the light touch and studied 
simplicity of the Far East. The menu ranges 
from crumpets to edamame, spring rolls to tea 
sandwiches, and it is all executed with such 
skill that word-of-mouth alone has kept the 
dining room packed. 

“Our mission from the start has been to 
make beautiful, healthy food,” explains 
Morrison. “Amy is the chef, the real chef, and 
she has a gift for flavor. She comes up with the 
greatest combinations of flavors, and she is 
especially good with healthy, light ingredients.” 
Both women are radiant with happiness; it is 
apparent that they love what they do. “We also 
accommodate people with dietary restrictions: 
At least half of the menu can be made gluten- 
free or vegetarian.” She laughs. “And our cup- 
cakes are the best in town!” 

Truer words were never spoken: The cup- 
cakes at the Steeping Room are moist, tender, 
and in every way superior. The Steeping Room 
has also become well-known for its light and 
crumbly scones, served with your choice of clot- 
ted cream, honey butter, port-and-fig compound 
butter, or jam. Pastry chef Lina Biancamano also 
makes a variety of cakes, tortes, and tea cookies, 
all of which display mastery of her art. 

The tea sandwiches, delicate and crustless, 
are divine as well. Varieties include tea-cured 
salmon with herbed cream cheese and thinly 
sliced cucumber; goat cheese with olive tap- 


enade and arugula; pork tenderloin with chile 
mayo, scallions, and cilantro; and chicken 
salad with celery, green apples, scallions, and 
Lapsang souchong vinaigrette. Classic sand- 
wiches (on ciabatta or wheat bread, crusts on) 
include roast beef, croque monsieur, turkey BLT, 
and ginger tofu with hummus; all are served 
with a side of mixed greens and range in price 
from $8 to $10. 

The Century Oaks Tea Service ($19) is in 
the British style, featuring two tea sandwich- 
es, scone, spread, jam, tea cake of the day, tea 
cookie, and a pot of tea. The Zen Tea Service 
($15) consists of chicken or tofu Napa Rolls, 
green salad, Matcha-dusted brownie, and a 
pot of tea. The Napa Rolls are generous 
spring rolls stuffed with shredded carrots, 
cabbage, mint, and chicken or tofu, and 
served with a spicy peanut dipping sauce. 
Small plates, appetizers, daily soups, and four 
different entree salads complete the menu. 
The cashew Caesar salad ($7.50) is a stand- 
out: crisp, cold hearts of organic romaine 
tossed with creamy cashew dressing, garlic 
croutons, and toasted cashews. 

In addition to hot tea and daily iced tea spe- 
cials, the Steeping Room offers coffee, juices, 
chai lattes - even (the devil’s own!) wine and 
beer. The Steeping Room is a tea shop as well 
as a tearoom: Nearly 100 types of tea are avail- 
able for take-home sale, all carefully selected 
for excellence. - Kate Thornberry

Student Travels AFS Documentary Tour

The enhanced documentary program at 
the University of Texas’ Radio -Television- 
Film Department continues to bear excel- 
lent MFA fruit. Faculty filmmaker Paul 
Stekler proudly recounts the kudos bagged 
by recent MFA thesis docs from significant 
nonfiction film arbiters like PBS’ Independent 
Lens and Sundance to a theatre near you. A 
few examples of recent RTF success stories 
on PBS are Diane Zander’s Girl Wrestler 
and Heather Courtney’s Los Trabajadores. 
Laura Dunn’s UT MFA film, Green , won a 
Student Academy Award, and her first post- 
UT feature, The Unforeseen, premiered at 
Sundance and is now playing in theatres. 
Most recently, cinematographer PJ Raval’s 
Trouble the Water won the Grand Jury Prize: 
Documentary at Sundance this year. 

The upcoming Austin Film Society 
Documentary Tour presents three exem- 
plary films, the latest to emerge from the 
MFA pipeline: 

La Voie du Nord (The Way North): Shara 
Lange’s doc shot during the 2005 riots 
throughout France, as well as the 2007 
French presidential election, examines the 
plight of North African female immigrants 
- including Fatima Rhazi, Morocco’s first 
female sports photographer - and their 


struggles to make lives for themselves in a 
new land. Stekler considers Lange’s film “an 
amazing accomplishment” in that, traveling 
on her own to Marseille, she managed to 
win the trust of these immigrant Moroccan 
women to the point that they allowed her 
to spend the time she needed to document 
their lives in France. “To me,” says Stekler, 
“Shara’s film is a sharp look at the lives of 
women at the front lines of globalization in 
a rapidly changing Europe, and she does it 
through beautiful, sensitive portraits.” 

“Road to Tlacotepec”: When his father, 
photographer Bob Mader, died in 2005, 
filmmaker Bemdt Mader set out to finish his 
father’s last roll of film in the small Mexican 
village of Tlacotepec - a town his father had 
visited and photographed 40 years earlier. 
“Bemdt’s journey,” says Stekler, “is all about 
memory and family and loss. In the end, 
a film undertaken to better understand his 
father also helped him to understand him- 
self. Berndt’s film - which is also a road film 
- somehow manages to be both funny and 
uplifting. I tear up every time I watch it, but 
it also makes me feel good.” 

“Girls of Don Bosco”: Kendra Dorty’s short 
documentary follows a group of girls living 
in an orphanage in San Miguel de Allende, 



Mexico, each of whom is seeking a safe place 
in today’s Mexico. ‘As did Shara in France,” 
Stekler explains, “Kendra did most of the pro- 
duction herself and committed to a lot of time 
in Mexico to get the access and trust she need- 
ed from these girls. There’s an amazing scene, 
shot while a street fair is passing in front of the 
orphanage building, and we watch the girls 
inside as they watch it from a window. This 
is one of those totally visual moments where 
we learn everything we need to know, without 
any words at all. To me, this scene represents 
the full potential of documentary.”

In dreamy, big-sky West Texas, festivalgoers from as far as Holland 
gathered to watch the nearly 50 films of the Marfa Film Festival’s 
maiden voyage. From May 1 through 5, the fest’s agenda of old, new, 
experimental, and traditional films intersected with the idiosyncratic 
local population of ranchers, artists, and farmworkers’ families. 

Founder Robin Lambaria believed in a noncompetitive event. 
Barbara Morgan, executive director of the Austin Film Festival, 
pointed out while presenting a film that festivals like Marfa’s “now 
share the responsibility of arthouse cinema” to nurture and preserve 
creativity. This objective differs from festivals that pivot solely on 
the transaction between filmmakers and distributors, and the result- 
ing lack of tension was lovely. Elle Martini, who screened her short 
“Person, Place or Thing,” compared Marfa to Sundance: “You don’t 
even need a map here. No one races around. It’s peaceful.” And it 
was. Cowboys, actors, and hipsters leaned against adobe buildings 
during intermissions, smoking and gossiping, soaking up sun. 


The festival kicked off in surreal glory on the wind-eroded set of 
There Will Be Blood, 10 minutes outside Marfa, where PT. Anderson’s 
Oscar-winning story played on a giant screen as twilight rose from the 
rocks. 

The festival’s selections were far-ranging. The animated short 
“Chonto,” by Carson Mell, starred a jaded guitar god and his heroin- 
shooting monkey. David Byrne’s 1986 film, True Stories, was intro- 
duced by part-time Marfa resident Jo Harvey Allen, who was in the 
cast. The Masses, an art, music, and film collective, contributed a 
world premiere music video directed by Heath Ledger. 

Most films played in Marfa’s Goode Crowley Theater, whose 
wooden seats and rafters shined. A dog wandered aisles, and church 
bells and freight trains vibrated the walls. The Marfa Municipal 
Golf Course hosted nighttime outdoor screenings with the Alamo 
Drafthouse Rolling Roadshow operation. Guests stretched on blankets 
and watched The Night of the Hunter, drinking cold beer and eating 
fried peach pies as Lillian Gish’s face glowed among stars. 

Texas itself shimmered through a prism of films. The narrative 
August Evening by Chris Eska tracked a Mexican-American fam- 
ily in Gonzales falling apart and falling in love. Rainer Judd’s short 
“Remember Back, Remember When” was inspired by childhood 
events involving her father, artist Donald Judd. David Modigliani, an 
Austin resident, directed Crawford, a wildly applauded documentary 
about the Bush ranch. 

The films were interlaced with a barbecue at a defunct funeral 
home, a tea party with Los Angeles DJs, and some Cinco de Mayo 
belly dancing in the courthouse square. A few residents lamented 
a couple of pushy New Yorkers and too much litter, but the town 
seemed happy. Festival volunteer Brandon Curry shrugged, “Everyone 
likes movies.” 

Dennis Hopper was supposed to be the cherry on the sundae, but 
he didn’t make it to present his Western The Last Movie; he apologized 
in an open letter in the The Big Bend Sentinel. We went to watch his 
film outdoors without him. A storm swept in and shut down the show, 
and we watched that chaos of fireworks and rain instead.

RODRIGUEZ TRIES ON 'SHORTS/ 
AIMS FOR SPACE 

The unusually idle - but secretive as ever - 
Robert Rodriguez is getting busy again with pro- 
duction commencing at his local Troublemaker 
Studios on Shorts from Warner Bros, and inde- 
pendent studio Media Rights Capital, which 
describes the family film as about what happens 
when “a mysterious object that falls into the hands 
of a group of misfit kids and their dysfunctional 
families who unleash its powers on an unsuspect- 
ing community, setting off a series of mythical mis- 
adventures.” Meanwhile, Rose McGowan tells 
MTV that she’s still set to star in Barbarella, and 
the remake/re-envisioning of the spacey space 
epic that originally starred Jane Fonda is still on 
track, with costumes done, some sets constructed, 
and a few chunks of spaceship waiting to blast off. 
But don’t expect filming to commence until after 
the potential of an actors’ strike in June passes 
(my prediction is for a very peaceful resolution, 
unlike the writers’ strike).

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“Tomorrow is a new day, and the old ways are going to die off,” says Jake, the 
procrastinating, post -Slacker proto-Austin partier in Kevin Ford’s bitingly smart, 
frequently funny, and warmly wise new film, When Is Tomorrow. As played by Ford 
himself, the twentysomething Jake is already well on his way to becoming another 
wouldVe/should’ve/couldVe-been, mired in his freewheeling, pot-smoking past 
but seemingly content to never quite reach the next level. 

Enter Jake’s best friend, Ron (a mind-bogglingly nuanced turn by Eddie Steeples, 
who co-wrote the script and is best known as My Name Is Earl's Crabman). Ron 
- or “Duke Eloquent,” as his nom d arte has it - arrives in Austin on the eve of his 
pal’s wedding as a successful, poetically inclined New York-based yin to Jake’s yang. 
Over the course of one night, the two will catch up and fall out in ways unexpected, 
with Jake’s troubling inability to move forward in his life starkly contrasted against 
Ron’s obvious maturation as both a fellow human being and a newly minted, New 
York-based slam-poet-cum-hip-hoppeteer. 

Microbudgeted and locally shot, When Is Tomorrow nails the common expe- 
rience (possibly even more relevant to the stoney artistic environs of the 512 
than elsewhere) of one person’s yesterdays clinging desperately to the pants 
leg of another’s tomorrow, the best friend as ball-and-chain. As realized by 
longtime real-life friends Ford and Steeples, the film hits high notes of both 
laugh- out-loud comedy and wrenching emotional honesty. 

Remarkably, it’s also just one of more than a half-dozen films that Ford, a 
Northern California native who moved to Austin two years ago, has created 
with a quasi-collective of like-minded film friends that includes May and Sick 
Girl star Angela Bettis (who both acts in and co-produced When Is Tomorrow), 
director Lucky McKee (May, The Woods), Cinque Lee (brother of Spike), and 
former Reel Dealer and current Ain’t It Cool News hound C. Robert Cargill, 
who turns up here in a cameo as a former party pal who, like Ron, has begun 
to move onward and upward with his art. 

Add to that Ford’s work on the 1999 Jane’s Addiction film Three Days (his “Lost 
Scenes” film-within-a-film actually trumps the feature it’s attached to), his equally 
savvy DVD-doc work on Rick Linklater’s Fast Food Nation, and a raft of editing and 
cinematography gigs with everyone from king of the closet R. Kelly to god of the 
chain saw (and tool box) Tobe Hooper, and you’ve got to wonder: What hyper- 
productive alternate reality did this cinematic jack-of-all-trades wander out of, and 
how come we’ve never heard of him until now? 


“Lucky McKee beat me in the sixth-grade countywide 
spelling bee,” Ford explains. “By one letter in one word.” 
Which was? 

“Prejudice. I added a ‘d’ on the end, because I 
thought they said ‘prejudiced.’” 

A fact which has haunted you to this day, obviously. 
“Oh, man, totally. This tall guy from another school 
won, and years later, in high school, we became friends. 
One day I went over to his house and suddenly realized 
that this was the guy who beat me in the spelling bee 
all those years ago. I was like, ‘Oh, no!’ It almost rocked 
the boat too hard.” 

All prejudices aside, though, Ford and McKee quickly 
realized a shared passion for film and video in the 
tiny Northern California town of Mokelumne Hill, 
population 500-plus. McKee ended up at University of 
Southern California’s film department, and eventually 
Ford followed, not enrolling but instead auditing his 
friend’s cinema classes and becoming, as he puts it, 
“kind of adopted by Lucky’s film friends as the orphan 
from up the street. But I wasn’t a part of USC, and so 
eventually I lit out for New York with my best friend. I 
ended up living there from ’95 to 2002, after which I 
went back to Los Angeles to, as it turned out, work as 
an editor on Lucky’s film May, which starred Angela.” 
“Steeples . . . was basically the first friend I met when I 
moved to New York. He was acting in off-Broadway theatre, 
and I was an assistant director on a play, and we just hit it 
off immediately, and when I went back to L.A., he came 
with me. Which was great because he wanted to act and do 
stand-up, and I wanted to direct and shoot, and we were 
both writers. All we had to do was look across the living 
room for inspiration.” 

While in New York, Ford and Steeples ended up making 
“a lot” of videos together, with Ford fueled by his discov- 
ery of the avant-garde Anthology Film Archives, which 
had been founded by Jonas Mekas, Peter Kubelka, and 
Stan Brakhage as a museum for experimental filmmaking. 
“That really blew my mind, because it was so different 
from the way people were being 
molded in L.A.,” recalls Ford. 

“Eventually, Steeples and I began 
making these odd shorts and 
experimental films, which, after 
my move back to L.A., led to 
our first feature, in 1999, which 
was [a] cross-country road movie 
called Caravan Summer .” 

That film, in turn, resulted in 
a series of increasingly ambitious 
productions ( Fovindapocalypse , 

People Are Dead, Fast Days of 
America) featuring Ford’s tight- 
knit community of artistic col- 
laborators - Bettis, Cargill, Steeples, and others. All of 
which, in hindsight, led Ford finally, ultimately, to Austin. 

“Angela and Lucky and I were on our way to Spain to 
go show May at the Sitges International Film Festival in 
2002, and somehow the idea came up that we’d do a 
road trip from L.A. to Austin to visit her family here, and 
then from here go on to Spain. 

“Now, I had heard a lot about Austin previously,” Ford 
continues. “Throughout my 20s, no matter where I was, 
people would always say to me, ‘You belong in Austin,’ 
so much so that it got to the point where I almost started 
to resent it. I was like, you know, what’s up with this 
Austin place? It sounded like a cult, right? The cult of 
Austin. And being from California, I always thought of 
Texas as one big, dusty flatland with, like, tumbleweeds 
and cowboys and really, really hot weather.” 

And then, predictably but no less charming for it: 
arrival, revelation, and epiphany. 

“It was like an oasis, you know? It was green and 
really, just, so not what I had expected.” 


Ford being Ford, he immediately began making a 
movie - and by immediately we mean within 24 hours 
of having arrived in Austin - which would end up as 
Fovindapocalypse 2 and feature virtually all the compo- 
nents of what was by now known as Mo-Freek produc- 
tions. “I discovered the Magnolia Cafe on Lake Austin 
Boulevard, and I thought it was great because I’d order 
coffee and this guy Ross, the manager, would bring me a 
whole pot at a time while I was sitting there writing at that 
table they have out front. He was like, ‘Chill out; do your 
writing; smoke your cigarettes; it’s all cool.’ And that just 
blew my mind because, man, that would never happen 
in L.A.! Long story short, that one visit to Austin was, in 
every sense, a life-changing experience for me, right? 

“I feel more grounded here than any other place I’ve 
lived. I’m not from here, but there’s a whole layer of stress 
and issues that are gone now that I’m in Austin, and that’s 
allowed me to be very productive. And as long as I can 
keep bringing my friends into my filmmaking, well ...” 

Ford trails off here, before adding: “I’ll put it this 
way: We have three or four films ready to go here in 
Austin. Some of them require more budget than When Is 
Tomorrow, and others don’t - they’re almost documenta- 
ry-style. We could pay for them right now. So I feel like 
this is a place where I can really grow. I can grow. I feel 
like I can enjoy my fife and be an artist.” 

Which we think, frankly, makes for a thoroughly 
kickass addition to the Five- One-Deuce’s filmmaking 
community. And they’re making the rest of us look like, 
well, slackers. 

“Angela and I are working on a script that’s set 
against this weird moment in Austin that’s happening 
right now,” says Ford. 

“It’s no longer the way it was in the late Eighties, 
early Nineties - when Slacker was shot - but it’s also 
not anything like what it’s going to be in, say, 15 years. 
It’s in transition. And what’s funny is that [Bettis] and 
I have such different reactions to this transformation, 
because she was bom here, left for 15 years, and then 
moved back after being out in 
the world, and she’s like, ‘What 
happened to my town?’ And 
me having moved here rela- 
tively recently, I don’t recognize 
all those major changes, but I 
do see all the cranes.” 

Sitting outside of Jo’s 
Coffee on Second between 
Lavaca and Colorado, I ges- 
ture to the new City Council 
complex and mention to Ford 
that I spent a major chunk of 
the Eighties and Nineties right 
there attending Austin Punk 
Rock School 101 at the late, great Liberty Lunch. 

Ford grins. “You’ll appreciate this, then: The name 
of that movie I was just telling you about? It’s called 
Fiberty Punch Is Not Dead. We got the idea from listen- 
ing to her and her friends saying how this town has 
sold out, things aren’t what they used to be, all the cool 
places are gone, and that kind of thing. So the story 
starts from that sort of extreme reaction that longtime 
Austin residents are feeling, but, as it moves on, they 
come to find that the very thing they miss most about 
‘old Austin’ is actually inside them, a part of who they 
are and not so much the bricks and mortar and physical 
manifestations of the city itself. That legendary version 
of Austin? That’s in your heart, and you can bring it 
back anytime you want. It’s not gone at all.” ■

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TV EYE 

The Evolution 
of Sex

I smiled through my tears last week. I was watching Brothers 
& Sisters when, at the very end of the episode, Kevin (Matthew 
Rhys) proposed to his lover, Scotty (Luke MacFarlane). It was 
a sweet proposal, one I imagine fans of the show have been 
rooting for. (Yes, it means a gay wedding for the season finale of 
Brothers & Sisters this Sunday.) 

Watching this episode, I was reminded of how in the past, 
many of my gay friends had to hide their love for one another. 
It was more than a fear of being ostracized; it was fear of being 
killed. Now, here I am, watching a prime-time TV show, with two 
men in a loving relationship (not played for laughs or luridness) 
deciding to take the leap with as much seriousness and tender- 
ness as any other couple. Even more striking was that there was 
no post-proposal fanfare. No outcry from any religious organiza- 
tion or moral watchdog group that I can find. Not a peep. 

It’s probably hard for post-boomers to imagine, but seeing a 
plainly gay relationship on prime-time TV is striking and even 
moving for those of us who came of age in the 1970s. But it’s 
also the outcome of a time when the nation experienced the 
full force of several coalescing social movements, one of which 
was the sexual revolution. That topic is the subject of a four- 
part documentary to be jointly aired on VH1 and the Sundance 
Channel next week called Sex: The Revolution. 

Starting in 1948 with the publication of Alfred Kinsey’s 
Sexual Behavior in the Human Male and leading up to the 


first appearance of the AIDS Memorial Quilt in Washington, 
D.C., the documentary showcases footage from over a 40-year 
period, including a couple of really wonderful clips. One fea- 
tures a young Hugh Hefner getting slammed by feminist Susan 
Brownmiller on The Dick Cavett Show (1970). Hefner is posi- 
tively flustered, and it seems quaint, by today’s standards, that 
Cavett apologizes to Hefner for the unplanned roast. To bring 
the whole incident full circle, both Hefner and Brownmiller 
were interviewed in the present about the famous verbal 
altercation. The second must-see clip is of the famous Anita 
Bryant pie-in-the-face incident during a Save Our Children 
press conference (circa 1977). Bryant, a former beauty queen 
and spokeswoman for the Florida Citrus Commission, was an 
outspoken critic of homosexuality, contending that homosexu- 
als wanted to recruit children into their ranks. Unfortunately, 
there’s no follow-up interview with Bryant, whose career was 


effectively ended when gay rights activists boycotted orange 
juice (many gay clubs took screwdrivers off their bar menus), 
making Bryant lose her spokeswoman deal and, from all indica- 
tions, the support of conservative religious groups who found 
her too controversial. 

The four-part documentary starts with Episode 1: “Save It 
for Marriage.” From the sexual repression of the 1950s to the 
appearance of Playboy and the Kinsey Reports and the legaliza- 
tion of the pill, concurrent with the beginning of several nascent 
social movements. Premieres May 12 at 9pm on VH1 and May 
19 at 11pm on the Sundance Channel. 

Episode 2: “The Big Bang.” The sexual revolution moves from 
the margins to the center. William Masters and Virginia Johnson 
create a new dialogue about human sexuality; nudity and sexual 
innuendo become popular in advertising and nightlife; feature 
films become more sexually bold. Airs May 13 at 9pm on VH1 
and on May 19 at 12mid on the Sundance Channel. 

Episode 3: “Do Your Own Thing.” The halcyon days of the 
1970s: Androgyny is in, the closet door for gays has been 
trampled, while mainstream feminism finds a voice in popular 
culture. Roe v. Wade passes in 1973. All of this awakens moral 
watchdog groups to push back. Airs May 14 at 9pm on VH1 and 
May 20 at 11pm on the Sundance Channel. 

Episode 4: “Tainted Love.” Sex is now clearly part of popular 
culture. An even more aggressive pom industry has moved from 
back rooms into suburban bedrooms, thanks to the creation of 
the VCR. Backlash comes from feminist groups, the religious 
right, and a strange illness later identified as AIDS. While not 
making moral pronouncements, this episode shows that for 
better or worse, the sexual revolution forever changed U.S. cul- 
ture. Airs May 15 at 9pm on VH1 and May 20 at 12mid on the 
Sundance Channel.

GLORIOUS RESULTS OF A MISSPENT YOUTH 


Nearly a year after its local release (“Texas Platters,” May 4, 2007), Girl in a Coma’s 
debut, Both Before I’m Gone, has landed on Billboard’s Heatseekers chart and outsold both 
Gnarls Barkley and Vampire Weekend upon its addition to iTunes. Of course it helps that 
the album is backed by Joan Jett, whom the San Antonio-based trio first encountered 
through S\ TV cable series Jammin in 2006. “The climax of the program was for us to meet 
someone who could give us helpful advice,” recalls singer/guitarist Nina Diaz. “Instead she 
ended up signing us to Blackheart Records.” Following a brief run on the East Coast last 
year, the Smiths-inspired group recently joined Morrissey for a full European tour. “We 
didn’t know what they were going to think of us, three Hispanic girls from Texas,” Diaz says. 
“We’re just glad they didn’t boo.” Even better, Moz toasted the girls with a bottle of 
Champagne backstage before their last show in Paris. “It was pretty surreal,” Diaz recounts. 
Settled back home and writing new material, Girl in a Coma makes graves on Saturday at 
Jovita’s. See “Music Listings,” p.101, for more info. 


ELECTRIC LADYLAND 

There’s no telling where the exploratory jams 
of Tia Carrera will lead. After witnessing the 
local psych trio shatter the decibel limit during 
its official South by Southwest showcase in 
March (see “Off the Record,” from the 
Chronicle’s Saturday SXSW daily, with the March 
14 issue), Small Stone Records, the Motor 
City headquarters for Honky and Dixie Witch, 
agreed to issue the group’s next full-length. The 
band is using the label advance to finish con- 
struction of its own studio. “It’s going to be our 
Electric Lady land,” declares guitarist Jason 
Morales, who hopes to begin recording at the 
facility by July for a 2009 release. Tia Carrera is 
still riding high from its trip to the recent 
Roadburn Festival in Tilburg, Holland, where 
the band played alongside heavyweights like Isis 
and Boris. “We really turned some heads,” 
Morales says. “We literally ran out of everything 
we brought over to sell. We want to get back as 
soon as possible and do a full European tour.” In 
the meantime, Tia Carrera gets experienced this 
Friday at Emo’s with the Roller and Thrones. 


CAUGHT ON TAPE 

The Raconteurs’ two-night stand at 
Stubb’s last weekend (see “Live Shots,” 
p.74) was filmed for an impending docu- 
mentary, It Might Get Loud, about guitar- 
ists by director Dave Guggenheim 
( Deadwood ). As for the cameras rolling 
during Someone Still Loves You Boris 
Yelstin’s Wednesday night set at the 
Mohawk, that was courtesy of 
Switchburn.com. Since its July 2007 
inception, the local website has filmed 
84 acts spread across 37 performances 
at 10 different Austin venues (and one 
in Houston) for a total of 222 multi- 
angle live shoots, ranging from Black 
Lips to the Black & White Years, that 
can be streamed for free. “Our numbers 
are growing every day,” says Switchburn 
partner Jill Sorrels. “As the list of 
bands we work with grows, so does our 
traffic.”

I See Dead People 


The Black Angels unveil "Directions to See a Ghost"

Stephanie Bailey lives with a ghost. 

“I have a wall-length mirror in my room, and 
these little handprints will appear on it,” reveals 
the Black Angels dmmmer. “I wash it off, and it 
comes right back in a matter of days. 

“I can’t explain it, but I feel it.” 

Huddled outside Austin Music Rooms, a 
24-hour practice studio off South First, the 
local psych revivalists pass fire and exchange 
ghost stories, an eerie, backwoods ambience 
settling in over the evening. The bloodshot 
eyes of guitarist Christian Bland widen as he 
recalls the gray outline of a Civil War soldier 
drifting among the trees at the Chickamauga 
battlefield in Georgia, Tenn. A similar appa- 
rition supposedly haunts the grandmother 
of vocalist Alex Maas on her ranch outside 
Lampasas, Texas, and multi-instrumentalist 
Kyle Hunt recounts being awakened on tour by 
the sensation of small hands pressing against 
his chest as he rested alone. 

“I think there are spirits within people, dif- 
ferent archetypes that we can recognize and 
identify with,” Maas posits. 

“Paranormal stuff definitely wouldn’t sur- 
prise me,” agrees guitarist/bassist Nate Ryan. 
“I haven’t experienced much, but I’m open to 
it. All of these rooms used to be part of an old- 
folks home. Countless people have probably 
died in our practice space. Sometimes I like to 
think about that late at night and try to conjure 
up something in there. All of those weird expe- 
riences filter into the music.” 


The Black Angels’ interest in unknown 
pleasures and collective obsession with 
the past should come as no surprise after 
2006 ’s Passover. The local quintet’s debut 
LP descended like an extension of the 13th 
Floor Elevators’ landmark Easter Everywhere, 
a vicious acid flashback through the darker 
recesses of rock & roll: Velvet Underground’s 
confrontational drone, Love’s harrowing psy- 
chedelia, and the distorted nihilism of Joy 
Division. Tommy Hall was one of the first to 
pick up on the connection. 

“It is possible for Man to alter his mental 
state and thus alter his point of view (that 
is, his own basic relation with the outside 
world which determines how he stores his 
information),” wrote the 13th Floor Elevators 
operator on www.theblackangels.com. “It is this 
quest for pure sanity that forms the basis of 
the Black Angels.” 

The title of the group’s sophomore album 
for Seattle’s Light in the Attic Records, 
Directions to See a Ghost, refers to an old 
illusionary trick known as Yorick’s skull, 
wherein after staring at an “X” placed in 
the eye socket of a one-dimensional skull, 
a photo negative of the image can be trans- 
posed onto a blank surface. 

“It’s about expanding your conscious- 
ness, viewing life in an alternate way,” 
Bland instructs. “It’s directions to see 
something in this world that supposedly 
doesn’t exist.” 


enters into the fold with a heavy dose of textured 
organ, sending the jam into interstellar over- 
drive. The comedown isn’t quite as pleasant. 

“I don’t know what it is,” Bland interjects 
from behind a standing drum kit, “but it 
doesn’t feel natural to stop there. It might feel 
better if we stop a little sooner.” 

As the evening progresses, the band contin- 
ues to iron out new material, communicating 
ideas in terms of vibes and feelings. Everyone’s 
seeking the same high. 

“We try to create music that’s mesmerizing 
in its effortlessness,” Ryan says. 

“If something’s not working immediately, 
we’ll try to hash it out for a bit,” Maas elabo- 
rates, “but if it becomes irritating, we just move 
on. We have so many other songs in the vault 
that we can work on instead.” 

The five band members sample another work 
in progress, “The Haunting at 1300,” which 
slows a bare-bones, Bo Diddley backbeat into 
one throbbing pulse. Subtlety shifting direction, 
Bailey straps on the bass, while Ryan slips behind 
the drums for “Surf City Revisted,” a peyote- 
laced mirage of Dick Dale’s “Shake ’n’ Stomp” 
that closes with a tidal wave from Bland’s guitar. 

“You don’t need psychedelic drugs to make or 
enjoy psychedelic music,” Maas stresses. “They 
may be correlated, but it’s not necessary.” 

Bland takes the claim one step further. 

“We take you there with the music.” 

The Haunting at 1300 

“Slip inside the eye of the mind,” offers 
Maas, politely presenting a pipe on the back 
porch of the two-story, seven-bedroom bunker 
in South Austin that - with the exception of 
Hunt - houses all the Angels, including former 
drone machinist Jennifer Raines, who left the 
group earlier this year. “It can only enhance 
the colors.” 

The drone disciples are busy preparing for 
their first headlining tour of Europe. Bland 
and projectionist Adam Demitri screen-print 
T-shirts on the porch to commemorate the 
occasion; Hunt and Ryan debate over what 
gear to bring in from the garage, which 
doubles as Bland’s room and could pass for 
the basement on That ’70s Show. A lava lamp 
bubbles beside a rack of records and dingy

A smoldering haze locks in the almost tan- 
gible feel of history that permeates the room, 
summoning the same sensation one gets from 
listening to old Stax records - a combination 
of humidity and desperation. There’s no space 
to maneuver, no escape from the sound. 

Ryan commences the seance with the intro 
to “The Yellow Elevator, Part 1,” unfurling an 
impossibly loud and reverb-drenched rockabilly 
riff that beckons accompaniment. The move- 
ment gradually begins to levitate until Maas 


couch, surrounded by an arsenal of vintage 
amps and equipment, all of which predate 
Apollo 11. 

The library reads exactly the way one would 
expect it to, with titles ranging from Acid Trips 
and Chemistry and The College Drug Scene to 
the 13th Floor Elevators tome Eye Mind and 
A Sniper in the Tower: The Charles Whitman 
Murders. One half of the back wall is laced with 
a white curtain for late-night film screenings.

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Resting beside the archaic projection system 
are stacks of old tape reels, some carefully 
cataloged ( Schizophrenia : The Shattered Mirror, 
parts 1 and 2; World War I; Our Wonderful 
Body: Medicines, Drugs, and Poisons ), others 
hand-labeled (Ho Chi Minh, Gumby, Pete Ennis 
Doesn’t Smoke). 

“The videos work into the vibe that we’re try- 
ing to project onto the crowd,” explains Bland, 
who has a degree in advertising and a master’s 
in graphic design. “You feed off of whatever is 
being shown. It’s about bringing a reaction.” 

Since Bland and Maas, both natives of 
Seabrook, Texas, birthed the Black Angels 
in Austin, 2004, as a tribute to the Velvet 
Underground for an impromptu gig at 
Trophy’s, the band has triggered a relatively 
complex reaction. A three-part series of self- 
released EPs caught the attention of Light in 
the Attic, which issued the band’s epony- 
mous four-song debut in 2006. Recorded 
that June at Cacophony Recorders, where 
Hunt worked as an assistant engineer before 
joining the group, Passover introduced Ryan 
into the mix and garnered significant critical 
acclaim. By November, the band had solidi- 
fied and was living together in East Austin, 
slowly gaining national prominence through 
tours with Black Rebel Motorcycle Club and 



appearances at Bonnaroo and the Austin City 
Limits Music Festival. 

In a movement that’s mirrored the resur- 
rection of visionary Elevators’ singer and local 
icon Roky Erickson, the Angels have breathed 
new life into Texas psych, as evidenced by 
the Austin Psych Fest No. 1. Held at the Red 
Barn on Burnet Road in March, the daylong 


happening, organized and headlined by the 
Angels, elicited the high baptismal glow of 
the bygone Vulcan Gas Company, with local 
artists as diverse as Ringo Deathstarr and the 
Black tuning in and turning on for the occa- 
sion. More telling was the Jungian conscious- 
ness of the audience, a merger of cosmic 
cowboys and deadheads not seen since the 
Armadillo World Headquarters. 

“We’re all like-minded people, and there’s 
a whole community of people like us,” Ryan 
enthuses. “Nowadays everybody wants to be 
on their own trip, but we’re not afraid to turn 



people on to records. That’s one of the cool 
things that happened in the Sixties. All of 
these artists were openly influenced by each 
other. We’re fortunate enough to know a lot of 
talented people, and we can build something 
that’s bigger than this band.” 

The Black Angels recently inked a deal for 
future releases with Suretone, an imprint of 


Interscope, whose roster includes the Cure and 
Pink Spiders, as a means of expanding its vision 
globally. “If we need to go out into the desert and 
get out of our minds to record our next record, 
they’ve basically given us their blessing to do so,” 
Maas enthuses. “We’ll see if it comes to that.”

Directions to See a 
Ghost (Light in 
the Attic) 

“Kurtz discoursed. 

A voice, a voice! It 
rang deep to the 
very last. It survived his strength to hide in 
the magnificent folds of eloquence the barren 
darkness of his heart.” Joseph Conrad’s Heart 
of Darkness beats from the first notes of self- 
released Black Angels EP The Sniper at the 
Gates of Dawn, opening like the helicopters 
of Apocalypse Now and clanging shut atop 
the ventilator blues of “Bloodhounds on My 
Trail.” The Austin quintet’s eponymous, four- 
song “Black Grease” fire for Seattle’s Light 
in the Attic Records (2005) and follow-up LP 
Passover (2006) spelled it out with a single 
credit: “Jennifer Raines, drone machine.” As 
squad leader Alex Maas drones on Passover's 
“The First Vietnamese War,” Charlie’s every- 
where, and he doesn’t mean the Chocolate 
Factory magnate. Sophomore long-player 
Directions to See a Ghost pushes ever deeper, 
into Laos and Cambodia, up the river to ter- 
minate Kurtz. Whereas Passover came wired 
with explosives, Ghost airs out its thrust with 
mercenary inevitability. The end’s near - why 
hurry? This approach torpedoes “18 Years,” 
“Vikings” death march, and 16-minute closer 
“Snake in the Grass,” but Ghost's napalm-fla- 
vored mulch of acoustics, electrics, sitars, and 
tambourines notches another kill with extreme 
prejudice. Doors slamming lyrical impres- 
sionism (“Feel it, in your house. ... Steal it, 
while you’re out”), power-cable riffs writhing 
like a monsoon-lashed python (“Mission 
District”), and the elephantine subthump of 
groaning “Science Killer” prove that Kurtz 
moaned it best: the horror. Liquid fire shoots 
sky high on “Deer-Ree-Shee,” Maas’ “rogue 
sitar” as stinging as the rattlesnake maracas 
and shock therapy guitars of the 8 V 2 -minute 
“Never/Ever.” The Love-era Cult-ification riff 
of “You in Color” and cicada madness (“The 
Return”) confirm that Ghosts come from with- 
in. Conrad, 1902: “His was an impenetrable 
darkness. I looked at him as you peer down 
at a man who is lying at the bottom of a preci- 
pice where the sun never shines.”

lical account referenced in the title of the 
band’s debut, Passover coats its vision of wrath 
and destruction in blood, drawing parallels 
between “The First Vietnamese War” and the 
current war on terror. “Young Men Dead” was 
even used in a trailer for the documentary At 
War earlier this year. 

Similar themes echo throughout Directions 
to See a Ghost, from the Desert Storm death 
rattle of “Vikings” to the ominous foreshadow- 
ing of darker days in “The Return.” “You say 
the Beatles stopped the war,” Maas intones 
through the Orwellian paranoia of “Never/ 
Ever.” “They might’ve helped find a cure, but 
it’s still not over.” 

“We’re still living in the Cold War, facing 
the possibility of nuclear extinction; there’s 
an ongoing arm’s race even if you choose 
not to acknowledge it,” Maas clarifies. “A lot

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of people think that we’re on the cusp of a 
revolution. It’s not a new idea at all. If it’s 
going to happen, it’s going to take synergy. 
The tension builds up from adverse situa- 
tions, and out of that comes the creativity 
and change.” 

That’s part of the reason why Bland, Maas, 
and Ryan formed the Viet Minh, an improvi- 
sational side project that levitates toward the 
stream-of-consciousness soundtracks scored 
by Pink Floyd and Can. 

“It’s a way of veering 
into the unknown and 
examining some of 
those fears,” Ryan nods. 

“That’s the beauty of it, 
and I need that.” 

The John Lennon 
hoot night at Ruta Maya 
proves an ample oppor- 
tunity for the Viet Minh’s 
reappropriation of the 
past. Screening coun- 
ter to the stage, Gimme 
Some Truth: The Making 
of John Lennon’s Imagine 
Album prefaces the per- 
formance, reiterating the 
political deja vu inher- 
ent in the Angels. 

The trio opens with 
“Tomorrow Never Knows,” reducing the 
kaleidoscopic psychedelia of the original 
into a narcotic drum ’n’ bass pattern over 
which Maas spreads a thick organ drone. 
Meandering into a realm of silver apples 
and tangerine dreams, the Viet Minh all but 
abandon the structure of the song, following 
instead its mood and message. 

Turn off your mind, relax, and float down stream. 
It is not dying. It is not dying. 

Lay down all thought; surrender to the void. 

It is shining. It is shining. 

That you may see the meaning of within. 

It is being. It is being. 

Maas thinks of the 
Viet Minh as a think tank 
for future Black Angels 
material. As the three 
drift through “Rain” and 
“I Am the Walrus,” it 
becomes apparent that 
the group doesn’t jam 
so much as dig foxholes, 
fostering vacuums of 
space to filter out the 
surrounding chaos. 

Just when the trip appears to have ended, 
the Tunnels join the band onstage for a rendi- 
tion of “Give Peace a Chance,” a chorus of 
disembodied voices protesting together in hal- 
lucinatory harmony: “All we are saying is give 
peace a chance.” 

Shine On 

Experienced in its entirety, the physical 
effect of Directions to See a Ghost mirrors the 
illusion of Yorick’s skull. In contrast to its 


predecessor, the new album takes longer to 
seep in: The moods are heavier, the move- 
ments more expansive, and the grooves thick 
enough to walk on. Once its full weight has 
sunk in, you can’t escape its haunting. 

Helmed again at Cacophony Recorders 
starting May 2006, the recording process 
began just one month after the release of 
Passover. The sessions didn’t wrap up until 
December of last year. 

“This album had 
more time to develop 
and marinate,” Bland 
relates. “There was a 
lot more collaboration 
and jamming involved. 
The songs evolved as 
we worked them into 
the live sets.” 

Ghost represents the 
accumulation of the Black 
Angels’ journey thus far, 
the classic reverberations 
of “Doves” dating back 
to the band’s initial string 
of self-released EPs. The 
Eastern, sitar-enhanced, 
exploratory exposition 
“Deer-Ree-Shee” ven- 
tures into the realm of 
spirit-possession ceremo- 
nies, while the trephining dual guitars in “You 
on the Run” and “Science Killer” drill straight 
into the mind’s third eye. 

From Ryan’s spiraling “Astronomy Domine” 
guitar lines and Bland’s incensing jug inflec- 
tions to the song’s chaotic “A Day in the Life” 
structuring, “Never/Ever” encapsulates the 
spirit of the original Summer of Love, then 
paints it black. Rendering the song live in 
the band’s practice space in preparation for 
a record store performance in Denton, Bland 
begins on a 12-string electric guitar, erect- 
ing a pacifying musical pattern that morphs 
into a veil of distortion. He leans the instru- 
ment against his amp and bolts behind the 
drum kit, doubling Hunt’s tribal thunder. 
The shapes start to wander as pixilated organ 
circles around Ryan’s 
guitar, floating into the 
horizon like a string- 
less kite and mark- 
ing the Angels’ peak 
ascension to date. 

The concluding, 
16-minute opus, “Snake 
in the Grass,” completes 
the time continuum, 
unfolding a hypnotic 
underworld of somno- 
lent soundscapes and 
sonic-boom guitar fissures. Somewhere in the 
midst of the backward effects and bad vibrations, 
Maas defines the Angels’ ideological doctrine. 

“We encourage you to rethink your precon- 
ceived notions, question authority, and create 
other methods for survival.” 

The words are disfigured beyond compre- 
hensibility, but the directions are understood, 
nonetheless. The ghosts are real. ■

1) Create a screen by wrapping a silk curtain 
tightly around the edges of an empty wood- 
en picture frame.

Emo's, May 5 

“She’s such a Mary Hart.” It took a few 
songs to understand what my friend was saying 
about Kim Deal, how her Cheshire cat smile 
and Midwest rapport with the crowd was not 
a front but rather genuine gratitude and cool- 
ness. Kim and her twin sister, Kelley - the 
core Breeders for close to two decades now - 
wrote much of latest and most personal album 
Mountain Battles while on the road with the 
Pixies in 2004, after stints in rehab. So to see 
the Dayton, Ohio, sisters, greasy-haired and 
middle-aged, standing in front of three Marshall 
stacks purring, “I love no one, and no one loves 
me,” with knowing smiles, was triumphant. 

They talked to the crowd like old friends. “This 
is Kelley,” Kim said, gesturing to her left. “We 
used to be identical twins.” Rounded out by 
bassist Mando Lopez, drummer Jose Medeles, 
and third guitarist “Cheryl,” the band tore 
through 90 minutes of Breeders oeuvre, and 
though the set list thankfully stuck to Mountain 
Battles’ strongest fare (“Night of Joy,” “We’re 
Gonna Rise”), it was the Last Splash material 
that sounded truly timeless. “Divine Hammer,” 
“No Aloha,” “New Year,” “I Just Wanna Get 
Along,” and the inevitable “Cannonball” surged 
and fizzed, a testament to the Deals’ ease 
in writing great pop songs. After a gazillion 
cigarettes, Kim’s voice still sounds amazingly 
honeyed, and the sisters’ psychic twin har- 
monies remain some of the best in indie rock 
history. “Iris” from 1990’s Pod and “Safari” 
from their 1992 EP made 


surprise appearances, as did songs from Kim’s 
mid-1990s band the Amps and covers of fellow 
Daytonians Guided by Voices, as well as the 
Beatles’ “Happiness Is a Warm Gun.” “Stick 
around; it gets weirder,” Mary Hart said before 
the three-song encore with her perma-grin. That 
could be the Breeders’ motto.

Two nights at Emo’s had 
Atmosphere fans seeing double 
after the Minneapolis duo played 
Saturday night as the spitting image 
of Friday’s bash. Fortunately for them, 
their fan base is a devoted and rau- 
cous one, down with whatever Slug 
and Ant bring to the stage. Backed 
by a keyboardist, singer, guitarist, 
and Ant’s turntable/Mac spread, 
the always charismatic Slug (“You 
guys’ll just let me act like any old 
idiot I wanna be”) thrilled two sold- 
out crowds with material from new 
release When Life Gives You Lemons , 
You Paint That Shit Gold as well as an 
ample dose of classics (“Guns and 
Cigarettes,” “Like Today,” “Nothing 
but Sunshine”). Only the technical dif- 
ficulties Friday night - a power outage 
temporarily shutting down Ant’s rig led 
to Slug holding a Q&A session and 
ultimately killed the stage lights for 
the duration of the night - deciphered 
the two shows from each other, Slug 
equating the necessary house lights 
to a house party “back in the day 
in Minnesota.” Eerily dressed both 
nights in jeans, black T, and maroon hoodie, Slug opened “Bird Sings Why the Caged I Know” 
with instructions on how to do his new dance (a caw followed by a “Hallelujah,” all while flap- 
ping your arms) and tweaked “Like Today” to end, “And I’m out, destination Austin.” The faithful 
soaked it. Down the way Saturday night at the Whisky Bar, Daedelus brought a chaotic bender of 
sampled yelps, swirling vocal cues, and relentless bass bumps, phasing from cuts of Nirvana’s 
“Drain You” to Billie Holiday codas. Riding high on hopped-up bumpers, the Los Angeles-based 
spinner worked his set possessed, highlighted by his dancing around a coke-infused riff on Ice 
Cube’s “It Was a Good Day.” Must say the sentiment held true. - Chase Hoffberger

Stubb's, May 2 & 3 

“We’ve never played the 
same set twice,” boasted Jack 
White to the Chronicle prior to 
the 2006 Austin City Limits 
Music Festival. That wasn’t 
saying much then, since the 
newly formed Raconteurs were 
still working the kinks out of 
debut Broken Boy Soldiers, but 
his claim proved paramount 
during the band’s two-night 
stand at Stubb’s. On Friday, « 
the powdered White frontman d 
appeared complacent in the ^ 

background, adding squall- » 

ing electric leads that ruffled 
the curtain backdrop as troubadour Brendan Benson showcased his range through ballads like 
“The Switch and the Spur” and “Many Shades of Black,” both of which sounded a bit lackluster 
without the mariachi trumpets on the originals. Whether manning the keys for a plaintive “You 
Don’t Understand Me” or consoling acoustically with the “Bron-Y-Aur Stomp” of “Top Yourself,” 
which found auxiliary instrumentalist Mark Watrous on fiddle, the spotlight never wavered from 
the White Stripes’ general, and only when he embraced it during the thunderous “Broken Boy 
Soldier” and “Store Bought Bones” did the set truly ripple. Immediately apparent from the energy 
of both nights’ opener, “Consoler of the Lonely,” the Raconteurs were predictably more com- 
fortable and personable on Saturday. Benson and White established a more dynamic balance 
through the call-and-response layering of “Level,” a righteous reading of Terry Reid’s “Rich Kids 
Blues,” and the frantic “Salute Your Solution,” seamlessly strung together and accelerated by the 
Greenhornes’ tandem of drummer Patrick Keeler and bassist Jack Lawrence. The highlight both 
nights came from set and debut LP closer “Blue Veins,” White’s shrieking solos and plaintive 
cries of devotion channeling both Page and Plant, especially during Saturday’s rendition, which 
started starkly on piano and progressed to an incinerating meltdown of guitar. Ending each eve- 
ning’s encore with rousing, Dylan-esque narrative “Carolina Drama,” the Raconteurs proved to be 
men of White’s word. - Austin Powell

GUY CLARK, JOE ELY, LYLE LOVETT, & JOHN HIATT 

Paramount Theatre, May 5 & 6 

Two completely sold-out shows. Two nights with the best singer-songwriters the world has to 
offer. Imagine an ocean of songs with four guitars paddling the way, featuring the gruff patriarch 
with a tender heart (and unexpected broken leg), the greasy rocker from the flatlands, a Hoosier 
with a funky side, and the shy, well-dressed Aggie with a crooked smile. Guy Clark, Joe Ely, John 
Hiatt, and Lyle Lovett have been doing these writer-in-the-round performances since 1989, yet sur- 
prisingly, this was their first Austin appearance together. Judging by its success, it won’t be their 
last. While similar in many ways, each night had distinct differences. Monday felt like an event. The 
audience’s anticipation was palpable, down to folks clamoring for tickets that didn’t exist at the 
box office. The foursome didn’t disappoint. Clark broke the ice with “L.A. Freeway,” but it wasn’t 
until Lovett pretended to interview Hiatt that the night’s solemnity loosened up. The second night 
came off freer, down to a startled Shawn Colvin being pulled out of the audience to join in for the 
encore. Both shows overflowed with unequaled storytelling, harrowing glimpses of the heart, and 
more than a few good-natured chuckles. Tuesday’s sequence of Ely’s audience revving “Me and 
Billy the Kid,” a request for “Seven Little Indians” from Hiatt, Lovett’s delicate “South Texas Girl,” 
and the tear-inducing ode to Clark’s father, “The Randall Knife” - its author having to leave the 
stage after singing it - was a daunting display many won’t soon forget. Both nights rounded out 
with the quartet trading verses on Woody Guthrie’s “This Land Is Your Land,” a nod to the godfa- 
ther of all singer-songwriters, that scattered some of the Paramount’s ghosts and warmly lit the 
way out to a buzzing Congress Avenue. - Jim Caligiuri

“Many of my young patients think about 
getting plastic surgery the way they’d think 
about getting their hair done,” explained Dr. 
David Alessi of Beverly Hills, Calif., who is 
still amazed at women’s willingness to endure 
“extreme” cosmetic alterations. Vaginal reju- 
venation (labiaplasty) might be the most sen- 
sational procedure, but surgeons also do fore- 
head implants and ankle and shoulder liposuc- 
tion, break and reset jaws to tweak smiles, and 
lengthen or shorten toes (for “toe cleavage” 
with certain shoes).

Since then, he said 
on the video (reported by WLOX-TV in April) : 
“Church groups have not come through; the 
government has not come through; insurance 
has not come through like was promised,” and, 
“Somebody has to fight to get these things back 
and going. ” According to WLOX-TY the house 
that stockbroker Petro lost was 2,500 square 
feet, and the replacement he’s pleading for 
help with is 6,000 square feet. Said Petro to the 
station, “I’m not too proud to ask.” 


• Jerome Kerviel told reporters in April that 
he is planning to sue Societe Generale bank in 
Paris for unfair dismissal, even though he is the 
“rogue” derivatives trader the bank says cost it 
the equivalent of about $7.5 billion by making 
risky, unauthorized deals that came to light in 
January and for which he is under indictment 
for fraud. Kerviel pointed to an independent 
investigator’s conclusion that SocGen man- 
agement had ignored 75 warning signs about 
Kerviel’s trades and continued to support him, 
but SocGen said Kerviel doctored paperwork to 
disguise trades.

• Cumberland County, Pa., Commissioner 
Bruce Barclay resigned in April after disclosure 
that he had built a hidden video system in his 
home and recorded as many as 500 sexual epi- 
sodes with unknowing men. While the videos 
may have violated state law (investigation is 
underway), one of them has exonerated Barclay 
of a separate rape charge filed by a 20-year-old 
man, in that the video evidenced a consensual 
relationship. (The young man has been charged 
with making a false police report.) 

• Instant Karma: 1) In March in Leesburg, 
Va., driver’s license test-taker Nita Sureka 
was told by the examiner to park beside the 
Department of Motor Vehicles building, but 
she accidentally crashed into it, tearing a hole 
in the wall and forcing the department to close 
for the day. 2) The Manitoba, Canada, Bar 
Association, which was hoping to file a brief 
in a controversial police investigation case in 
Winnipeg in March, announced it would have 
to forgo participation because it lacked suf- 
ficient funds to hire a lawyer.

• Astrid Literski, in prison after pleading guilty 
to murdering her 4-year-old daughter in 2003, 
is due in tax court in Halifax, Nova Scotia, in 
May to argue that she should not have to give 
back 1,296 Canadian dollars in tax benefits she 
was wrongly paid for the child during 2002. 
Actually, the girl was living with her father at 
the time, but Literski says she deserved the tax 
benefits, anyway, because she provided “emo- 
tional” support.

The Chinati Foundation’s museum 

in Marfa is like no other art museum in 
Texas. The Big Bend sky and the des- 
ert landscape fading into the Chinati 
Mountains on the horizon are elements 
of the minimalist artwork. 

Established in 1986 by artist Donald 
Judd, the museum displays his work as 
well as permanent and traveling exhibi- 
tions by a long list of other notable art- 
ists. The galleries are in former military 
buildings that utilize space and light in 
a way that few other art-exhibition 
houses can. The environment becomes 
a part of the overall experience. 

Originally from Missouri, Judd 
attracted attention in the art world 
before he graduated from Columbia 
University. By his mid-40s, the sculptor, 
painter, and architect was planning his 
escape from the Big Apple. Touring the 
American Southwest looking for a place 
to relocate, Judd stumbled upon Marfa 
and moved there in 1972. 

A little more than 60 miles from the 
Mexican border and nearly 200 miles 
from El Paso, Marfa has always been a 
bit isolated. Compared to the other 
parts of West Texas, the weather is 
remarkably mild here due to the town’s | 
location on a high plateau between 
mountain ranges. Rich in Hispanic cul- 
ture accented with old ranching fami- 
lies, Marfa was a place satisfied with 
its own slow pace before the world 
came knocking at its door. 

Home of the mysterious Marfa lights, the seat of Presidio County really 
got noticed when the film crew of Giant moved into the Hotel Paisano. A 
recluse from the New York art world didn’t cause much of a stir in town, 
even when he began buying up vacant warehouses and office buildings in 
downtown for his home, studio, and galleries. 

In 1979, Judd purchased the former U.S. Army base on the southern 
edge of town and turned it into a unique art space. Fort D.A. Russell 
opened as Camp Marfa in response to the Mexican Revolution in 1911. 
The fort served as a military training base until it was closed in 1933 but 
was regarrisoned in 1935. During World War II, the post saw its greatest 
activity with buildings added, trees planted, and infrastructure installed. 
The Army finally left for good in 1946, and by 1949, most of the land had 
been sold to individuals. 


From the original structures, Judd 
took two former artillery sheds and 
remodeled them into galleries with 
lots of windows that illuminated 
100 milled aluminum boxes. Some 
of the former barracks were turned 
into galleries for other artists and 
temporary exhibits. The cafeteria 
building was left as Judd found it, 
complete with a faded mural paint- 
ed by the former prisoners of war at 
the camp. 

According to my tour guide, Judd 
entertained many famous friends and 
artists in Marfa before he died in 
1994. Claes Oldenburg and Coosje 
van Bruggen were two regulars. The 
couple began collaborating in 1971 
on large outdoor sculptures when 
they installed a 41-foot trowel stuck 
in the ground in the Netherlands. 

They followed that with 11-foot bil- 
liard balls, 26-foot pliers and a 
26-foot screwdriver, and four 17-foot 
shuttlecocks. You get the idea. 

Oldenburg was wandering the 
grounds of the decommissioned fort 
when he came across a simple con- 
crete headstone for Louie, “the last 
cavalry horse” in the U.S. Army. The 
artists thought the spirited and 
faithful mount deserved better. The 
19-foot rusted and bent horseshoe 
with oversized bent nails that the 
couple built against the backdrop of 
the prairie captures the spirit of West Texas as well as any work of art. 

The Chinati Foundation is open only for guided tours. Tours consist of 
about two miles of walking and begin at 10am and 2pm, Wednesday 
through Sunday. Admission is $10 for adults and $5 for students and 
seniors. Slots on the tours are limited, so make a reservation early at 
432/729-4362 or at www.chinati.org. 

The Judd Foundation maintains the artist’s former home and galleries in 
downtown Marfa. Public tours of La Mansana de Chinati/The Block are 
offered Wednesday through Sunday at 4:30pm. Studio tours are on Friday at 
2pm. Space is very limited on the tours and advance reservations are 
required.

The promotion is a huge and somewhat unexpected boon 
for the nascent Austin Aztex, who just saw their partner- 
ship with Stoke go up in value tenfold. The Aztex Under-23 
team, fittingly, had played the first game in their history just 
about 12 hours earlier in El Paso, also a 0-0 draw.

Sunday against Leicester City that guaranteed them a sec- 
ond-place finish in the English League Championship and 
a first-ever promotion to the English Premier League next 
season. Stoke has a storied past, dating back to 1863 
and the earliest beginnings of association football, but 
they haven’t been in the English top division since 1985, 
before the Premier League was formed.

So I’ve made a promise to myself, but please don’t 
hold me to it, because I reserve the right to break it. 
Sometime this summer, I am going to jump out of an 
airplane. An airborne airplane, I mean, with a para- 
chute on my back. Or, at least, with a tandem jump- 
master on my back, who has a parachute on his back. 

I don’t care how ballsy you are: Going skydiving for 
the fist time is kind of a big deal. You’re choosing to 
do something patently mad, and chances are, you 
probably have no clue why, except that it’s supposed 
to be fun. “You’re going to love it!” everyone says. 
“It’s amazing! You have to do it!” 

These people have no less an authority than the 
18th century British philosopher Edmund Burke to 
back them up. “Whatever is fitted in any sort to excite 
the ideas of pain and danger ... or operates in a man- 
ner analogous to terror, is a source of the sublime,” 
Burke wrote. Danger, he said, is delightful. Pain is 
pleasure. Somehow these masochistic play experienc- 
es restore us. They make us feel whole again. 

“Stop thinking so much about it!” Stefka 
Dakijeva told me a couple of weeks ago. “Just do 
it!” A Bulgarian, she was in Texas for a conference, 
had a day off, decided to drive out to the Texas 
Skydiving Center in Lexington, about an hour east of 
Austin, and jump out of a plane. Just like that. 

So had Austin’s Andy Roddick, I’m told. Apparently, 
he had been there the day before. Somebody had 
given him a gift certificate. (Andy does pretty well for 
himself playing tennis, but evidently he hates to see a 
perfectly good gift certificate go to waste.) 

I wish I were made more like the Stefka Dakijevas 
and Andy Roddicks of the world. On that day, I was 
filming a documentary, so my forking over the $150 
for a tandem jump was off the table. At least that was 
my excuse - I had work to do! - and I’m sticking to it. 

Still, for all my trepidation, my visit to the Texas 
Skydiving Center was reassuring. Oddly, it was Bre 
Hall who most emboldened me, not the self-pos- 
sessed jumpmasters in their multicolored jumpsuits. 
Hall is the girl who packs the chutes. She’s 16 and 
working on her GED. Given the gravity of the job, I 
would think a doctorate was required. 

On second thought, I know people with doctorates. 
I’d sooner put my life in Hall’s hands. Hall gets it. 

She understands my apprehensions. When she a lit- 
tle kid, she told me, some stuff happened, and trust 
has never come easily to her. That’s why she is so 
intent on being so trustworthy herself. 

I won’t say that’s all I needed to hear. I still have to 
screw up my courage. But when I finally do, it’ll be me 
I’m worried about. Me crapping my pants. Not Hall.

Speed the Plow 

Austin Playhouse, through May 11 
Running time: 1 hr, 50 min 

Every screenwriter, playwright, and wordsmith out there has felt the stinging blow of rejec- 
tion some time - or many times - in their life. Some writers take their rejection with an extra 
shot of whiskey. Others give up. And a few aim to get even, like David Mamet, whose scathing 
portrait of the film industry, Speed the Plow, is currently being produced by Austin Playhouse. 

Speed the Plow centers around Bobby Gould, the newly promoted head of 
production at a Hollywood studio. Gould, played with great timing and delivery 
by Ken Bradley, has been around the Hollywood block: After 25 years of paying 
his dues, he’s finally made it. Into his office waltzes Charlie Fox, an underling 
of Gould’s who has been toiling 20 years, looking for a big break. And now he 
has it. 

This break comes in the form of a celebrity-backed buddy script set in a 
prison. Fox takes the project to Gould, and the two blustery producers profuse- 
ly thank, agree, and congratulate each other for their good fortunes. With the 
green-light meeting only a day away, the two get to fantasizing about the gobs 
of cash they’re about to make. 

Amidst their revelries, Fox and Gould make a chest-beating wager about whether or not 
Gould can pick up Karen, the unassuming temp manning Gould’s phone. Gould lures her to 
his house under the premise of giving an artsy novel a courtesy read, but the book’s effect on 
her - and her effect on him - cause an unexpected shift in the industry vet’s morals. 

Mamet’s take on the film world isn’t hard to decipher. What initially seems like an allegory 
of the battle between arts and business for entertainment’s heart devolves because everyone 
in Hollywood is ultimately jostling for power. Karen, who speaks of purity, wants the same thing 
as Charlie Fox: someone who will listen to and respect her. “No one loves me for myself,” 
Gould says. That is a frightening world of which to be a part. 

And while our tendency may be to choose artistic integrity over selling out for a cheap buck, 
Mamet represents this purity with a novel called The Bridge , or Radiation and the Half-Life of 
Society. The book’s excerpts sound absurdly awful, like a cheesy self-help guide concerning 
the apocalypse. And radiation. Is Mamet implying, then, that we should align ourselves with 
the humdrum prison script blockbuster? Hardly. In the playwright’s typically cynical fashion, he 
offers no solution, silver lining, or hope to grab on to. 

Mamet always manages to include plenty of biting dialogue, punches, curse words, and 
conflict, even if his characters don’t change at the end. It’s surprising, then, how much of that 
edge the Playhouse’s production polishes off. Despite her frank admission that she used sex 
to get ahead, Hallie Martin’s Karen acts and dresses very chaste, as if her sexual manipula- 
tion were accidental or unintended. Likewise, for all their crass comments on women and 
wealth, neither Charlie Fox nor Bobby Gould is presented as glint-eyed, hard-edged, or ruth- 
less. Smarmy, maybe, and greedy. Sure. But despite the verbal and physical intensity of the 
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final scene, Speed the Plow, as co-directed by Michael Stuart and Lara Toner is as genial a 
production of Mamet as you could expect to see. 

It should be noted that Mamet has written and directed a mixed-martial arts movie, 
Redbelt, which opens this month - proof that even the critic can become a commodity in 
Hollywood if he gains enough acclaim. Speed the Plow tells you all you thought you knew 
about the sleaziness of the film industry with the sharp phrases and bursting moments 
Mamet is known for. - Avimaan Syam

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The lights come up on a stage littered with figures in heavy 
coats who sit slumped in doorways and around stacked 
crates. So still and silent are they that, were it not for the 
lined faces peering out from the upturned collars and woolen 
scarves, you might take them for heaps of winter clothes. But 
then come the men in long coats and narrow eyes, who poke 
and prod these worn souls and hold out their hands expec- 
tantly, forcing them to rise and produce papers that the 
men pore over with a predator’s gaze. Freedom and 
imprisonment, even life and death, hover over this 
railroad platform in the breath- 
less moment before the sneering 
men nod dismissively, thrust the 
papers back, and stride on. 

This grim setting of weary 
peasants and authoritarian 
police hardly seems the world of 
Peter and the Wolf. Where are the 
animals, the amusing creatures who 
purr, tweet, and quack around the cottage that 
Peter calls home? And where is the resourceful boy himself, 
the one who stops the lupine menace stalking the Russian 
countryside? Fear not, dear audience, they’re there, as is 
Prokofiev’s beloved score, but in this new telling, adaptors 
Leslie Hollingsworth and Julianna Wright take a little time 
to reveal them to you. First, they want you to see the world 
in which Prokofiev wrote his charming tale, the world of the 
Soviet Union under Stalin just prior to World War II. Beset 
as it is by poverty and repression, it’s not a place where it’s 
easy to believe in magic, and the boy named Peter admits 
that he doesn’t to the man who has struck up a conversa-

tion with him. But this man, whose name is Sergei (!), has 
a different idea, and he begins to spin a yarn for the boy, 
about a wolf terrorizing a village and the plucky lad who stops 
him (with a bit of assistance from a duck, a bird, a cat, and 
his grandfather). And as Sergei introduces each character, 
a snatch of music breaks the air, and one of the previously 
inert figures huddled about this train station springs to life 
and becomes that character, revealing his or her person- 
ality through brightly set dance steps and gestures. 
Before long, we’re deep in the story, with all of our 
familiar friends prancing, skipping, and 
stamping about to the catchy strains of 
Prokofiev’s music. 

Second Youth doesn’t really need the 
framing device of Stalinist Russia to 
make this production work. The 
performers take to their charac- 
ters with such zest and execute 
the steps of choreographers David 
Ponton and Karen Olson with such joy that each 
is able to captivate us almost instantly. And it was certainly 
clear at the opening performance that some of the young- 
est patrons would have preferred not to have had to wait 
to see Bird, Cat, Duck, and all the rest. But the company 
has employed this strategy many times through the 
seasons, almost always to great effect. It treats the 
story as theatrical, as an outsized version of “let’s 
pretend,” with ordinary objects being transformed 
into whatever the story requires by imagination 
and our own beliefs. And the second layer of 
story provided by the framing device gives those 


of us who already know how things come out something new 
to consider that may perhaps enrich our understanding of a 
story we thought we knew. 

In this case, we’re reminded that even in times of hardship 
and privation and sorrow, there are things that can break 
through the cold and warm us, that can give us a kind 
of magic: Stories. Music. Dance. They know no 
time and no limit. Even in the midst of winter, 
a boy may still do a jaunty kick, and birds 
will sing. - Robert Faires

Ali Fitzgerald should write a screenplay with all the 
characters in her paintings, drawings, and now small 
sculptural objects. Fitzgerald started with the women 
from the Wild West, creating a whole mythology around 
particular female outlaws, which ended up as the sub- 
ject/content for “On Virgin Land,” her 2005 show at 
Art Palace. Now, she returns to the gallery with “Swan 
School; The Matriculation,” a show built around a char- 
acter called Sad Little White Girl, who is imprisoned in 
the privileged East Coast boarding school of the title. In 
an interview, Fitzgerald spoke about her 
interest in literature and her fascination 
with characters: “I love epic novels like 
Steinbeck’s The Grapes of Wrath and 
Dostoevsky’s Crime and Punishment, any- 
thing long and depressing. I’m also a big 
Flannery O’Connor fan; I think her short 
stories are incredible. I was always an 
avid reader, and I think this might be why 
my pieces are so character-driven.” 

In the current show, Fitzgerald creates two distinctly 
different spaces in Art Palace: one filled with gilded, gold- 
framed, gold-paper cutouts and the other filled with two 
incredibly lonely sculptures/installations. In the latter, 
Fitzgerald sets the scene with a small carriage resting 
on the floor paired with a chandelier hanging from the 
ceiling. Both objects evoke the beginning of an epic tale. 
The small boat or lace-decorated baby carriage appears 
to be floating down a river made of canvas and modeling 
paste (although all I can imagine is cake frosting for a 
wedding-cake sculpture or a baby-shower present). The 
titles alone tell you the literary nature of the work: Not 
simple pleasures. Scene opens five times , a looming cradle 
is lowered as a cream-heavy chandelier chases and finally 
engorges it. And from the wetness and lace comes a girl. 
Her exit , so different from the others is slow and weak. No 
toothy explosion , no triumphant rearing head. Just a finger. 
(Sesame Street music box plays slowly). The river spills 
out onto even smaller paper cutouts, which are meant to 
be Sad Little White Girl’s toys, except that they are made 
up of sharks and splinters, or so the title says. 



The centerpiece is a huge canvas backdrop of the 
boarding school, a Gothic cathedral interior that brings 
the narrative into focus with three stations and perspec- 
tives. Fitzgerald has shifted the scale to make the viewing 
experience optimal from the floor of the gallery, as if you 
were sitting to watch a puppet theatre for children. In front 
of the backdrop are three watercolor, modeling paste, and 
foamcore mobiles explaining Sad Little White Girl’s future 
and past. The sculptural objects set the stage for the nar- 
rative based around the female heroine, Sad Little White 
Girl, and provoke a particular reaction and set of emo- 
tions. Each piece is obsessively worked over so that the 
modeling paste becomes a three-dimensional line, and 
the blend of wire with canvas makes the canvas act as a 
structural material and less of a painterly object. 

Fitzgerald has been through her own growing pains with 
this body of work, moving from the giant, mural-sized can- 
vas of “On Virgin Land” to the three-dimensional objects 
and hanging sculptures of “Swan School.” In addition, 
the narrative has grown more intimate and even slightly 
autobiographical. On the one hand, Fitzgerald has made 
an incredible leap in terms of materials and content, 
with her work containing a revealing openness in both 
the subject matter and her attempts to create something 
three-dimensional that still holds true to her painterly 
vision. On the other hand, the work lacks a kind of cohe- 
sion, and the loss of the figure as the central focus 
becomes slightly problematic. 

Since the Austin Museum of Art “20 to Watch” show, 
Fitzgerald has gotten a better grasp of the materials and 
improved tremendously in creating a more stable struc- 
ture, but all this working out of ideas while exhibiting 
causes me to doubt her artistic direction. Maybe it is a 
good thing to see an artist teasing out her ideas in pub- 
lic, but sometimes I just want to enter into the final prod- 
uct after she has figured out the materials, gone through 
the growing pains, and been able to assess whether the 
narrative and characters work with the materials and 
objects presented. I feel like I never get that opportunity 
with Fitzgerald, because she is changing her process so 
rapidly from show to show. - Rachel Cook

Then She 
Found Me

Hunt’s debut as a film director 
makes me glad she found us. This 
story about a 39-year-old woman 
whose biological clock is ticking 
loudly and whose life is not turning 
out as planned is 
a work of maturity 
- at least in its 
humanist perspec- 
tive if not always 
its cinematic 
scope. The film 
delivers a nice 
blend of drama, 
comedy, and the 
unknown, in other 
words, an accurate reflection of life 
as we live it. Based on a novel by 
Elinor Lipman, Then She Found Me 

finds just the right tone for detailing its heroine’s problems. It’s neither 
a sob story nor a satire, which helps make the character’s problems 
seem both genuine and worthy of exploration. Hunt also stars as April 
Epner, the story’s central figure, a casting choice that was probably a 
necessity for getting the movie financed but a wearying position for a 
first-time filmmaker to find herself in. This factor no doubt contributes 
to the drab appearance of April, a plain-Jane New York schoolteacher 
who, on the verge of 40, marries a mama’s boy from the neighborhood 
(Broderick) in order to start a family. Her own mother has advised her 
to adopt, but April wants a biological baby. April, having been adopted 
herself, rudely insists to her adopted mother that there’s a discern- 
ible difference. In short order, April’s husband abandons her, then her 
mother dies, leaving April a mother to no one and a daughter to none. 
During this time, two individuals enter her life - Frank (Firth), the single 
dad of one of her young students, and Bernice (Midler), the woman 
who claims she’s April’s birth mother. Bernice is a morning TV host, the 
kind of yenta who specializes in instant sincerity and is a pathological 


liar. (For starters, she tells April that Steve McQueen is her biological 
father.) Yet Midler plays the character with lovely control, creating a 
realistic human being who also suffers from unrequited needs, rather 
than a cartoonish and self-centered busybody. Of course, one could 
look at the scenario and see little more than a simplistic substitution 
of one mother for another and one ex-husband for the quintessential 
Mr. Darcy. However, the screenplay has more subtle complications to 
its credit and never strays far from what’s realistic. (The film is espe- 
cially satisfying in regard to April’s expression of her Judaism.) Hunt’s 
visual palette often looks as drab as the character she plays, but the 
film’s rhythms are well-tailored yet pliant. A scene at a benefit for one 
of Midler’s pet causes, River Keepers, rates a smile, but when Salman 
Rushdie shows up in the role of April’s gynecologist, the odd casting 
may take a viewer out of the movie for a second.

While Mamet’s new film, Redbelt, is a 
distinctly Mametian work, in which the play- 
wright and film writer/ director’s signature 
motifs of honor, trickery, and manhood are 
all present, the movie may also represent 
a newer, more commercial approach to 
storytelling for the filmmaker. Certainly less 
profane in its language than many a Mamet 
outing, Redbelt is also more conventional 
in its narrative sources and ambitions. 
Redbelt is essentially a Hollywood B-movie, 
a story about a fighter forced into the ring 
by lousy circumstances and unscrupulous 
promoters. Although we’re familiar with this 
plot’s outline, Mamet and his outstanding 
leading man, Ejiofor, as the fighter Mike 
Terry, imbue the film with tonalities and 
perspectives that freshen the formula and 
make it also seem an especially personal 
allegory for Mamet’s contradictory impulses 
regarding the commerce of Hollywood. 

Terry is a jujitsu teacher who operates his 


own dojo in a seedy area of Los Angeles. 
He is a gentle man despite his lethal 
capabilities, a man whom his wife (Braga) 
derides as “too pure” to fight profession- 
ally and bring in some much-needed money 
to their marriage. When a bizarre random 
occurrence causes a police officer’s gun 
to go off in the opening sequence, it shat- 


ters the school’s plate-glass storefront 
and sets off a chain of events that have 
dire consequences for Terry and the cop 
(Martini), who is his prize student. All the 
lessons we hear Terry trying to burn into 
his students as they practice in those 
opening moments are forgotten as Terry, 
himself, becomes drawn down the rabbit 
hole of his own troubles (which arrive in 
the guise of success). Reminders that “a 
man distracted is a man defeated” and 
that “there’s always an escape” are the 
kind of mental principles he reiterates to 
his students as they attempt to free them- 
selves from choke holds. However, these 
governing ideas fly from his cortex when 
he meets the movie star Chet Frank (Allen, 
in a subdued but confident dramatic turn) 
and becomes seduced by celebrity and its 
promises to turn his financial fortunes. 
Terry’s distraction leads to his capitulation 
to a deal to enter a mixed-martial arts bout 
for the $50,000 purse, but he finds out too 
late that the deal is crooked. In the clos- 
ing sequences, Terry seems to remember 
some of his own advice - either embrace 
force or deflect it - and he starts deflect- 
ing like crazy. Unfortunately, Mamet’s 
visual skills are not on par with his writing 
skills. Both the opening and closing scenes 
of Redbelt contain poorly staged actions 
that impede viewer comprehension. The 
various members of the Brazilian cartel 
that appear to run the fights are ill-defined 
and tend toward broad stereotypes, 
although the martial arts milieu neverthe- 
less has a realistic vibe (enhanced by 
the appearance of several real-life fight- 
ers and the professionalism of Mamet’s 
regular coterie of actors). In the end, 
Redbelt prevails, just as Terry teaches his 
students to prevail, but getting there isn’t 
always pretty. - Marjorie Baumgarten

SPEED RACER

There’s more story, heart, and - cutting 
to the chase, the quick, and the dead - 
pure, unadulterated fun contained within a 
scant five minutes of Rockstar Games’ new 
Grand Theft Auto IV video game than there 
is in the whole of Speed Racer, which rais- 
es some very intriguing questions about the 
future of big-budget Hollywood hot air and 
the even more grandiosely budgeted gaming 
industry. Former Matrices the Wachowski 
brothers populate their shiny, happy, CGI- 
drenched Hot Wheels world with living, 
breathing, identifiably organic actors: Into 
the Wild’s Hirsch as Speed, a mountainous 
Goodman as Pops, Oscar-winner Sarandon 
as Mrs. Racer, a preposterously perky Ricci 
as Speed’s best gal Trixie, and so on.

ing bulldog of a CEO (Allam, seen in the 
Wachowski-scripted and infinitely better V 
for Vendetta) vows to either buy out Speed’s 
mom-and-pop outfit or wipe the track with 
the entire Racer clan, Speed smartly opts 
for the big wipeout. Simultaneously sens- 
ing trouble while mourning his missing 
brother and mentor, Rex (Porter), he breaks 
familial rank and aligns himself with the 
masked mystery man Racer X (hint: it’s not 
Death Race 2000's David Carradine) and a 
cocksure Japanese racer (played by South 
Korean megawatt superstar Rain). The 
outcome, of course, is never in question to 
anyone over the age of 5. The outrageously 
eye-popping visuals are indeed psychedelic 
in both flavor and execution (this film owes 
everything to Japanese anime and Timothy 
Leary alike), but after 30 minutes of Roy 
Lichtenstein-on-acid imagery, it’s all you 
can do not to fidget your way out of the 
theatre and onto ESPN’s NASCAR coverage. 
The Wachowskis’ big, unspoken, vaguely 
transgressive joke is that their Speed Racer 
experience - I just can’t bring myself to call 
this garish tantrum a “movie” - is akin to 
nothing so much as diving face first into a 
rainbow-hued bowl of methamphetamine- 
laced cinematic Jell-0. It’s a giddy rush for 
a moment or two, but the comedown is 
long and harsh, and you’ll need one hel- 
luva nap afterward. That brings me back to 


Grand Theft Auto IV, a recent discovery by 
this writer who up until recently shunned 
video games for fear of never leaving his 
living room again. Well, draw the shades, 
and fuck that noise. Grand Theft Auto IV 
is the antithesis of Speed Racer, and a 
vastly superior entertainment in every way, 
medium be damned. It’s a nuanced, mas- 
terfully written, and lovingly - but realistically 
- designed piece of pop-cultural American 
art masquerading as an obsessive time- 
killer. The sad irony of Speed Racer vs. 

GTA IV is that Rockstar’s game places digi- 
tally created, inorganic characters into an 
instantly recognizable environment suffused 
in every pixel with honest-to-goodness sto- 
rytelling - and then proceeds to make you 
care about them to the point of tears. The 
Wachowskis’ hyperbolic, tangerine-flavored, 
metal-flake freakout, on the other hand, has 
plenty of flesh-and-blood performers milling 
about, strenuously attempting to advance 
Speed Racer’s minimal plot, but nary an 
honest emotion in sight. Speed Racer. Color 
him go, go, gone. (And that goes double for 
Chim Chim.) - Marc Savlov

For all its bright lights and ersatz glitz, 
Las Vegas can be a dispiriting place, loud 
and desperate, thick with smoke and 
dogged by a groupthink tight-grinned direc- 
tive: You will have fun in Vegas. There’s 
something of that same desperation 
and forced cheer in this jaded comedy of 
unmarriage starring two Hollywood actors 
known for their prankishness and pluck. 
Overplucked here, turns out: Diaz and 
Kutcher practically pant with franticness try- 
ing to convice us that these! yuks! are! fun! 
They play two halves of a one-night stand 
that turns into a quickie marriage; plans 
for an annulment derail when husband and 
wife win a $3 million jackpot and a sadistic 
judge (Dennis Miller) sentences them to six 
months of “hard marriage” before they can 
divorce and/or touch the money. A strident 
Diaz plays against type, shackling the good- 
time gal to play a tightly wound Wall Street 
she-warrior recovering from a bad breakup. 
Sans her elastic charm, Diaz recalls Ellen 
Barkin’s ice-in-th e-veins but shows none of 
that actress’ tempering smolder. Kutcher 
plays to his strengths - unemployed 
frat-boy humor - but watching him try to 
smooth his pretty face into lovesick sincer- 
ity is like watching a bucket bang around 
a well long gone dry. Both the actors and 
the characters they play are a terrible 
mismatch, but then screenwriter Dana Fox 
has something of a fetish for awkward 
couplings: Her last go-round, The Wedding 
Date, was girl-meets-paid male escort. 
British director Vaughan previously made 
the sweet coming-of-age film Starter for 10 
and the accomplished BBC adaptation of 
Trollope’s He Knew He Was Right but here 
shows none of the sensitivity or distinction 
of those pictures. And if you’re gonna hire 
one of the funniest American comedians 
working today - Zach Galifianakis - and 
shove him to the side of the frame, then 
frankly, you can take what happens in 
Vegas, keep it in Vegas, and keep the rest 
of the us out of it. - Kimberley Jones

directed, produced, edited, and co-wrote), 
a character who could easily have been 
plucked from the cast of another indepen- 
dent film set in Austin, Richard Linklater’s 
Slacker. Without a penny to his name, or 
any apparent ambition to earn one, he gets 
by on an eccentric mixture of self-delusion, 
frantic energy, and the generosity of others. 
Then there’s Ron (co-writer Steeples, who 
plays Crabman on TV’s My Name Is Earl), 
a successful New York poet whom Jake 
hasn’t seen in five years but who comes to 
Austin to be the best man at his wedding. 
The problem is that, during those five years, 
Ron (who now goes by the nom de plume 
Duke Eloquent) has not only become suc- 
cessful; he’s become a self-righteous zealot 
spreading the gospel of personal evolution 
and strength, a gospel Jake is barely even 
familiar with. (The one Eloquent poem we’re 
treated to may as well be a direct shot at 
his former buddy: “How are you going to 
allow anchor friends to hold you down like 
chained ankles on battlegrounds when we’re 
grown now?” Ouch.) Ford and Steeples 
have been acting together for years, and 
their familiar back-and-forth is the heart 
of When Is Tomorrow. Like a hyperactive 
Oscar Madison and a bohemian Felix Unger, 
Jake and Ron go at each other in extended 
verbal jousts that are dripping with pas- 
sive aggression and stored-up bitterness, 
and that feel like they were plucked out of 
the real lives of real friends. It’s a story as 
old as time itself, warmly and idiosyncrati- 
cally told: Boy befriends boy, boy outgrows 
boy, boy loses to boy at pingpong, boy gets 
revenge on boy by publishing a collection 
of angry haiku. (Opens Saturday. Alamo 
Ritz: Saturday-Sunday with Ford , Steeples , 
and Bettis in attendance and a half-hour of 
comedy warm-up from Steeples on Saturday;

As Kate Holbrook, a successful 37-year-old 
executive with no social life but a burning desire 
for a baby, Fey is supposed to be the solid (if 
insecure) sun around which a whole solar system 
of eccentrics revolves, including Fey’s former SNL 
cast mate Poehier as Angie, a lower-class brat 
whom Kate hires to be her surrogate, and Martin 
as Kate’s blissed-out, ponytailed boss at Round 
Earth Organic Market. Instead, Fey is perpetually 
tentative, either unwilling or unable to throw herself 
into the role of a no-longer-young single woman 
with a pounding biological clock and a natural 
neuroticism. Just like it is in the world of SNL that 
Fey, Poehier, and McCullers sprang from, the choice 
gets made time and again to aim not for the 
high road but for the great, big, fat, juicy, unchal- 
lenging, uncontroversial middle ground, where 
everybody’s laughing but nothing is all that funny.

DR. SEUSS' HORTON HEARS A WHO!

For my money, I’ve never seen anything much 
wrong with the animated Chuck Jones version of 
this Seuss tale, made for TV in 1970. But every- 
thing needs an update, I suppose, and this new 
animated feature does the job nicely, staying true 
to the playfulness of the Seussian rhymes and 
messages while ably adding in new bits of busi- 
ness to expand Seuss’ verse to feature length. 
Carrey’s general tendency toward comic mania is 
gently toned down, allowing the rubbery elephant 
Horton to seem more a lovable goofball than a 
frenzied nut job, and Carell’s readings as the Mayor 
of Who-ville are perfectly on target. Twentieth 
Century Fox’s animation is in the mold of their 
previous films Ice Age and Robots : a nice blend 


of rudimentary and inventive touches. The story’s 
key refrain, “A person’s a person no matter how 
small,” speaks directly to children’s experience of 
the world; thus, this new movie should enjoy a long 
life.

Pacino’s fall from grace to Iconic American 
Actor Most Likely to Appear in a Mediocre Movie 
reaches its nadir here, following several other 
ill-conceived roles in Two for the Money, Gigli, 
and SlmOne - all to varying degrees crimes or 
misdemeanors. Pacino’s weathered features and 
the gravelly timbre of his snake-oil smooth voice 
remain seductive as ever, but 88 Minutes imparts 
little more than a dull patina of prechewed, pro- 
cedural formulas to the Pacino CV. Here he’s Jack 
Gramm, a Seattle forensics professor whose tes- 
timony has sent a buggy mug (McDonough, creepy 
enough) to the death house. As the prisoner’s 
execution time approaches, Gramm gets a mys- 
terioso cell call which imparts the news that he, 
too, has only 88 minutes to live. The film quickly 
devolves into a by-the-book skein of rhetorical 
questions that call into question both his char- 
acter’s testimony and the actor’s ability to pick a 
decent script.

Make Ben Stein some more money (and get a 
good, mordant chuckle while you’re at it) by check- 
ing out this loopy, factually befuddled documentary.

That said, his new parody, 
Superhero Movie, blows harder than Storm from 
X-Men.

PROTESTING HIGH PROPERTY TAXES 

My property taxes are way too high. How do I chal- 
lenge high property taxes ? 

File a written protest. A written notice of 
protest will be considered valid if it identifies the 
owner and the property being protested and clear- 
ly indicates that you disagree with the appraisal 
district’s decision. An easy way to file a written 
protest is to download and submit the protest 
form provided by the Travis Central Appraisal 
District (www.traviscad.org/formlist.htm). 

Keep in mind that there is a deadline to file 
a notice of protest of your property’s value. As a 
general rule, the deadline will be the later of the 
following dates: 1) May 31 or 2) 30 days after the 
appraisal district mailed a notice of appraised value 
(note that it’s not when you received the notice; 
rather, it is when the notice was mailed, so be sure 
to look at the correct date). There is a handful of 
exceptions that would allow people to file a late 
protest (full-time military, offshore workers, etc.). 

Not sure whether you want to protest your 
property taxes? Some of the factors the Texas 
Comptroller’s Office suggests a property owner 
should consider to determine whether a protest 
would be appropriate include: 

• Is the property valued unequally when com- 
pared with other properties in the appraisal district? 

• Did the appraisal district deny a relevant 
exemption (homestead exemption, disabled veteran 
exemption, etc.)? 

• Do the appraisal records show an incorrect 
owner or identify the wrong property? 

• Is the property being taxed by the wrong tax- 
ing units (i.e., the tax records show the property in 
the incorrect school district)? 

If the answer to any of these questions is yes, 
the property owner may want to give consideration 
to protesting the property’s value for property-tax 
purposes. Read next week’s column for tips on how 
to prepare a good argument for a tax value protest.

IS IT OK FOR DEALER TO 
'BORROW' PARTS OFF THE LOT? 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

On Saturday I selected a brand-new Honda 
Accord from a local dealer here in Hawaii and gave 
them my down payment. I was to pick it up last night. 
But as I was on my way over to get it, they called me 
to say that they had taken some parts out of the car to 
put into another car that came in for service. My car 
is undrivable until tomorrow, when they can put in the 
replacement parts. My sales guy did not know what 
parts they removed. According to him, some lines of 
communication were crossed, and my sales guy was 
not aware that the car had been “cannibalized. ” But 
he assured me that they would be putting in brand- 
new parts and that there would be no problems. Is it 
normal for a dealer to just take parts out of a new car 
sitting on the lot to service a car of the same model 
year that came in for service? Being in Hawaii, I 
understand that parts often take longer to arrive than 
on the mainland, but this practice seems shady. I got a 
fair price on the car, I like the car, and, were it not for 
this incident, I would have been quite pleased to hand 
over my money. However, this cannibalization/parting 
out gives me pause. Is this just an inconvenience, or 
should I ask for my deposit back ? - Elmira 

TOM: It depends on what parts they took 
out, Elmira. If they took out something that 
“pops out” easily, like a computer, an alternator, 
or a radio, then it’s no big deal. There are lots of 
dealerships that do that. 

RAY: But if it’s a major engine or transmis- 
sion part, and to get at it they had to dismantle 
the engine or transaxle, then I’d pick a different 
car. If they removed the crankshaft from your 
car, for example, or a synchro from inside the 
transmission, that means they opened up stuff 
they shouldn’t be opening up. 

TOM: And I wouldn’t buy a “new” car that 
had had its engine or transmission rebuilt by a 
local dealer. They can’t possibly rebuild it any 
better than it was built at the factory. They only 
can make it worse. I’ve got drawers full of “extra” 
parts that were “left over” after engine rebuilds. 

RAY: So, you need to find out what parts 
they “borrowed” from your car. My guess is it’s 
something that goes on and off relatively easily. 
And you’re probably right that they were waiting 
for a part to arrive from the mainland, and rather 
than have a customer with a brand-new car have 
to wait days to get his car back, they “borrowed” 
the part from an unsold car on the lot with the 
intent to replace it when the part arrived. 

TOM: And the fact that they confessed and 
told you what happened instead of making up 
some story about “letting the individual atoms 
of rust protectant settle into their preferred 
molecular alignment for an extra day” suggests 
they’re being honest with you. 

RAY: So, Elmira, ask for a little more informa- 
tion. And as long as it’s not an internal engine 
or transaxle part that they lifted, I’d accept the 
car and not worry about it.
